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in this issue 


over again. Back then a former,po- 

lice chief named Frank Jordan was 
mayor of San Francisco, the economy 
was in the toilet, and every day some 
worthy social program was getting cut 
back or axed because there wasn’t 
enough money to pay for it. We talked 
about the city’s “structural budget 
deficit,’ which ran at about $100 mil- 
lion. 

Now Willie Brown is the mayor, 
and the economy is booming, and the 
city has huge budget surpluses. So 
why do I keep hearing, almost every 
week, about some important pro- 
gram — something that is actually 
saving the city money in the long run 
— getting cut in the name of budget 
problems? 

Last week it was a program that 
keeps homeless people from sitting in 
jail while they are waiting for trial on 
minor charges. The program (see edi- 
torial, page 9) is a good deal for the 
city — every person who is filling a 
bed at the crowded local jail costs the 
taxpayers $90 a day. The program 
only costs about $200,000 a year, but 
for some reason Mayor Brown cut it 
out of the budget. 

As A. Clay Thompson reports on

page 11, this week’s budget tragedy is 
the decision by Catholic Charities to 
close down a shelter for homeless 
youth. The agency says it can’t afford 
to keep the place open anymore — 
but it can afford to give its top five ex- 
ecutives pay raises that total more 
than $100,000. 

The program is one of those im- 
mensely valuable things that does a 
huge amount of good. It provides 
transitional shelter for young home- 
less adults, with counselors who help 
them find jobs and save money to 
move into their own housing. It keeps 
kids off the streets — and almost cer- 
tainly saves lives. 

I don’t usually complain about pay 
raises for nonprofit workers or city 
employees, many of whom make far 
less than people in the for-profit, pri- 
vate sector get paid for similar work. 
But when you're putting the kids out 
on the streets because you can’t fund 
the program anymore, and execs 
who are already making between 
$80,000 and $150,000 a year are get- 
ting pay raises of up to $31,000... 
well, it certainly doesn’t look charita- 
ble.

Win-win with veganism 
Trudging through Brian Bouldrey’s 
homage to meat [“The City Cut,” 
5/24/00], | wondered, “Why am I wast- 
ing my time reading this masturbatory 
piece of self-indulgent annoyance?” Then 
I came across Bouldrey’s sentence, “Meat 
is all about simplicity,” and I thought, 
“Aha! Here is a sentiment with which I 
can agree!” 

Heart disease, cancer, and stroke are 
the top three killers in the United States. 
The prestigious Cornell China Study 
(dubbed the Grand Prix of epidemio- 
logical studies by the New York Times) 


has cited diet as being the most influen- 
tial of the lifestyle factors in determining 
health. The diet recommended by the 
study? Vegan. Even the conservative 
American Dietetic Association notes that 
“a low-fat meatless diet reduces obesity, 
coronary heart disease, high blood pres- 
sure, diabetes, osteoporosis, kidney 
stones, gallstones, and cancers of the 
colon, breast and lung.” 

Eleven years ago, I visited a slaugh- 
terhouse outside of Toronto. The ani- 
mals kicked and thrashed as they hung 
shackled and hoisted by one hind leg. 
Their throats were slashed, and they bled 
to death. I saw one cow attempting to 
scale a 12-foot wall, desperate to escape 
the violence, which she could see, hear, 
smell, and comprehend. 

The USDA (hardly a bastion of vegan 
militancy, last time I checked) notes that 
85 percent of the topsoil loss in this 
country is directly attributable to live- 
stock production. The Union of Con- 
cerned Scientists identifies meat eating as 
the second most eco-destructive practice 
(after driving cars) in which individual 
citizens partake. The Worldwatch Insti- 
tute notes that meat consumption creates 
“new pressures on land and water re- 
sources, contributing to water pollution 
and exacerbating global warming.” Hell, 
even the Sierra Club ran an initiative 
aimed at ensuring that all of their events 
would be veggie. 

Simply stated, going vegan offers win- 
win solutions to some of the health, en- 
vironmental, and ethical crises of our 
time. Bouldrey is correct in asserting that 
meat is all about simplicity. He is wrong 
when he thinks that it is all about him.

Colombia: 


another Vietnam? 


our disastrous intervention in Vietnam 30 years 

ago, our political leaders are blindly committing 
us to another quagmire of Vietnam proportions, this 
time in Colombia. 

With virtually no public discussion, Congress, at 
the urging of the Clinton administration, is about 
to pass a $1.3 billion “aid” package to Colombia. Pre- 
sented as part of our war on drugs, the plan will do 
nothing to alleviate the drug crisis here at home and 
will drag the United States into another terrible 
civil war. 

Backers of this bill insist that its purpose is to 
fight drugs, not guerrillas. But such distinctions are 
meaningless in the Colombian jungle. While guer- 
rillas began fighting the Colombian government 
long before the cocaine boom began in the late 
1970s, today drugs and politics seamlessly mix, with 
both right-wing paramilitaries and leftist guerrilla 
groups supporting themselves with drug money. 

By supporting the Colombian military — a mil- 
itary that is annually labeled by international human 
rights organizations as the worst human rights abuser 
in the western hemisphere and has close ties to the 
paramilitary forces — U.S. politicians are senseless- 
ly involving us in this volatile mix of guns and drugs. 

Colombia is already the third-largest recipient of 
USS. military aid. More than 250 U.S. military per- 
sonnel, including Green Berets and Navy SEALs, are 
already based in Colombia. Elite U.S.-trained 
counterinsurgency units, supplied with U.S. intel- 
ligence, travel in U.S. helicopters to remote parts of 
Colombia to confront guerrillas. These counter- 
insurgency troops often work in tandem with right- 

wing paramilitary death squads that account for 75 
percent of the country’s human rights abuses. 

The most tragic result of U.S. military largesse will 
be the derailing of the already tenuous peace process. 
For the past 18 months the Colombian govern- 
ment and guerrilla forces have been engaged in a 
delicate search for peace. The massive U.S. subsidy 
to the Colombian military gives military hard-lin- 
ers reason to oppose the peace process, and it makes 
the guerrillas wary of the commitment of the 
Colombian government. In fact, a peace negotiator 


A. the very time we as a nation are reflecting on 


for the guerrilla group FARC, Raul Reyes, calls the 
package “a declaration of war by the U.S.” 

One must also wonder about a strategy for re- 
ducing drugs that has a proven track record of fail- 
ure. Despite years of efforts to eradicate drug crops, 
coca production in the region has only increased. 
Pouring even more money into eradication will 
only succeed in shifting production from one part 
of the country to another, or to neighboring coun- 
tries like Peru and Ecuador. As long as the demand 
remains high, supply will follow. 

With all the evidence stacked against this bill, why 
has the Clinton administration continued to push 
it, and why are a majority of members of Congress 
poised to vote for it? 

The package seems to be driven more by do- 
mestic politics than by the needs of the Colom- 
bian people. In this election year no one wants to be 
accused of being “soft on drugs.” And politicians 
have been fiercely lobbied by oil companies and 
arms manufacturers who stand to benefit from the 
package. Since 1997 just five companies — Occi- 
dental Petroleum, BP Amoco, Enron, United Tech- 
nologies, and Bell Helicopter Textron — have given 
more than $3.4 million in political action commit- 
tee and soft money contributions to federal candi- 
dates and parties. 

The oil companies want a strong military to help 
secure their investments, and the defense contrac- 
tors are anxious to receive the $400 million ear- 
marked to purchase their companies’ helicopters. 

Unlike oil companies and arms manufacturers, 
the ordinary people of Colombia — those who 
stand to lose the most from an escalation of their na- 
tion’s civil war — do not have powerful political ac- 
tion committees. Nor do those at home who are suf- 
fering the devastating effects of drug addiction. If 
our politicians would address those needs and vote 
against this bill, we could avoid another postmortem 
hand-wringing about getting mired in this devas- 
tating civil war. %

San Francisco. Last year Central City Hospitality 

House shut the doors of its center for homeless 
youth. A similar program in the Haight lost its 
lease. (Social workers there struggle on without a fa- 
cility.) And, as A. Clay Thompson reports on page 
11, June may bring the demise of Guerrero House, 
a “transitional home” for young people looking to 
get off the streets. 

For the past decade Guerrero House has been a 
20-bed island of refuge for the city’s poorest ado- 
lescents. It’s not a night-by-night warehouse-style 
shelter. Residents of Guerrero House — all between 
18 and 23 — live there for 18 months while they get 
jobs and put together money for a permanent 
home. 

Catholic Charities of San Francisco, the non- 
profit wing of the local Catholic diocese, runs Guer- 
rero House and says the home is losing money. 


[: not a good time to be young and homeless in 


Next week Catholic Charities’ board of directors — 
chaired by Archbishop William J. Levada — will de- 
cide if it should axe the program. Insiders say Guer- 
rero House will likely be killed. 

While Catholic Charities can’t find the funds to 
keep the home open, it has enough money to give 
its execs and upper management fat raises. Last 
year the five top execs at the nonprofit pulled down 
a combined $111,667 in raises. 

This is disgusting. Raising fat-cat salaries while you 
cut funds for the neediest is the kind of thing you'd 
expect in a corporate boardroom, not a charity. 

San Francisco gives Catholic Charities more than 
$9 million a year in public money, and it’s high 
time the supervisors took a hard look at where that 
money’s going. Meanwhile, if Catholic Charities 
doesn’t want to run Guerrero House, city officials 
should find another nonprofit willing to shelter 
those in need.

partment took a look at who was cramming the 

county jails. The study found that 39 percent of 
the people booked were either homeless or tem- 
porarily housed. 

Since then, as the dot-com boom has turned the 
city into a playground for the rich, the cost of shel- 
ter — even in a rat-infested residential hotel — 
has shot through the roof. So we can assume an even 
higher number of homeless people are languishing 
in the county lockup today. 

Some of these people have been charged with se- 
rious crimes. But the majority are simply awaiting 
trial for petty offenses — shoplifting, small-time 
drug charges, getting drunk in public. And many of 
them don’t need to be behind bars. 

But for years city officials have maintained a 
double standard: if you're accused of a minor crime 
and can produce an address, you can promise to 
show up in court and leave on your own recog- 
nizance. If you don’t have an address, you can rot in 
jail until your court date. 

The three-staff member Homeless Release Pro- 
ject is a friend to these skid-row souls. The project 


[: the mid 1990s the San Francisco Sheriff’s De- 


gets homeless folks out of jail — and makes sure 
they show up in court so they can answer to the 
charges and avoid arrest warrants. More impor- 
tant, the project connects down-and-outs with the 
help — whether it’s drug treatment or counseling — 
that so many so badly need. 

Unfortunately, as A. Clay Thompson reported last 
week, the city is about to kill the project. In 1996 the 
United Way provided four years’ worth of funding 
to get the program started; the theory was that if it 
worked, the city would take over the expense. But al- 
though it’s clear the program is successful, Mayor 
Willie Brown struck that money from his proposed 
budget. 

Sheriff Mike Hennessey is asking the Board of 
Supervisors to restore the funding, which only 
makes sense. It costs the city $90 a day to keep 
somebody locked up; the Homeless Release Project 
can be funded for a little more than $200,000 a year. 
San Francisco should be working to get petty of- 
fenders — people who commit crimes of poverty 
and addiction — permanently free from the crim- 
inal justice system. The Homeless Release Project is 
a worthy start. % 


Killing S.F’s nightlife 


escalated to the point of near insanity with a 

May 31 settlement of the city’s case against the 
popular dance club Ten 15 Folsom. As Amanda 
Nowinski reports on page 11, the settlement, which 
stems from a long-standing city lawsuit against the 
club, includes some astounding provisions: every pa- 
tron entering the club must be searched, and any- 
one carrying even tiny amounts of drugs must be 
turned over to the police. The club must install 
video surveillance cameras to cover every square 
inch of public space inside. Bathrooms must be 
patrolled regularly by uniformed guards. 

Even airports, which worry about real threats 
like bombings and hijackings, don’t require such 
embarrassing violations of personal privacy. 

If the goal of the city was to shut down Ten 15, 
this settlement may well accomplish it. It's hard to 
imagine how dance-club fans are going to contin- 
ue to patronize a place that is forced to treat every 
customer as a criminal. 

Perhaps the most frustrating aspect of all of this is 
that the “problems” at Ten 15 were relatively minor to 


0. Francisco's official war against nightlife has 


begin with — and certainly nothing that required the 
wholesale suspension of the Fourth Amendment. As 
we reported last August (see “The War on Fun,” 
8/25/99), many of the incidents that the San Francisco 
Police Department has used to support its case against 
Ten 15 took place outside the club, some of them sev- 
eral blocks away. The club has spent a fortune on se- 
curity, on soundproofing, and on community rela- 
tions work. But let’s face it: Ten 15 is a dance club, and 
some of the people who go to dance clubs are going 
to smoke pot and take ecstasy. 

Sups. Mark Leno and Tom Ammiano have called 
for a hearing on the matter, and Leno is suggesting 
that the city create an Entertainment Commission 
(which could, among other things, take authority for 
regulating nightclubs away from the police). That's 
a good start. But the supervisors should also be 
demanding that the Police Department and the 
City Attorney’s Office explain what they could pos- 
sibly have found to be a threat to the public so se- 
rious that it required this sort of sledgehammer 
assault on the civil liberties of people who happen 
to like dancing late at night. +

The fortunes of Jennifer Howard and 
Sophie Aldrich couldn't be more differ- 
ent: Howard may soon be sleeping on the 
sidewalk. Aldrich got a $24,000-plus pay 
raise last year, bringing her annual salary 
to $136,712. 

But the two share a common bond: 
Aldrich is an executive at Catholic Char- 
ities of San Francisco, which runs the 
homeless shelter where Howard — at 
least for now — lives. Next week Aldrich 
and the rest of the charity’s board of di- 
rectors will decide whether they should 
shut down that shelter — Guerrero 
House, a 10-year-old, 20-bed “transitional 
home” for young adults — because they 
don’t have enough money to operate it. 

“My fear is that I'll end up homeless 
again,” said Howard, 22, who has been on 
and off the streets since the age of 16. “I 
need support — that’s why I’m here.” 

Officials with Catholic Charities say 
the program, primarily funded with fed- 
eral dollars, is in debt. “What has hap- 
pened over the years is that federal fund- 
ing has decreased and we subsidized it 
with Catholic Charities money,” 
spokesperson David Lloyd told the Bay 
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At Catholic Charities, execs get big raises

apartment. Eight full-time staffers and 11 
part-timers provide counseling for young 
folks who feel abused, addicted, or sim- 
ply overwhelmed. 

In an interview, Howard recounted 
her past: Booted out of the house by her 
mother at 12 and shipped off to a string 
of foster homes. Running in the streets of 
Seattle and San Francisco as a teen, 
squatting in burnt-out buildings, drink- 
ing herself unconscious and shooting 
heroin. Watching her friends die of over- 
doses. “I just didn’t care about anything. 


Today she’s working downtown, sav- 
ing money — Guerrero House requires 
her to put 30 percent of each paycheck 
into savings — and trying to figure out 


a way to go to college. Howard, who has 
lived at the home since February, has no 
desire to hit the streets again. “The 
{frontline staff] at Guerrero House are 
totally down for us. It’s. not just a pay- 
check for them,” she told us. 

Aldrich, chief operating officer for the 
nonprofit, got a huge pay hike last year, ac- 
cording to financial records filed with the 
Internal Revenue Service and the state 
attorney general. She’s not the only one. 

Chief executive Frank C. Hudson 
pulled in a $31,132 raise, boosting his an- 
nual pay to $172,560. Chief financial of- 
ficer Joseph M. Karjingada enjoyed an 
earning increase of $19,560, bumping 
his pay to $132,560. Lloyd, who is di- 
rector of accreditation, got a $17,000- 


plus raise to put him at $107,762. Paula 
Romanovsky, executive director of de- 
velopment, got an $18,501 pay hike, 
vaulting her annual income to $116,501. 

Those five pay raises add up to a 
weighty — for the social work world at 
least — $111,667. ' 

The agency defended the expendi- 
tures. “We need to provide the compet- 
itive salaries and benefits to retain top- 
quality employees,’ Lloyd said. 

Top Catholic Charities executives also 
ran up a tab on the company charge 
card: according to 1998-1999 financial 
records, the nonprofit’s eight highest- 
paid employees billed a combined 
$59,170 to the group’s expense account. 

“When these kind of salaries are doled 
out at a time when youre cutting services 
to address poverty, you are a hypocrite,” 
said Paul Boden of the Coalition on 
Homelessness. “This is what happens 
when poverty becomes a business. The 
need is still here for that program [Guer- 
rero House]. The need is greater than it 
has ever been.” 

Catholic Charities’ budget has dou- 
bled in the past seven years from about 
$9 million annually to $18.8 million. 

The demise of Guerrero House would 
reduce by half the number of transi- 
tional beds for homeless young people in 
the city. It would follow last year’s closure 
of Orlando House, a 12-bed home for 
young people that was run by another 
nonprofit. Howard envisions a future 
without Guerrero House: 

“Maybe that’s one more kid that 
O.D.s. One more kid that goes to jail. 
One more kid that dies on the streets.” **

After months of negotiations with the 
City Attorney's Office and the San Fran- 
cisco Police Department, Ten 15 Fol- 
som, the city’s largest after-hours night- 
club, reached a settlement on May 31 
that will allow the club to stay open — 
but not without strict new rules that 
threaten the privacy of club patrons. 

The 25-page settlement includes so 
many unprecedented new requirements 
— including a mandatory search of 
everyone entering the premises — that 
some fear it may drive much of Ten 15’s 
clientele away.

calation of the war against nightclub 
operations in San Francisco. In addi- 
tion to paying a $200,000 fine, the night- 
club must install security cameras to 
monitor every inch of public space in- 
side the facility (except for the bath- 
rooms, which are to be patrolled by uni- 
formed guards). 

Anyone caught with even a tiny 
amount of drugs will be detained and 
turned over to the police, the settlement 
states. 

The club agreed to “maintain a 
[video] monitoring system that is read- 
ily accessible to security personnel and 
that allows instant viewing of any and all 
images from the surveillance cameras.”

Joe Wood, attor- 
ney for Ten 15, insists 
that the cameras will 
be obvious to pa- 
trons.

In the past, Wood said, if security 
found small amounts of drugs, “we did 
what police suggested, which was de- 
stroy the suspected drugs and never let 


the person in again. Police now say that 


despite the amount of work it may cre- 
ate for them, we must contact the police 
every instance we find anything that 
looks like drugs at all.” 

Over Memorial Day weekend, there were 
19 narcotics arrests made at Ten 15 Folsom. 
Last weekend there were no arrests. 


The club must also submit a log of 
the coming week’s entertainment sched- 
ule to the permit officer at SFPD’s 
Southern Station, Rose Meyer. The log 
includes, according to the settlement 
documentation, “the names of the DJs, 
promoters, and, if a private event, the 
name and contact information of the 
person renting the club and an esti- 
mate of the total number of expected 
patrons.”

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Yee calls hearing on Sutro Tower decision

In the wake of a Bay Guardian investi- 
gation showing that city planning di- 
rector Gerald Green apparently violated 
city laws in overturning a zoning ad- 
ministrator’s ruling on Sutro Tower, 
Sup. Leland Yee on Monday called for a 
hearing to determine the validity of 
Green’s decision. 

Green had overturned then—zoning 
administrator Mary Gallagher’s ruling 
that the tower’s owners needed special 
city permission to keep 176 telecom- 
munications antennae on the structure. 

“With the additional information, 
there is enough to reopen this particu- 
lar case,” Yee told us. “The documents 
clearly demonstrate that the timing 
upon which Gerald Green issued [his 
rescission] is questionable. It’s not clear 
he had the authority to do that.” Sups. 
Tom Ammiano and Sue Bierman told 
us they support Yee’s call for a hearing. 

Yee was referring to a series of deci- 
sions city planning staff made on Sutro 
Tower late last year and this spring. 

Last summer residents living near 
Sutro notified the city that the tower’s 
owners had been quietly adding cellular 
and paging devices to the 977-foot tower 
without the required building permits. 
Hearings held by Yee forced Depart- 
ment of Building Inspection officials to 
admit that permits were needed for the 
already-installed antennae and to fine 
Sutro for failing to apply before in- 
stalling them.

Last December the neighbors’ lawyer, 
Christine Linnenbach, asked the city’s 
zoning administrator to decide whether 
Sutro needed special permission — 
called “conditional use” — from the 
San Francisco Planning Department to 
install the antennae. 

On Dec. 17 then-zoning adminis- 
trator Mary Gallagher determined that 
Sutro did need to seek conditional use. 
On Dec. 24, Green wrote in a letter to 
the neighbors’ lawyer that Gallagher 
had resigned, that he was replacing her 
for the time being, and that he was re- 
scinding her Dec. 17 decision. 

But public records obtained by the 
Bay Guardian show Gallagher had not 
resigned, was working as the zoning 
administrator at least until the end of 
December, and was recognized by the 
department’s human resources and 
payroll offices as the zoning adminis- 
trator until April 14, 2000 (See “Sutro 
Sleaze,” 5/31/00). That day Green is- 
sued a new determination contradict- 
ing Gallagher’s original opinion, saying 
that Sutro did not need to seek condi- 
tional use. 

In public hearings, documents, and in 
the press, Green has repeatedly stated 
that he revisited Gallagher’s decision 
because he was worried she had not 
considered all relevant information in 
making her determination and that his 
authority to rescind her decision was 
based on her resignation. Green claimed 
under oath at a May 24 Board of Ap- 
peals hearing on the issue that he was the

zoning administrator on Dec. 24. 

In a sworn declaration May 23, 2000, 
Gallagher refuted Green’s version of the 
events, saying that she took all infor- 
mation into account in making her de- 
cision and consulted with Green and 
the City Attorney’s Office multiple times 
before issuing her decision. Deputy city 
attorney Judith Boyajian has confirmed 
to the Bay Guardian that she discussed 
the decision with Gallagher. 

District Attorney Terence Hallinan 
told the Bay Guardian in a phone in- 
terview that he was not convinced 
Green’s conduct constituted a criminal 
action but that he would review the 
matter further. 

Aside from the three supervisors, no 
city officials have said they are willing to 
investigate or discipline Green. 

Planning Commission president Hec- 
tor Chinchilla defended Green, saying 
that Green’s political foes were drawing 
the wrong conclusions from the docu- 
ments and “treating him unfairly.” 
Commissioner Larry Martin said that he 
was “in shock” after reading the Bay 
Guardian article and that he would 
“have to do some more checking on 
this.” The other commissioners could 
not be reached for comment. 

Linnenbach, lawyer for the Twin 
Peaks Improvement Association, the 
neighborhood group representing near- 
by residents, says that since the city re- 
fuses to enforce its own laws, the asso- 
ciation will sue to try to get the courts to 
do it. %

Chron-Ex suit

Federal judge Vaughn Walker has asked 
the U.S. Department of Justice to get 
involved in the lawsuit over the sale of 
the San Francisco Chronicle after Hearst 
Corporation belatedly turned over doc- 
uments that the plaintiff's lawyer says 
should have been released before the 
trial. 

Walker issued a posttrial order on 
June 9 asking the DOJ to intervene in 
the lawsuit because, the judge noted, it 
wasn’t clear whether the agency would 
have approved of Hearst’s purchase of 
the Chronicle if it had known the com- 
pany planned to give the San Francisco 
Examiner to the Fang family for “less 
than liquidation value.” 

Hearst lawyers filed a deposition and 
supporting documents June 7 that sug- 
gest that the DOJ was not convinced 
that Hearst’s Examiner was failing and 
was prepared to sue to stop it from clos- 
ing. 

Those documents were released after 
a June 2 order, which was prompted by 
Hearst attorney Gerald Connell’s re- 
mark during closing arguments May 
31: “What we were hearing, your honor, 
{from the DOJ] was, ‘If you are going to 
close down the Examiner, we are going 
to sue you.’” 

In his deposition, taken June 2, Con- 
nell said, “I was not purporting to pro- 
vide a direct quote ... My intent was to 
describe my understanding of what was 
being communicated.” He went on to 
describe the back-and-forth between 
Hearst and the DOJ — including a con- 
versation with a senior DO] litigator in 
April. That lawyer, Hays Gorey, told 
Connell that he had been assigned to 
handle the case if it went to trial. 

The DOJ ended up approving the 
Chron sale once Hearst announced 
March 17 that it would give the Exam- 
iner to the Fang family, publishers of 
the Independent. 

That suit was brought by local de- 
veloper Clint Reilly, who alleges that 
the Fang deal is a sham designed to leave 
Hearst with control of the city’s only 
daily paper. 

Reilly’s attorney, Joseph M. Alioto, 
says he had never before seen the docu- 
ments that Hearst turned over June 7 — 
despite making relevant requests to 
company attorneys. “If we'd had these 
documents,” he told us, “We would 
have barbecued” the defense. 

In a response filed with the court, 
Alioto argues that the DOJ correspon- 
dence shows the department felt that 
“the existence of available purchasers 
could not be determined unless the Ex- 
aminer was offered for sale subject to the 
joint operating agreement,” which now 
allows the Chron and the Ex to operate 
as a single business. No portion of the 
JOA was offered for sale. 

The newly released documents are 
yet another sign that Hearst’s lawyers 
haven’t been forthright with the judge. 

In a Feb. 23, 2000, letter to Hearst, 


Mark Botti, a DOJ lawyer, wrote: “We 
do not consider established, nor neces- 
sarily well supported [Hearst’s con- 
tentions] that the current revenue split 
reflects any subsidy, much less “a massive 
subsidy of Hearst by Chronicle.’ Quite to 
the contrary, we have significant con- 
cerns about that analysis.” 

Hearst’s claim that the Examiner is ef- 
fectively subsidized under the JOA has 
been an integral part of the company’s 
legal defense. 

In the June 9 order, Walker wrote 
that it “appears that the Department 
had serious questions about the lawful- 
ness of Hearst’s acquisition of the 
Chronicle. It is also reasonable to con- 
clude ... that the Department holds the 
view that absent the transfer of Exam- 
iner-related assets and payments by 
Hearst to ExIn [the Fangs] a violation 
would persist.” 

But, Walker wrote, the DOJ did not 
necessarily know that “the proposed 
transfer is at substantially less than liq- 
uidation value.” And during the 10-day 
trial it was revealed that the Fangs plan 
to put out a paper that is more limited 
than the current Ex. 

Walker has given the DOJ 20 days to 
file as an intervenor or to submit an 
amicus brief in the case. 

Meanwhile, details from Examiner 
publisher Tim White’s DOJ deposition 
show that the paper’s news coverage 
may indeed have been determined by 
the company’s highest-ranking New 
York executives. 

Chronicle reporter Reynolds Hold- 
ing tracked down a copy of the deposi- 
tion — in which White said that Hearst 
Newspapers president George Irish had 
instructed him to kill a news story about 
Hearst’s relationship with Chronicle 
Publishing because he thought it might 
threaten the deal. 

According to Holding, Irish sent a 
memo to colleagues at Hearst saying 
that he had instructed White to make 
sure there was “no chance it would reach 
publication.” 

That directly contradicts courtroom 
testimony and public statements made 
by Hearst employees since White’s May 
1 witness-stand admission that he had 
offered Mayor Willie Brown more fa- 
vorable treatment in exchange for his 
support of the Chron purchase. 

Both Irish and Hearst president Frank 
Bennack Jr. testified May 12 that all ed- 
itorial decisions are made locally. They 
also said they were shocked by White’s 
testimony. 

Hearst spokesperson Debra Shriver 
told us that “New York does not get in- 

volved in any of our newspapers. No 
editorial decisions were made in New 


_ York City. That is not our job and would 


not be appropriate.” 

The Examiner, which during the trial 
has proudly promoted its ability to cover 
fairly and completely a major story in- 
volving Hearst Corporation, has com- 
pletely ignored Reynolds's report. #

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Brisbane hears about MUD

The Coalition for Lower Utility Bills pre- 
sented the case for a municipal utility dis- 
trict to the Brisbane city council June 
12, arguing that forming a San Francisco— 
Brisbane MUD could bring down elec- 
tric rates by as much as 27 percent. 

“My mission in life is to lower utility 
bills,” energy consultant Jim Simpson, 
who is working with the coalition, told 
the council. “That’s why we’re here 
tonight.” Simpson, a former Pacific Gas 
and Electric engineer, asked the town 
to support the current campaign to form 
a MUD, an independent, publicly man- 
aged agency, that would compete for 
PG&E’s electric business in San Fran- 
cisco and Brisbane. 

The coalition was represented by 
Simpson, former Brisbane mayor Paul 
Goercke, attorney Neil Eisenberg, and 
former San Francisco environmental 
commissioner Joel Ventresca. 

Ventresca urged the town to look to the 
examples set by the 2,000 cities nation- 
wide that manage public power systems. 
Locally, Ventresca pointed to Sacramento 
Municipal Utility District, the utility that, 
he said, serves as the group’s “beacon 
light ... with lower rates and no depen- 
dence on nuclear power.” Nationally, 
Ventresca added, “when citizens of Long 
Island formed a municipal power district 
in 1998, rates went down ten percent.” 

The coalition is gathering signatures in

The logs, Meyer said, “will allow us be 
aware of what type of activity will be 
going on that night, and if a promoter 
has been problematic in the past,-we will 
contact [the] owner of [the] nightclub so 
they don’t rent their space to the partic- 
ular promoter.” 

Wood said that providing the SFPD 
with the list should not be threatening to 
anyone. “It’s no secret who the DJs are; 
that’s not confidential. If that makes 
them feel better, we don’t feel bad about 
providing that information.” 

DJ Jen6, who plays regularly in local 
clubs, told us the settlement “stinks.” 

“If every time I play in a club in San 
Francisco, my name is going on a list 
down at the SFPD, then obviously there 
is an assumption that I (and all the other 
DJs in this town) may be involved in 
some kind of criminal activity,” he stat- 
ed in an e-mail. He said he’s concerned 
that the police will blacklist politically 
controversial promoters and DJs. 

Sup. Mark Leno, who is interested in 
forming an entertainment commission 
to remove the nightclub permitting 
process from the jurisdiction of the 
SFPD, said he believes that the provi- 
sions are unacceptable. 

“Many aspects of this settlement are 
quite disturbing,” he told us. “The sur- 


veillance cameras and the reporting of 


DJs and promoters certainly proves that 
the club is in a tough spot. If anything, 
the situation of Ten 15 calls out for an 


the hope of putting the MUD question 
on the November ballot in both cities 
(see “The Green Choice,” 6/7/00). 

PG&E representative Lester Olm- 
stead-Rose attended the meeting. Olm- 
stead-Rose is the main media contact 
for the Coalition for Affordable Public 
Services, an organization created by 
PG&E in response to the MUD cam- 
paign (see “Nader Endorses Local Pub- 
lic Power Effort,” 5/31/00). Olmstead- 
Rose did not have any response to the 
questions that the Bay Guardian first 
asked two weeks ago. We're still waiting 
to be introduced to a CAPS member 
who is not being paid by PG&E, and 
we're still wondering what research backs 
their claim that a MUD would be a fi- 
nancial drain on the region. 

While PG&E claims that no ratepay- 
er funds are used for political activities, 
the company has a long record of creat- 
ing well-funded “astroturf” (or fake 
grassroots) groups to derail citizen 
movements that challenge its monopoly. 
PG&E public relations firm Solem and 
Associates specializes in the creation of 
such groups. *%

entertainment commission, which I have 
been proposing.” 

Chris Smith, founder and president of 
Om Records, told us, “The idea of 
putting security cameras in a San Fran- 
cisco nightclub is pretty horrifying. | 
don’t want the police looking over my 
shoulder when I choose to go out and 
party. It’s unfortunate that Ten 15 has 
been put in this position.” 

Ira Sandler, owner of Ten 15, said 
he’s hopeful that patrons will not be de- 
terred by the provisions of the settle- 
ment. “Ten 15 is, as always, trying to 
create the best possible entertainment 
venue for its patrons,” he said. “In mak- 
ing that effort, we are necessarily taking 
strong measures to ensure that the club 
environment is safe and free of illegal 
activity. Once people understand the 
purpose of those measures and see that 
they are being uniformly applied, they 
are happy to comply with them.” 

According to Sylvia Harper, captain 
of the SFPD’s Southern Station, Ten 
15’s case is not a reflection of things to 
come. “Not all club owners will have 
to be this strict; | would not make this 
demand on everyone,” she told us. “But 
since each club is individual, each club 
will have to do whatever it takes to en- 
sure the same level of security.” Harper 
said she believes that Ten 15 patrons 
will be happy with the new changes. 
“The people who are going there to have 
a good time will appreciate that no one 
is offering them drugs or having illicit 
activities.

you: 198 nude 

beaches for the 

year 2000. It’s 
true. For the first time ever, a single 
state, California, sports nearly 200 
clothing-optional spots that anybody 
can enjoy. 

This year we surge to 138 entries in 
northern California, along with 60 
others elsewhere in the Golden State 
(115 are printed here, the rest are on- 
line — for the complete listings, see 
www.sfbg.com/Nude00/). 

Most are beaches, but others are 
nude coves, rivers, creeks, old-fash- 
ioned swimming holes, lakes, ponds, 
sand dunes, hot springs, warm ditch- 
es, campgrounds, dams, meadows, 
and even a few waterfalls. 

With 25 new locations coming 
aboard our list, 2000 is shaping up as 
a watershed year for nude beaching. 
Great new sites have sprung up in 
Monterey, Mendocino, Humboldt, 
Trinity, Sierra, Modoc, Lassen, and 
San Bernardino Counties to name 
just a few. To find them, look for the 
“New listing!” designations through- 
out the guide. 

Some of the expansion is due to an 
ever-expanding group of readers who 
have discovered new sites and then let 
us know about them. Others have 
been uncovered by author Marjorie 
Gersh-Young, whose recently updated 
Hot Springs and Hot Pools of the South- 
west is a must-have treasure for hot 
spring enthusiasts, and Pancho Doll, 
whose Day Trips with a Splash: The 
Swimming Holes of California should 
be required reading for campers, hik- 
ers, and day-trippers. 

But the big increase in nude beach- 
es is also happening because so many 
more people have been exploring Cal- 
ifornia’s great outdoors. The fitness 
and environmental booms, together 
with today’s maturing society, are 
largely responsible for the explosion in 
sans-suit beaches. ; 

Finally, except in Los Angeles, Santa 
Barbara, and San Diego, law enforcers 
have gradually become more relaxed 
about nudity in California than 20 
years ago. Officers in many jurisdic- 
tions are too busy trying to catch real 
criminals to pursue nudists. “We don’t 
have the time or inclination to track 
[nudes] down,” says Paul Gregg, of the 
Sonoma sheriff’s department, which 
used to enforce one of America’s 
harshest anti-nudity laws. 

Still, not all the nude news is good. 
After complaints about exhibitionists

and sexual behavior, in June 1999 the 
city of San Diego stripped nudity from 
its portion of Black’s Beach. Naturists 
continue to use the state side of the 
strand. In the last year Oakland Athlet- 
ic Club (closed May 11), Sonoma 
County’s Meeker Falls (shut by new 
owner), and Plumas County’s Termi- 
nal Geyser Hot Springs (rangers ended 
use because it was “disrupt[ing] the 
natural biologic ... processes”) have 
been closed. Mendocino’s once peace-

ful Lilies Beach has become a mecca 
for rowdy youths. And because of ris- 
ing water, Lake Tahoe's six beaches 
have even less sand than last year. 

At some spots, such as Summerland, 
officers are sending plainclothes “spot- 
ters” onto the sand, who then radio 
deputies to make the trek down the 
cliff, Not to be undone or, in this case, 
unclad by the tactics, nudists are fight- 
ing back with a strategy of their own: 
when deputies appear on the bluffs, 
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e; Zipporah Lomax gives thanks at Muir Beach; Adrian works on his tan lines 


activists stationed there are using cell 
phones to alert the nude people to suit 
up before the cops arrive on the sand. 
Farther to the north, inaction rather 
than action is causing headaches. What 
was once one of the area’s prettiest lakes, 
Mount Vision Pond, at the Point Reyes 
National Seashore, “is in imminent dan- 
ger of dying” because of the feds’ refusal 
to plug dam cracks and clean weeds, ac- 
cording to San Francisco's Robert 
Carlsen. Head ranger Russell Case, cit- 


ing lack of funds, says, “For now we are 
letting nature take its course.” Carlsen 
suggests readers e-mail PRNS superin- 
tendent Don Neubacher at 
Don_Neubacher@nps.gov.

About the ratings: we award an A to 
places that are large or long-estab- 
lished and where the crowd is mostly 
nude, a B to ones where fewer than 
half the users are bare, a C to small or 
emerging nude areas, and a D to spots 
we recommend you avoid. 


SAN FRANCISCO COUNTY 
1. LANDS END BEACH 


At Lands End, a picturesque, rock-strewn cove 
off the end of Geary Boulevard. visitors should 
expect the unexpected. Never mind that it can 
often be cold and windy in the tiny, quarter- 
mile-long cove, or that a fairly long walk is re- 
quired to get there. 

If you drop by, see if you can find the ham- 
mer and nail sculpture reported on the beach in 
April. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Lands End is part of the 
GGNRA, which allows nudity as long as you 
don’t touch anybody and nobody complains. 
Rangers patrol the area on foot and horseback. 

How to find it: Head for the Cliff House, at 
the end of Geary. Park in the dirt parking lot just 
up the road. Take the trail at the far end of the 
lot. You can stop at a bench along the way to 
see a nice view of the Marin Headlands. After 
another 100 yards, past the trash cans, the 
path narrows and bends, passing a clump of 
fennel, then rises and falls, eventually becom- 
ing the width of a road. Don’t take the road on 
the right, which leads to a golf course. Just 
past another bench, as the trail starts to tum 
right, go left toward a group of dead trees, 
where you'll see a stairway with a sign at the 
top reading Dogs Must Be Leashed. Follow the 
stairs to the end, but afterward, instead of 
going straight, go left to another stairway, 
which leads to a 100-foot walk to the cove. 

The beach: Look for some good, sandy 
areas away from the beach’s entrance. 

The crowd: San Francisco resident Bob 
Wood found “six or eight nudes, all men” on 
the sand during a May visit. The cove gets up to 

30 visitors a day, of whom around 80 percent 
are gay men.

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Problems: Closed trails, random “sex pa- 
trols” by rangers, increased drug use, public 
sex on trails and nearby area. Can be foggy, 
windy. Quite rocky. Swimming not allowed. 
Trails other than main one are unsafe, may 
have poison oak.

2. NORTH BAKER BEACH 


America’s most popular nude beach that’s 
smack-dab in a city continues to draw large, 
friendly, well-behaved crowds this year. “Even 
on our first good weekend of the season, 
there were several hundred people on the 
sand,” tells veteran visitor Ray Borkowski, of 
San Francisco. 

Graced with even more sand than usual, the 
beach has improved in recent years from uglier 
times, when it was often the site of gawkers, 
loud radios, and litter. Ranger patrols and the 
proliferation of nudists with cell phones who 
call them if there’s even a hint of trouble seem 
to have stemmed the tide. “I go there because 
it’s easy to reach, the people are friendly, and 
the National Park Service has been working to 
keep it a safe place,” Borkowski says. “And we 
are not hassled for being nude.” But rangers 
will cite or escort away buff bathers who 
saunter onto the clothed part of Baker. “The 
sign at the bottom of the sand ladder is the di- 
viding line [between the nude and clothed 
areas],” ranger Eickenhorst says. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: On GGNRA land. Nudity isn’t 
allowed on the southern half of the beach. 

How to find it: Go north on 25th Avenue to 
Lincoln Boulevard, then right on Lincoln. Take 
Lincoln to the second left, Bowley Street. Fol- 
low Bowley to Gibson Road, then turn right onto 
Gibson. Follow Gibson to the east parking lot. 
Walk toward the water, turn right, and head up 
the beach to the nude area, which starts at the 
brown sign with yellow letters that says Haz- 
ardous Surf, Undertow, Swim at Your Own Risk. 
To reach a wind-protected nook, hike at low 
tide around the big rocks at the north end. 

The beach: North Baker is long and narrow, 
with several tide pools at the north end. “It’s in 
pretty good shape, with plenty of sand this 
year,” Borkowski says. 

The crowd: You'll notice far more men than 
women among the crowd, which ranges from 
dozens to hundreds, depending on the weather. 

Problems: Because the lots tend to fill up 
quickly, for the past two years police have 
been cracking down hard on illegally parked 
and unregistered vehicles. Expect fog, wind, 
some gawkers; large crowds on hot days 


(bring sandals to prevent “foot burn”). Swim- 
ming is allowed, but signs warn of hazardous 
waves. Readers have also complained about 

clothed people “not staying on their side” and 
occasional “overt sexuality.” 


Improved directions! 


3. FORT FUNSTON BEACH 

While a land-use controversy pitting dog own- 
ers against environmentalists has captured 
loca! headlines, some good news for beachgo- 
ers is coming out of “Fort Fun.” Instead of hav- 
ing to make a 30-minute trek to the sand, you 
can now reach the main public beach in just 5 
minutes, thanks to a sand ladder that was in- 
stalled in January. Look for it on the southern 
end of the westernmost portion of Funston’s 
parking lot, to the left of where hang gliders 
like to jump. 

The bad news is that only canines and 
equines are allowed to be nude here. As re- 
cently as April, rangers received and acted on a 
complaint. “People [still] do it," Fort Funston 
staffer Eric LaSalle says, “but this isn't a desig- 
nated area, like Baker.” 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of the GGNRA. 

How to find it: Drive south on Great High- 
way. Not long after Sloat, the-road goes uphill. 
From here, curve right onto Skyline, go past 


__ one stoplight, and look for signs for Fort Fun- 


ston on the right. Turn right into the public lot 
and then look for a space as close as possible 
to its west side. See above for directions to the 
stairs. Take the sandy steps to the beach, then 
turn right and walk north until you see some 
sand dunes. Find a spot as far away from the 
main lot as possible. 

The beach: Soft, sandy dunes that allow 
you to make your own private, semi-secluded 
nude beach. 

The crowd: Families use the beach on 
weekends and holidays, so nude use often 
evaporates then. Ken Leonard, of San Francis- 
Co, says he usually sees “five or fewer nudists” 
here. 

Problems: Lack of tolerance by rangers, 
privacy problems on weekends, crowded park- 
ing lot on warm days, and rough water are just 
some of the complaints we've heard. “You may 
be observed by hang gliders,” Wood says, And 
if you don’t like dogs, don’t even think of com- 
ing here. 


4. GOLDEN GATE 

BRIDGE BEACH 

Left virtually alone by its benevolent federal 
wardens, Golden Gate Bridge Beach, a.k.a. 
Marshall’s Beach and Nasty Boy Beach, sports 
one of the region's best views of its most fa- 
mous landmark.

Rating: D. 

Legal status: Part of the GGNRA. 

How to find it: Paths leading down from the 
Presidio are the safest of the options. “Look for 
the paths that start at the bunkers above Baker 
Beach, which are best, or the paths at the 
bunkers next to the Golden Gate Bridge,” Chet, 
of San Francisco, says. “But it is dangerous.” 
How dangerous? If you lose your balance, you 
could fall down the cliff. Access via North Baker 
is equally hazardous; in 1984 a man drowned 
while trying to swim around the rocks. 

The beach: A postcardlike view of the Gold- 
en Gate Bridge continues to draw varying num- 
bers of visitors to three small, rocky beaches 
below Fort Winfield Scott. The paths are slip- 
pery, heavily eroded, and very dangerous. 
GGNRA tries to keep the area fenced off. 

The crowd: You'll usually find around 100 
people on the shoreline, but on hot days as 
many as 350 in various states of dress gather. 

Problems: Trash, rocks, wind, fog, and 
growing crowds. Because of impossible swim- 
ming conditions and dangerous access, our ad- 
vice is to go elsewhere. 


SAN MATEO COUNTY 


Highly recommended! 


5. DEVILS SLIDE 

Whether you've come to watch whales, peli- 
cans, or naked surfers, you're sure to enjoy 
Devil's Slide. It's one of the Bay Area’s cleanest, 
most gawker-free beaches. Most amazing is 
that it's America’s only nude beach owned by a 
state. 

Acourt ruled that, as part of its purchase 
agreement, the Golden State would have to 
continue to allow the 300-yard long beach 
(which is also called Gray Whale Cove and 
Edun Cove) to be clothing-optional. Having sur- 
vived a nasty legal dispute with the state, San 
Francisco developer Carl Ernst continues to op- 
erate the property on a month-by-month basis. 
In an interview with the Bay Guardian last year, 
he blasted Department of State Parks director 
John “Rusty” Areias for trying to impose 
“Gestapo-like” terms. “| gotta tell you, | had the 
guy'really wrong,” Ernst says today. He’s met 
with Areias three times in the last year in dis- 
cussions that Ernst describes as “exciting.” 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: On state land leased to Emst. 
No pets, cameras, or binoculars allowed. 

How to find it: From San Francisco, take 
Highway 1 south through Pacifica. Three miles 
south of the Denny’s in Linda Mar, turn left onto 
an unmarked road that leads to the beach’s 
parking lot. From the south, look for the road 
one mile north of Chart House restaurant in 
Montara. 
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The beach: Amenities include barbecue 
pits, bathrooms, and a volleyball net. Towels, 
beach chairs, umbrellas, and windscreens can 
be rented. Weekend camping is available by 
appointment. A walkie-talkie to connect you 
with the beach office while you’re on the sand 
is also available by request. Swimming isn’t 
recommended because of the cold water and 
frequent riptides. 

The crowd: Although it sometimes holds 
hundreds, the beach never seems packed. Sin- 
gles of both sexes, couples, and families 
stream here on weekends, and there is a large 
gay population, particularly on weekdays. About 
half the beach’s visitors go nude. 


Problems: Entrance fee, visitors required to . 


sign release form, cold water, fog, wind, land- 
slides sometimes close Highway 1, long walk 
to the beach (down a 146-step staircase), three 
great white sharks seen during the period of 
1980-89. 


6. PEOPLE’S BEACH 

Also known as Doug's Beach by a regular visi- 
tor who e-mailed us last year (because of a 
computer glitch, we lost the info, so please 
write again), the beach just to the south of 
Devil’s Slide continues to attract small numbers 
of returnees. Bay Area resident Timothy 
Moscow calls it “heaven.” Others report that 
People’s is so small that it disappears in high 
tide. A crumbling, break-away trail marked by a 
sign that says Hiking, Climbing Prohibited 
warms of trouble ahead; some visitors say the 


path is completely unsafe and gives way to a 
20-foot drop. 

Rating: D. 

Legal status: State property, presumed to 
be part of Montara State Beach. 

How to find it: From San Francisco, take 
Highway 1 south, passing Pacifica, to Montara 
Beach. Park at the Montara State Beach lot, 
then walk north along the highway to the trail- 
head. The trail begins next to a highway 
tumout: (Look for the Hiking, Climbing Prohibit- 
ed sign.) Wear hiking shoes, and be prepared to 
turn back. 

The beach: “It’s very quiet, which is why | 
go here,” one reader says. Another says it's 
less windy than Devil's Slide. “All | can say is 
that it’s not a very good beach,” says Carl 
Ernst, who operates Devil's Slide. “On a good 
day, it’s maybe eighty to a hundred yards long.” 

The crowd: Sometimes just you, usually 
fewer than five visitors. 

Problems: Nearly inaccessible, crumbling 
and dangerous trail, fog, cold water, small 
beach, lack of precise trail directions. 


7. MONTARA STATE BEACH 

Only a few visitors still sunbathe sans suits at 
the extreme north end of Montara State Beach, 
which is two beaches south of Devil’s Slide. 
“t’s not really an option anymore,” says Bay 
Area Naturists leader Rich Pasco, of San Jose.

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access to Devil’s Slide during a particular hot 
summer. Undaunted, some nudists streamed 
onto Montara, much to the chagrin of park 
rangers. If you see any headed your way, suit 
up quickly or you may be cited. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: State beach property. 

How to find it: Montara State Beach is-on 
Highway 1, 1.1 miles south of Devil's Slide (see 
no. 6). Arrive early on busy days to get parking. 
Walk north to the nude beach; don’t disrobe on 
the south end. 

The beach: Long and narrow, northern 
Montara features dunes for private sunbathing, 
but shore erosion has pushed nudists to spots 
more exposed to the view of suited bathers. 

The crowd: Only a few naturists now use 
Montara. 

Problems: Fog, wind, beach erosion, icy 
water, and uncompromising park rangers.

8. SAN GREGORIO 

Bob Wood, of San Francisco, likes the nation’s 
oldest nude beach for its large size and friendly 
staff. Antoinette May told readers in an October 
article at sfgate.com that she was greeted by 
“a nice man and three sweet dogs.” Two miles 
of soft sand, caves, tide pools, a lagoon, and a 
lava tube you can walk through at low tide are 
some of the attractions. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Private property, leased land. 

How to find it: South of Half Moon Bay, be 
on the lookout for Tunitas Creek Way. From 
here the beach is a little more than a mile up 
the road on Highway 1. Look for the dirt road 
near the intersection of Highways 1 and 84 — 
it's 100 yards north of 84 on Highway 1. Take 
the dirt road past the big white gate with the 
Toll Road sign to the parking lot. Or from High- 
way 84, turn right onto Highway 1. Go a few 
hundred feet and, just after a 55 mph sign on 
your right, turn left onto the dirt road (look for 
the address 19429 above the fence). The road 
will take you past a grassy field to the parking 
area. To get to the beach, follow the long path 
from the parking lot. 

The beach: You'll find caves, cliffs, drift- 
wood structures, and two miles of clean, rolling 
sand. Pets are OK (though dogs are not allowed 
on weekends or holidays); fires, cameras, and 
overnight camping are banned. Swimming is 
not recommended. There are chemical toilets 
in the parking lot. Spring and summer hours 
are Mon.-Fri. 10 a.m.—7 p.m.; Sat—Sun., 

9 a.m.—sunset. Admission is $5 a carload or $2 
a person. 

The crowd: Anywhere from 50 to 500 visi- 
tors are usually spread so thinly along the 
huge, rambling beach that you may not even 
notice them. “The wide open spaces give one 
the feeling of being very alone,” says reader 
Paul Benson, who visited last summer. Many of 
the visitors are nude gay men. On the south 
end of the beach, there are sometimes dozens 
of straight couples and families, naked and 
clothed. f 

Problems: Fee, wind, riptides, cold water, 
summer fog, sex on the beach.

9. POMPONIO STATE BEACH 

“Use caution when visiting here,” urges San 
Jose's Rich Pasco, founder of the Bay Area Na- 
turists group. The skinny-dipping cove itself is 
charmingly picturesque, but storms have erod- 
ed the trail, making reaching it a difficult task. 
Even so, as recently as last spring, several visi- 
tors a day were still showing up on the sand. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: State beach property. 

How to find it: Pomponio is two miles 
north of Pescadero State Beach on Highway 1. 
To find the nude area, on the south end of 
Pomponio, during low tide walk south along 
the waterline from the Pomponio entrance. Or 
from the old Pomponio turnout (marked with 
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Leaving only footprints: Adrian (right) 


polelike barriers) on Highway 1, follow the path 
down until it comes to a ravine with a stream. 
Visitors used to cross the chasm on a board, 
but it’s gone. Regulars now hop onto a pallet to 
cross part of the ravine, then craw! the rest of 
the way. 

The beach: There’s a mile and a half of flat, 
partially sheltered sand. Be sure to stay away 
from the cliffs. 

The crowd: Before storms eroded the trails, 
up to 25 nudists a day were frequenting the 
beach. ‘ 

Problems: Cliff erosion, long walk, riptides, 
cold air, wind, and gawkers. Swimming while 
au naturel is not allowed. Car burglaries have 
been reported here. 


SANTA CRUZ COUNTY 


10. SCOTT CREEK BEACH 

Want to combine nature with naturism? You 
can see the former at Ano Nuevo State Re- 
serve, which has a colony of elephant seals. 
Then drive south on Highway 1 to this refuge of 
surfers, suited sunbathers, and naturists. Or 
you may wind up having the shore all to your- 
self. Either way, it's a nice place for reading, 
strolling along the sand, picnicking, or a little 
bare-bottom tanning. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: County land. 

How to find it: This beach is some three 
miles north of Davenport, off Highway 1; it is 
15.5 miles north of the junction of Highways 1 
and 17 in Santa Cruz. It is also 35.8 miles south 
of the junction of Highways 1 and 92 in Half 
Moon Bay. It’s between Afo Nuevo State Re- 
serve to the north and Davenport Cove to the 
south. The beach is near Swanton Road, which 
is shown on some maps. There are two 
turnouts for parking. You can descend to the. 
site from either north or south of the bridge. 

The beach: Often deserted, half-mile-long 
Scott Creek Beach is at the bottom of a small 
bluff. At the north end a submerged reef cre- 
ates one of the finest surfing spots in northern 
California. The area is used by surfers October 
through May. 

The crowd: The beach is usually quiet, but 
the two turnouts, which hold 60 to 100 cars 
between them, fill up quickly on peak summer 
days. 

Problems: Wind, undertow, cold water; an 
ugly pipeline offshore detracts from the view. 


11. DAVENPORT COVE 
Lots of sand, a cave you can explore, and 
some nice rock formations make Davenport 
Cove an interesting stop along Highway 1. 
Near the little town of Davenport's main beach, 
the area is known locally as Shark’s Tooth 
Cove. But be prepared for a steep trail. The 
cove’s notoriously cold water makes this more 
of a sans-suit sunbathing site than one for 
skinny-dipping. 

Rating: B.

Legal status: Believed to be privately owned, 
with public access given under state law. 

How to find it: Look for Davenport Cove off 
Highway 1 north of Santa Cruz. The turnoff to 
Davenport Cove is 39.1 miles south of the junc- 
tion of Highways 1 and 92 in Half Moon Bay 
and 12.2 miles north of the junction of High- 
ways 1 and 17 in Santa Cruz. There are two 
recommended ways in to the cove: (1) Park at 
the main public beach (Davenport Beach), find 
the railroad tracks, and take the trail that be- 
gins there and runs about half a mile south to 
the cove; (2) Check for a turnoff half a mile 
south of Davenport, pull off the highway, and 
park in the rutted lot, which holds about 10 
cars. Go around a long metal gate to a path 
that leads down to the sand. It’s a poor and 
steep trail, winding up and over the railroad 
tracks, but it will take you directly to the cove. 

The beach: Backed by towering white cliffs, 
Shark’s Tooth takes its nickname from one of 
the massive rocks just offshore. The cove is 
small but sandy. : ‘ 

The crowd: Only a few people visit Daven- 
port Cove, and not everyone who comes here 
goes nude. 

Problems: Fog, wind, cold water, steep trail, 
poor parking. 


Highly recommended! 


12. BONNY DOON BEACH 

Rich Pasco celebrated the arrival of the new 
century by sitting around buck naked at a 
beach that’s 11 miles north of Santa Cruz. “At 
Bonny Doon, it had been beautiful every day 
since Christmas,” recalls Pasco, leader of the 
Bay Area Naturists, which has staged the Nude 
New Year's Celebration every year for 11 years. 
“But on New Year’s, it was overcast and cold. 
We sat around on our blankets for an hour. 
Then it started to drizzle.” 

BAN tries to keep the popular sun spot pris- 
tine by asking for volunteers to patrol the 
beach for trash every September (see introduc- 
tion), but summer visitors may find it cleaner 
than usual because of a mini cleanup that hap- 
pened earlier in the year. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Privately owned, with public 
access available under state law. 

How to find it: From San Francisco, drive 
south on Highway 1. Look for the Bonny Doon 
parking lot at milepost 27.6 on the west side of 
Highway 1, exactly 2.4 miles north of Red, 
White, and Blue Beach (see no. 16) and some 
11 miles north of Santa Cruz. From Santa Cruz, 
head north on Highway 1 until you see Bonny 
Doon Road, which veers off sharply to the right 
just south of the towns of Davenport and Swan- 
ton. The beach is just off the intersection. Park 
in the lot to the west of Highway 1 — don't park 
on Bonny Doon Road or on the shoulder of 
Highway 1, as it’s dangerous and illegal.

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To get to the beach you have to climb a 
steep berm next to the railroad tracks adjacent 
to the parking lot, cross the tracks, descend the 
berm, and take one of several trails to the sand. 
Walk north past most of the beach to the cove 
at the north end. Bonny Doon can also be 
reached by Santa Cruz Metro bus route 40, 
which leaves Metro Center three times a day 
on Saturdays. It arrives at the beach about 20 
minutes later. 

The beach: Bonny Doon is a sunny patch of 
sand and surf. You can bring dogs, and if you 
come before July, you may see whales off- 
shore. 

The crowd: San Francisco’s Bob Wood 
found “several dozen people, almost all of them 
nude” on the sand during a visit. He saw 
“young and old, couples and singles,” gays and 
straights, and men and women (more men than 
women). 

Problems: Gawkers, hazardous waves, 
loose cliffs; parking lot fills early. 


13. PANTHER BEACH 

Pleasingly picturesque Panther Beach is an 
easy-to-miss surfing and nude sunbathing spot 
around 10 miles north of Santa Cruz. Whale 
watchers, suited sunners, and a few souls 
brave enough to swim in the cold waters also 
share the beach, which is one of a string of 11 
that are just north or south of town. The walk 
down to the sand is somewhat challenging but 
well worth the adventure. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Privately owned, with public 
access. 

How to find it: Look for Panther Beach be- 
tween mileposts 95 and 96 on Highway 1, 
some 10.6 miles north of the junction of High- 
ways 1 and 17 in Santa Cruz and 40.7 miles 
south of the junction of Highways 1 and 92 in 
Half Moon Bay. Park on the small dirt road on 
the west side of the highway, where you'll see 
other cars. The rutted parking area lies on a 
ridge between the highway and the railroad 
tracks. From the north end of the lot, cross the 
tracks and follow the trail down to the main 
part of the beach. It’s a rather steep and eroded 
path that can be difficult to use. 

The beach: High rock towers, natural 
bridges, and a wall of rocks, complete with 
caves, on the southern edge make Panther pic- 
turesque. The beach is about 100 yards long 
and 70 yards wide. It has some of the area’s 
best sand. 

The crowd: Usually a half dozen people, 
half of whom are nude, can be found at 
Panther. 

Problems: Rutted parking lot, eroded trail, 
hazardous access to the south beach, auto 
vandalism (six cars hit during one incident). 


14. HOLE IN THE WALL BEACH 
Not to be confused with other beaches in the 
United States that have been called Hole In The 
Wall, Santa Cruz’s clothing-optional version is 
separated from the south end of Panther Beach 
by an opening in a wall of rocks. Access is via 
Panther during low tide only. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Privately owned, with public 
access under state law. 

How to find it: See directions to Panther 
Beach. From Panther, walk south along the 
sand through the hole in the wall, and you're 
there. 

The beach: Backed by tall cliffs that end in 
arocky shelf, the beach is 200 yards long and 
25 to 50 yards wide. The tide sometimes rush- 
es in swiftly. Farther south, low rock shelves 
continue for several hundred yards. 

The crowd: Like Panther, Hole in the Wall 
attracts only a handful of users. On the hottest 
days, though, expect up to 50 people. 

Problems: Rutted parking lot, eroded trail, 
auto vandalism (see no. 13), litter. 


15. LAGUNA CREEK BEACH 

Bring a book to read, suntan lotion, and a towel 
and you're set for a day on the beach at Laguna 
Creek. Oh, and don’t forget a pair of binoculars | 


to test your knowledge of birds in the 
property’s little lagoon. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Privately owned but 
publicly used. 

How to find it: Look for the 
beach 9.8 miles north of the junction 
of Highways 1 and 17 in Santa Cruz. 
It's about 41.5 miles south of the 
junction of Highways 1 and 92 in 
Half Moon Bay. Park at one of two 
points: the dirt lot on the inland side 
of Highway 1 or the unmarked side 
road (actually Laguna Road) next to 
the lot. A road-cut on the west side 
of the highway faces the lot at the 
intersection of Laguna Road and 
Highway 1. Just north of the road-cut 
is a narrow path through the bushes 
that becomes a jeep path. Follow it 
to the north end of the beach, where 
most of the skinny-dippers hang out. 
Or walk along the shore to the south 
end, which attracts suited and nude 
users, 

The beach: Laguna Creek Beach 
is a narrow half-mile-long swath of 
sand that widens at its south end. 
“The north end is the warmest part,” 
says Bill, who likes its “little, protect- 
ed coves.” 

The crowd: Even on warm days 
fewer than 50 people and some- 
times just one or two use the sand. 
“Ithad nudists and non-nudists on 
both ends of the beach,” Bill says. 
The beach is now somewhat of a gay hangout, 
especially in the middle part of the shore. 

Problems: Erosion, gawkers, wind, poison 
oak on trail, wind on south end. 


Highly recommended! 


16. RED, WHITE, 

AND BLUE BEACH 

“The best thing about Red, White, and Blue is 
the sheer natural beauty of it,” says Ralph Ed- 
wards, who has operated a virtual clothing-op- 
tional version of a state park for a whopping 34 
years. “We try to take care of the ecology. And 
we keep it real clean.” At Red, White, and Blue, 
you can camp overnight nude, use the barbe- 
cue pits with nothing more than some oven 
gloves on, play volleyball in the buff, or even 
get out of your car in the parking lot au naturel. 
Spring visitors also like to watch whales from 
the shore. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Private property above the 
high-water mark of the beach. 

How to find it: The beach is at milepost 
24.9 on Highway 1, 4.1 miles north of the 
Santa Cruz city limit and 43.2 miles south of 
the junction of Highways 1 and 92 in Half Moon 
Bay. Look for a large red, white, and blue mail- 
box numbered 5021 on the west side of the 
highway. 

The beach: The site features sandy nooks 
near the bluffs and large rocks that some visi- 
tors use as windbreaks. 

The crowd: “On a cool, windy day we'll 
have thirty cars in our lot,” beach staffer Jerry 
Thompson says. “But on a warm summer holi- 
day, we average about four hundred vehicles.” 
At least half the users are nude. The usual 
Clientele consists of families and teenagers. 

Problems: Entrance fee ($5 a day and $10 
a night a person), early closing time, wind, cold 
water. 


17. FOUR MILE BEACH 

Mostly a mecca for wetsuited surfers, Four 
Mile, or Wilder Ranch Estates Park, also gets a 
few bare-bottom sun worshipers on its shim- 
mering south end. Local rangers don’t appreci- 
ate nudity, so suit up fast if you see one ap- 
proaching. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: State parkland. 

How to find it: Four Mile Beach is off High- 
way 1 exactly four miles north of the junction 
with Mission Street in Santa Cruz. San Francis- 
cans may prefer to think of it as 44-Mile 
Beach, because its distance from the junction 
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It’s a bird! It’s a_plane! It’s ... Lindsay Fields 
defies gravity while paddleballing at Muir Beach. 


of Highways 1 and 92 in Half Moon Bay is ex- 
actly 44 miles. Park where you see a clump of 
cars pulled over on the unpaved turnout next to 
where Highway 1 crosses Baldwin Creek. Take 
the dirt road that begins here. Stay on the road 
as you cross the railroad tracks and wind left of 
the marsh. In less than 10 minutes this walk 
will take you to the beach. 

The beach: It’s a mile of glistening white 
sand and excellent breakers that attract surfers 
from throughout northern California. Clothed 
bathers come here too. 

The crowd: On a typical afternoon only 10 
to 20 visitors use the nude portion. 

Problems: Lots of seaweed on the shore, 
threat of law enforcement. 


18. ITS BEACH 

Whether you spell it /ts or /t’s, it is a beach next 
to one of Santa Cruz's best known landmarks 
— the lighthouse at Lighthouse Point, on West 
Cliff Drive. Nestled down the road from bed- 
and-breakfast inns and the Santa Cruz Pier, just 
south of the butterfly refuge at Natural Bridges 
State Park, the little, pebble-lined shoreline 
faces one of America’s best surfing spots, 
Steamer Lane. A few nudists started invading 
the surfing beach five years ago, causing some 
concern among local residents. Last Septem- 
ber a 32-year-old man was arrested on suspi- 
cion of raping a 14-year-old girl at the beach 
sometime between 11 p.m. and 4 a.m. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Take Highway 1 to Swift 
Street in Santa Cruz. Follow Swift to the sea, 
then turn right (north) onto West Cliff Drive. Fol- 
low West Cliff until you see the lighthouse. Park 
here, and walk down to the beach. To reach 
Natural Bridges, continue north on West Cliff 
Drive. . 

The beach: It's a small beach with a mix of 
sand and rocks. 

The crowd: Visitors are mostly suited, but 
the site is getting occasional use by nude sun- 
bathers. Santa Cruz Sentinel columnist Don 
Miller has called them “mostly middle-aged 
guys.” 

Problems: Cold water, wind, fog, hazardous 
swimming conditions, beach open to view. 


19. 2222 

Most residents along West Cliff Drive probably 
have no idea their homes are above one of the 
world’s smallest nude beaches. Named 2222 
after the nearest house number on West Cliff, 
the backyard-size cove serves 5 to 10 local 
College students and other visitors who some- 
how make it down one of the steep, dangerous 


paths every day. Users are visible to people 
walking along West Cliff, but the stream of 
tourists and local residents seem oblivious to or 
unaware of what's happening below. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: City property. 

How to find it: The beach is a few blocks 
south of Natural Bridges State Park beach and 
about 2.5 miles north of the Santa Cruz Board- 
walk. Other nearby landmarks are Seal Rock 
and Point Santa Cruz. From either north or 
south of Santa Cruz, take Highway 1 to Swift 
Street. Follow Swift to the sea, then turn right 
(north) onto West Cliff Drive. Keep your eyes 
open; 2222 is only about five blocks away. Past 
Auburn Avenue look for 2222 West Cliff Drive 
on your right; the beach is directly across the 
street. If you come to Chico Avenue, you've 
gone too far. 

Don’t park on this part of West Cliff Drive 
(parking here is prohibited). Instead look for the 
nine-car parking lot across the street, on the 
ocean side of West Cliff. If the lot is full, contin- 
ue straight and park along Chico Avenue. Fol- 
low the path below the parking lot to the sand. 

The beach: As San Jose’s Richard Pasco 
puts it, “It’s a small, delicate, baby beach.” 

The crowd: One day we counted five 
nudists. 

Problems: Parking, proximity to residences, 
lack of privacy, cold water, flies, steep trails. 


20. COWELL STATE BEACH 

Not a beach in the true sense, Cowell Steps 
leads down to a deck that serves as a launch- 
ing point for surfers. When the weather's warm, 
a few naturists doff their togs and swim just off 
the steps or sunbathe on the deck. But nude 
use of the site is infrequent. You'll more likely 
find wetsuited surfers here. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: State beach. 

How to find it: Follow the directions in the 
previous entry, but park when you first turn 
onto West Cliff Drive. Space is usually easy to 
find. Walk to the stairway at West Cliff and 
Monterey. Leave your clothes on the deck, 
where access to the water begins (there is no 
beach per se). 

The beach: Watch out for frequent rough 
waves. Skinny-dippers prefer to stay near the 
shore. 

The crowd: Mostly surfers, but on some hot 
days a few naturists show up. 

Problems: No beach, mainly used by suited 
surfers, heavy undertow, cold water, proximity 
to residences, lack of privacy. 


21.-23. SAN LORENZO RIVER 
Popular Henry Cowell State Park, between 
Santa Cruz and Felton, is the home of three lit- 
tle-known skinny-dipping holes — one of them 
called Garden of Eden — that attract small 
numbers of users. 

Rating; C. 

Legal status: Part of Henry Cowell State Park. 

How to find it: From Santa Cruz, drive 
north on Highway 9. Look for turnouts on the 
right side of the road. Robert Carlsen says the 
first, a wide turnout with a tree in the middle, 
is just north of Santa Cruz. The trail starts 
about where the tree is. The many forks in 
the trail all lead to the river, but Carlsen says 
the best area off this turnout can be reached 
by bearing left until the end of the trail. Far- 
ther up the highway is the second, and 
biggest, turnout. Park, and follow the fire road 
across the railroad tracks. The road winds 
down steeply to the creek. “The path contin- 
ues to the left, where there are several spots 
for wading and sunbathing,” Carlsen says. His 
favorite hole is accessible from a trail that 
Starts at the third turnout, a small one on the 
right side of the road, just before Felton. “It's 
about four-point-five miles from Highway 
One,” visitor John, of Monterey, says of the 
same hole. A gate marks the beginning of the 
trail. The path bends left. When you come to 
the road again, go right. At the railroad. 
tracks, go right. From here look for the river 
down the hill on your left; many paths lead to 
it. John says, “When we got to the river, we 
saw suited families, so we walked upriver 
until we saw skinny-dippers.” 


The beach: The beach at the first turnout is 
a flat, gravel-strewn clearing with some sandy 
spots. During some years the creek is 15 feet 
wide, wadable, and slow-moving. The walk 
down is fairly easy. The second pullout brings 
you to a small sandy area at the edge of the 
river. The third pullout drops you off at an area 
of little pools, sandy and rocky beaches, rocks, 
and riffles. 

The crowd: Visitors are mostly young and 
clad, including teens and college students, but 
there are some skinny-dippers. 

Problems: Steep, slippery trails, poison oak, 
foggy through midday in summer; young row- 
dies sometimes show up. Rangers seldom pa- 
trol the creek. 


24. RIO DEL MAR BEACH 

Rio del Mar is the first in a string of four dune- 
strewn beaches used by a few nude sun- 
bathers on sunny weekdays in southern Santa 
Cruz and northern Monterey Counties. The 
beach is just south of Aptos. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. “The state police 
who patrol Manresa do drive beyond their as- 
signed borders and down to this beach,” one 
source says. “But they have never bothered me. 
And | like the safety factor of having them there.” 

How to find it: Look for the beach .8 mile 
north of Manresa State Beach and 2.1 miles 
south of Aptos Beach State Park. Take Highway 
1 to the Rio del Mar exit. Go all the way to the 
coast, about a mile or two, then turn left (south) 
onto Sumner Avenue. Follow Sumner to San 
Andreas Road. Take the first right off San An- 
dreas. The nude beach is just south of the 
Seascape condos and inn. Walk toward the 
condos. Look for a security fence over a gully, 
and follow either of the well-worn paths that 
are on either side of the fence to the dunes 
near the gully. 

The beach: Rio del Mar features sand, 
dunes, and grassy knolls. Nudists stick to the 
dune areas. 

The crowd: “I feel very safe here because 
of the family beaches on both sides and also 
because of the people walking by regularly,” 
our contact says. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, rangers, 
proximity to condos. 


25. LA SELVA BEACH 
Just to the south of Rio del Mar is another 
“dune diving” paradise: pretty La Selva Beach.

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While it’s mostly a family beach, a few die-hard 
naturists still strip off their suits in the dunes on 
weekdays or when there aren't many visitors 
around. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Follow directions to Manresa 
(see next entry), then walk north along the sand 
to La Selva. Head for the dunes that are before 
and after homes overlooking the ocean. 

The beach: “It's duney but also so wide 
open in places that rangers can drive up and 
down and harass people,” a longtime visitor 
says. 

The crowd: La Selva is mostly a family 
beach. Sans-suit sunbathers seek shelter in the 
dunes. 

Problems: Riptides, undertow, cold water, 
increased law enforcement, proximity of 
homes. 


26. MANRESA STATE BEACH 
When law enforcers are not around, a few 
brave souls wear nothing more than their birth- 
day suits at Manresa State Beach. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Manresa Beach State 
Park. If a ranger sees you naked, he or she will 
probably ask you to put your suit on. 

How to find it: From Santa Cruz, follow 
Highway 1 south past Watsonville to the Larkin 
Valley Road exit, and look for the town of La 
Selva Beach. Turn right on San Andreas Road. 
Follow San Andreas to its terminus near the 
beach. Walk north to the dunes near the beach 
border, just south of La Selva Beach. 

The beach: Most of the area is flat, sandy, 
and beautiful. Naturists prefer the dunes north 
of the main public beach. 

The crowd: It’s the same crowd as the 
crowd at La Selva. 

Problems: Same as at La Selva. 


MONTEREY COUNTY 


27. ZMUDOWSKI BEACH 

STATE PARK 

It should come as no surprise that the rolling 
sand hills of Zmudowski, at the north end of the 
county, draw small numbers of clothing-option- 
al users, The sand here is soft and warm — 
the kind that's perfect for fashioning your own 
private, “hidden” nude beach between the 
dunes. But keep in mind that this is mostly a 
clothed family beach, so don’t doff your swim- 
suit in the presence of rangers or any members 
of the public who might complain. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: State beach property. 

How to find it: Zmudowski Beach State 
Park is south of the Pajaro River. Follow Struve 
Road from Highway 1, just north of Moss Land- 
ing, to its intersection with Giberson Road. Then 
take Giberson to its end, at the state beach 
parking lot. Hike to the north end of the beach 
via the dirt access road that starts at the small 
lot. The path runs parallel to the shore, but 
clothing-optional bathers usually gather behind 
the dunes. 

The beach: Once known as Hidden Beach, 
this enclave is now almost completely ringed 
by houses and condos. 

The crowd: It’s the same as the crowd at 
La Selva. 

Problems: Strong riptides, increased law 
enforcement.

28. NORTH MARINA 

While some naturists have been trying to get 
the state to designate a beach that’s just south 
of Marina State Beach (see next entry) as cloth- 
ing-optional, others have been quietly sun- 
bathing in the nude just 300 feet to the north. 
The area is in a miniature valley of sand be- 
tween two tall, wind-protected sand dunes next 
to the shore. Even more amazing: although the 
spot is bordered on two sides by state land, it's 
not under state control, so rangers don't make 
arrests here. 
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A sand crab’s best friend: Wailana lets Muir Beach’s waves wash over him. 


Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown, believed to be pri- 
vate property. 

How to find it: From San Jose, take High- 
way 101 south to Prunedale, then Highway 156 
west to join Highway 1 south at Castroville. Ap- 
proaching Marina, exit at Reservation Road, 
turning left (east). At the first signal, turn right 
onto Reservation and follow it to the little park- 
ing lot at the end. Walk back along Reservation 
to Dunes Drive and follow Dunes about 300 
feet north, passing Marina Dunes Resort and a 
sand-processing plant, until you see a yellow 
vehicle gate on the west (ocean) side of Dunes 
Drive, across from two motels. Limited parking 
is also available in front of the gate. The gate 
blocks traffic, not people, from a path to the 
beach. Follow the gently rising and falling path 
over a series of five dunes until just before you 
arrive at the beach. The nude area is between 
the last two dunes, just to the right of the trail. 

The beach: “It's warm and secluded,” says 
Debbie, a longtime visitor and local business 
owner. “People have been going here for twen- 
ty years.” 

The crowd: “The beach is never crowded 
because only local residents know about it,” 
says Tom, of Monterey County. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, fog, prox- 
imity to path, limited street parking. Because of 
local weather conditions best use time is June 
or autumn. 


29. INDIAN HEAD BEACH 

Referred to in previous editions as Fort Ord 
Dunes, Indian Head is an undeveloped state 
beach property that naturist activists are trying 
to get the state to designate as clothing-option- 
al. Since California's never done that before, it 
would be a first. Time is of the essence be- 
cause California is expected to open a state 
beach on the grounds of the former Fort Ord 
military base around 2002. Led by Harold Short 
and Tiburon lawyer Charles Harris Il, the ac- 
tivists are pulling out all the stops. 

“We desperately need individuals, prefer- 
ably from the Monterey area, who are prepared 
to spend some time” forming a support group 
and meeting with “local merchants, city, and 
state officials” to help promote the designation, 
Harris says. Meanwhile, Short and other volun- 
teers have been helping the state replant ero- 
sion-protecting flora in the area. A cleanup of 
expended bullets is continuing. And what Harris 
Calls “sparse but regular numbers of clothing- 
optional users” have been visiting the beach, 
which is in the best shape it's been in for three 
years. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: State property. In the next two 
or three years it will be turned into a state park, 
probably named Fort Ord Dunes State Park or, 
as the Sierra Club prefers, Monterey Bay Sanc- 
tuary and Seashore. 

How to find it: From San Jose take High- 
way 101 south to Prunedale, then Highway 156 
west to join Highway 1 south at Castroville. Ap- 
proaching Marina, exit at Reservation Road, 
turning left (east). At the first signal, tum right 
onto Reservation, then follow it a half mile to 


Lake Drive. Turn right onto Lake. Follow it a half 
mile until it goes under the freeway. If you're 
coming from Monterey, go north on Highway 1 
to Marina. Exit at Del Monte Avenue. Go straight 
through the first signal, then turn left at the 
next signal, onto Palm Avenue. Follow it across 
the tracks, take the second left, onto Lake 
Drive, and stay on it as it goes under the free- 
way. Once under the freeway, park straight 
ahead on the right side of Lake. Look for the 
Marina Beach sign. “The obvious path uphill is 
your route,” Harris says. “The climb really is as 
steep as it looks.” Go up and over the sand 
dune, staying on the trail. At the beach tum left 
and walk about a half mile south to the nude 
area. 

The beach: Normally narrow and steep, In- 
dian Head has more sand than ever this sea- 
son, giving it the look of a fairly broad beach. 

The crowd: Naturist groups have been vis- 
iting the beach several times a year (most re- 
cently on March 11), including a 1998 jaunt 
that was held as part of the “Western Gather- 
ing” of the Naturist Society. Except during such 
times, you'll probably encounter smal! numbers 
of mostly nude visitors or perhaps have the 
spot all to yourself. 

Problems; Cold, hazardous water, often 
foggy, some litter. 


30. THE CRATER 

Some nudists continue to use a giant sand 
“valley” between high dunes, across the street 
from Seaside’s Edgewater Mall. But increased 
visits by non-nudists make its future popularity 
as a hideaway for bare-bottom sunbathers un- 
certain. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown but adjoins or is 
part of Fort Ord. 

How to find it: Take Highway 1 to Seaside 
(south of Marina and just north of Monterey), 
and take the California Street exit. Park in the 
mall across the street from the beach. Land- 
marks include Fremont Boulevard, which dead- 
ends across from the Crater, and a gas station, 
which is in front of the Crater. You can't see the 
Crater from the ocean side of Highway 1, so 
walk up what appears to be a giant sand dune, 
and you'll come to it on the other side. 

The beach: It's a huge craterlike depression 
in the sand, backed by walls of sand that are 
several stories tall and very wide. The area is 
surrounded by five miles of dunes. 

The crowd: Skinny-dippers who sunbathe 
at the Crater prefer weekdays. Usage is highest 
in early and late summer and fall. Both suited 
and nude visitors use the dunes, which remain 
uncrowded. 

Problems: Mall across the street is sending 
more clothed users into area, unknown legal 
Status, some broken glass on dune closest to 
Fremont.

course's property? If you answered, “A little 
beach that’s being used by some people for 
clothing-optional sunbathing,” award yourself 
with a clothing-optional adventure at Monterey 
County's best-kept secret. While golfers tackle 


the 10th hole on the cliff above, sometimes a 


few naked persons are sunning themselves in 
an easy-to-reach cove below. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed to be Monterey 
County land. 

How to find it: From downtown Carmel, 
take Ocean Avenue west. Turn right a block or 
two before it ends (pick any side street), and 
find parking where you can. Walk west onto the 
sand of Carmel Beach City Park. At the water, 
turn right and go north 150 feet until you see 
the end of a fence. (The fence, which divides 
several groups of houses on the cliffs, is the 
Carmel city boundary.) From the fence, walk 
north another 300 feet until you come to what 
looks like the end of the beach. Walk over the 
rocks. “It’s an easy climb over some water- 
smoothed rocks,” Fred, of Pacific Grove, says. 
Or take the little, well-worn path up and over 
the edge of the hill next to rocks. It will take you 
down onto the beach. In high tide the path is 
the only way into the cove. 

The beach: It’s a 150-foot-long, 50-foot- 
wide cove topped by 10- to 40-foot-high bluffs. 
“It’s remote, out of the way, and people can’t 
see you from Carmel Beach,” Fred says. 

The crowd: Like other visitors, Fred found 
the cove by accident. Several drummers were 
on the sand when he strolled by last October. 
“Two people were there the first time | went,” 
he says. “I’ve never seen more than a few peo- 
ple using it.” 

Problems: Must climb over rocks, unknown 
legal status; don’t stray from the path at the 
edge of the cliff or you may wind up on golf 
course property. 


32. THE BUCKET 

Despite being visible from the road, the area’s 
oldest skinny-dipping hole still gets some nude 
use on weekdays. But usage is declining. The 
Carmel Valley attraction provides cool, refresh- 
ing relief on hot summer days. Suited dippers 
take over the site on weekends. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed to be private proper- 
ty. “Whoever owns it has been allowing [people 
to use] it for years and is still allowing it,” a re- 
cent visitor says. 

How to find it: From Highway 1 go east on 
Carmel Valley Road (G-16) about 13 miles, until 
you come to Camp Stephanie Road. Just after 
the Camp Stephanie Road sign (which you'll see 
on the right), begin looking for a place to park. 
For the next 50 feet, you can park on either side 
of G-16 (if you’re next to a vineyard, you know 
you're in the right place), but if you go any far- 
ther than that, you'll need to turn around and 
come back to park. Next, walk east on G-16 for 
a quarter mile until you arrive at a hairpin tum 
at a white bridge or, if they haven’t rebuilt it, the 
stumps of a bridge. Stay on G-16; continue past 
the bridge. About 100 feet ahead on the right is 
an iron gate with a Stone Pine sign. Just before 
it, look for a hole in the fence and a path that 
starts there. Take the path down the hill. Note: 
the trail here is steep, so keep your hands free. 
Follow the trail as it winds through a 50-foot- 
long grassy field to a fork in the path. Take the 
right branch. After 20 feet you'll be at the creek. 
Cross it, pick up the path (fainter but still going 
in the same direction) on the other side, and a 
few minutes later you will be at the beach. 

The beach: It's a small, sandy creek bank 
that was once surrounded by trees and other 
greenery. Floods washed away most of the 
plants, leaving the area exposed to view. 

The crowd: Several dozen visitors once 
used the Bucket on hot days, but visitation has 
fallen to a trickle. 

Problems: Past storm damage, visibility 
from the road, parking easy to miss if you drive 
too far on G-16; finding trail on beach side of 
creek may be difficult. 


33.-34. ELSEWHERE 

NEAR THE BUCKET 

Two other tiny holes adorn the river near the 
Bucket. Look for the Bucket Bend and Rope 
Swing upstream from the previous entry. Buck- 
et Bend is the most private and deepest of 
these pools of water. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status; Same as at the Bucket. 

How to find it: For Bucket Bend, follow di- 
rections above to the Bucket. When you get 
there, you will find a second fork in the trail. Go 
right. You'll know you're going the correct way 
if the path leads you upstream and around a 
sharp bend to a little sandy beach. To reach the 
Rope Swing, follow directions to the Bucket. At 
the first fork in the path, instead of going right, 
turn left. That will take you to the Rope Swing 
area (the rope swing itself no longer exists). 

The beaches: Bucket Bend is a small sandy 
beach and swimming hole about 50 feet from 
the Bucket. The Rope Swing is a large, shallow, 
clothing-optional area. 

The crowd: Often it’s just you. 

Problems: Visibility from road, poison oak 
on trail, finding trail on beach side of creek may 
be difficult, rockier than the Bucket; water at 
Rope Swing too shallow for swimming.

35. LOS PADRES RESERVOIR 


Although skinny-dippers aren’t allowed in Los 
Padres Reservoir, on hot days they like to 
plunge into its waters anyway. The favored 
swimming areas are about 20 miles east of 
Carmel and around five miles east of Carmel 
Village, off Carmel Valley Road (G-16). Getting 
there requires less than a one-mile hike. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. The reservoir is 
next to but not in Los Padres National Forest, 
but the paths appear to be maintained by the 
U.S. Forest Service. The area has had a long 
history of nude use. Rangers are rarely present, 
but nudists are subject to citation. 

How to find it: From Highway 1 in Carmel, 
follow Carmel Valley Road (G-16) about 20 
miles east, passing Carmel Village, to Cach- 
agua Road. Turn right onto Cachagua, then 
right onto Nason Road. Take Nasson to the dirt 
parking lot at the end. From the lot, follow the 
path until it forks. Follow signs to the dam, 
rather than the campground. Skinny-dippers 
pick spots between a half mile and a mile up 
the trail. 

The beach: It’s land next to a reservoir. 

The crowd: On the warmest days you may 
encounter naturists and/or suited swimmers. 
Otherwise it may be just you. 

Problems: Swimming not permitted, better 
directions needed, legal status unknown.

36. CARMEL MEADOWS 

Anude beach that’s just a half mile away from 


where a movie was shot? Carmel Meadows is 
within a short walk of a Monterey cypress tree 


. featured in the movie Play Misty for Me, star- 


ring Clint Eastwood. Another good landmark is 
the large public beach at Carmel River State 
Park, which is nearby. The site, which generally 
attracts about a half dozen naked sunbathers, 
is under some bluffs that protect its visitors 
from the view of homes above. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Carmel River State 


How to find it: Head south on Highway 1. 
After Monterey and most of Carmel, check 
carefully for the junction of Rio Road and High- 
way 1 (the Crossroads Shopping Center and 
the Barnyard are both at the intersection). Stay 
on Highway 1. About one mile south of Rio, look 
for Ribera Road. Turn right onto Ribera, go 
about a half mile, and watch for the round 
turnout on the right. Park in front of the gate. 
Follow the trail to the beach, then go left 150 
feet until you are in front of a row of homes. 

Parking is limited on Ribera. For easier 
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Sand-sational: 
America’s most popular nude spots. 


parking, from the stoplight at Rio Road on 
Highway 1 (see above), drive two miles south 
until you see the first beach next to the road. 
Park in the lot here, walk to the ocean, and go 
north. Now, get ready for some fun: one of the 
first things you'll pass is the cypress tree from 
Misty Then, a half mile later, you'll come to a 
row of houses without any cliffs. Keep walking 
north until you arrive at the next set of homes 
atop some bluffs. The nude beach is in front of 
the houses. 

The beach: Carmel Meadows is a narrow 
30- to 40-foot-wide ribbon of sand. 

The crowd: “Few people know about it,” a 
regular visitor says. “Last fall we counted at 
least a half dozen nude sunbathers. The year 
before, there were that many too.” 

Problems: Some houses face the beach, 
but the cliffs, which are 15 feet high, shield 
sunbathers from view.

37. SOBERNALES CREEK 

An old-fashioned nude swimming hole, known 
to just a few local residents, is at the end of an 
easy trail, just off the inland side of Highway 1, 
as it approaches Garrapata State Park. The site 
is about six miles south of Carmel, four miles 
south of Point Lobos, and three miles south of 
Yankee Point. The best landmark is a large Gar- 
rapata State Park sign you'll see as Highway 1 
climbs toward the state park (see next entry) 
just ahead. The trail to the hole is just a quarter 
mile south of the sign, so if you pass it turn 
around when it is safe to do so. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Garrapata State Park. 
Rangers are said to never visit the hole. 

How to find it: Take Highway 1 south, being 
careful to measure from one or more of the 
above locations. Just before the big Garrapata 
State Park sign, across from cars parked on the 
west side of the highway, look for a small pull- 
out and/or vehicles pulled over on the east (or 
inland) side of the road. 

“Two trails begin there,” says a senior citi- 
zen who's been swimming in the hole nude 
with his wife since they were youths. “Instead 
of taking the Rocky Ridge Trail to the left, follow 
the Sobernales Canyon Trail to the right.” Stay 
on the path around 1.5 miles until it ends. Then 
look for a path that leads off to the side, down 
to the creek. 

The beach: “It's a little nude swimming hole 
in the creek,” our contributor says. 

The crowd: It'll probably be just you. 

Problems: Pulloff and trailhead area easy to 
miss, nudity discouraged in the state park. 


38. GARRAPATA BEACH 

Owing to more rangers and tourists visiting 
the beach, nude use of Garrapata has de- 
clined a bit. Graced with seven-tenths of a 
mile of silky, clean sand, a creek, lagoon, 
coves, caves, and flower-covered hills, the 
stunningly beautiful strand some 15 minutes 
south of Carmel has become an almost 
must-visit stop for persons headed along 
Highway 1. More often than not, people sim- 
ply park their cars at the beach parking area, 


practices his nude juggling act at Baker Beach, one of 


walk down an improved trail, and find them- 
selves on one of the coast’s true treasures. 

But not everyone is pleased when they hap- 
pen upon a small colony of mostly gay nudists 
that occasionally gathers on the north end of 
the beach. “Probably ninety-nine percent of the 
activity happens there,” state park ranger John 
McGee says, “but once in a while someone 
{nude] will wander onto the south part.” Last 
year, we reported that supervising ranger Glenn 
McGowan had given his crew the “discretion” 
to issue “citations” instead of the traditional 
warnings that had often been given out at Gar- 
rapata. McGee adds that complaints will also 
lead to citations. “We get a lot of families who 
walk north, not realizing the nudists are there, 
and they become offended with their children 
there,” he says. “Since you'll be subject to a ci- 
tation if we get a complaint, my advice is not to 
use that area [for nudity].” 

As for the nudists we interviewed this sea- 
son, they say the state's decision not to warn 
nudists before issuing citations is a violation of 
an agreement they thought they had made with 
park officials at a meeting in Monterey several 
years ago. One regular visitor says the threat of 
citations is part of a “misinformation cam- 
paign” because, he says, “rangers almost 
never visit the beach.” 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Part of Garrapata State Park. 
How to find it: Garrapata Beach is about 
nine miles south of Carmel, near milepost 63.1 
on Highway 1. After heading south on Highway 

1 past Monterey and most of Carmel, check 
carefully for the junction of Rio Road and High- 
way 1 or for the Crossroads Shopping Center 
and the Barnyard, both of which are at the in- 
tersection. There are two ways to enter the 
beach. The first is to drive down Highway 1 ex- 
actly nine miles south of the light at Rio Road. 
That will put you next to an access trail, which 
takes you onto the northern end of the beach. 
But the trail is somewhat hard to find. The other 
way to reach Garrapata Beach is to look for the 
large parking area 9.6 miles south of the Rio 
Road light. If you go all the way to Garrapata 
Creek Bridge, you've gone too far. The area of- 
fers spaces on both sides of the road. The-best 
landmark: Just before the parking area, you'll 
see open hills. Then you'll come to a stone 
house with tall windows on a plateau. After 
parking in the area described above, come 
down the trail with a guardrail, which will take 
you to the middle of the beach. 

The beach: Naturists gather on the northern 
half of the shore, but the southern half is also 
nice. The central part of the beach is so 
windswept that temperatures there can be 20 
degrees cooler than those at either end. 

The crowd: In the past, nudists, non-nud- 
ists, singles, families, locals, tourists, gays, and 
straights have all mingled at Garrapata, Today 
some nudists remain on the north end of the 
beach. 

Problems: Increased use by suited sun- 
bathers and strollers who wander into the 
“nude area,” fog, wind, cold water, hazardous 
swimming conditions (one drowning in 1998),

visitors trying to make their own trails down 
the beach (one death in 1989), and periodic re- 
ports of sexual activity.

39. ANDREW MOLERA 

STATE BEACH 

Heavy winter rains have brought sweeping 
changes to Andrew Molera, where small num- 
bers of nude sunbathers have gathered for 
years. A surging Big Sur River washed away 
trails, bridges, and, where the river empties into 
the sea, a good chunk of beach. The good 
news: workers have built a brand-new foot- 
bridge and trail through a new location to the 
beach. The bad news: clothing-optional use of 
the park is being discouraged by rangers. Mol- 
era is a favorite among nature lovers. Bring 
binoculars for watching birds and seals. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: State beach property. Citing 
new state park guidelines, a park employee 
says, “They [beach visitors] should wear their 
clothes.” 

How to find it: Andrew Molera State Beach 
is five miles north of the town of Big Sur on 
Highway 1, between Bixby Creek Bridge (the 
last major landmark going south) and the Big 
Sur campground. From the parking lot, take the 
footbridge and trail about one mile to the sea. 
The nude area has been south of the point 
where Big Sur River meets the sea. To reach 
the site, wait until low tide and then wade 
south to the nude coves. We advise going nude 
only in the southernmost coves — and with 
discretion. 

The beach: Quite a bit of the beach has 
been washed away. Still, Molera offers excel- 
lent sunbathing opportunities, as well as 
breathtaking views of birds and seals. 

The crowd: Depending on when you visit, 
you may find all of the people here nude, or just 
a few. Often Molera is too cold for shucking 
your clothes. 

Problems: Threat of law enforcement, 
beach erosion, long walk from lot to southern- 
most coves, access only during low tide, wind, 
fog, cold water, spillover of clothed bathers 
onto nude beach. 


Recommended! 
40. PFEIFFER BEACH 


Not to be confused with a similar-sounding 
State beach, stunningly scenic Pfeiffer Beach is 
a federal property protected by rangers who 
have long tolerated its small band of nude 
users. It's windy here, so bring a jacket and 
windbreak and you'll probably be rewarded 
with few hassles, great vistas, and one of the 
best sunsets anywhere. Call (831) 667-2315 
for weather info. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Heading south on Highway 
1, from the last stoplight in Carmel, drive about 
23 miles (around 40 minutes) to Andrew Mol- 
era State Beach. Continue south on Highway 1 
two more miles until you see Big Sur River Inn 
on your right. The beach is on Big Sur River, not 
far from the inn. 

The beach: A mix of sand and rocks along a 
riverbank. 

The crowd: Suited and nude visitors come 
here. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, needs 
better directions.

41. FULLERS BEACH 
A somewhat hard-to-reach local hangout for 
surfers who don’t mind carrying their boards 
up and down its steep trail, Fullers Beach's iso- 
lated, beautiful shore sometimes also attracts a 
few sans-suit sunbathers. “It’s kind of a secret 
in Big Sur,” says George, a state parks aide 
who visited the beach in March. 

Rating: C. 
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Love is = Mollie (right) and Anthony share a moment at Muir Beach. 


Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Finding Fullers is somewhat 
tricky. Off Highway 1, south of both the town of 
Big Sur and Pfeiffer Beach, the best landmark 
for Fullers is the Nepenthe Restaurant, some 
29 miles south of Carmel, 2 miles south of 
Pfeiffer Beach, and 63 miles north of San 
Simeon. A few miles south of the restaurant, 
before Highway 1 curves noticeably to the east 
(Grimes Canyon), look for cars pulled over on 
the west (ocean) side of the highway in a little 
pullout next to a telephone pole. A larger pullout 
used by Caltrans workers is on the east side of 
the road. Follow the little path that starts at the 
west pullout to the beach. “It’s very steep,” 
George says. “When you go to the beach, you 
will be going straight down. Coming back, the 
path goes straight up.” Expect about a 20- 
minute walk up and down the trail. 

The beach: Windswept and ruggedly isolat- 
ed, Fullers is a haven for the few local surfers 
who know about it. You’re more likely to find 
boards than sunbathers on the beach. 

The crowd: On good wave-riding days, 
most of the crowd will be in the water. Occa- 
sionally, though, a few nude sunbathers show 
up on the sand. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, pullout 
difficult to find. 


42. ARROYO SECO 

Are you the type who doesn’t mind a little ad- 
venture to reach the perfect skinny-dipping 
hole? If so and if you're in good physical shape, 
then you might want to visit Arroyo Seco, which 
means “dry canyon.” But it's so wet here that 
you may have to walk, wade, and swim to go 
from one end of a chain of a dozen swimming 
holes to the other. Being nude is “the recom- 
mended attire, as any clothes you choose to 
wear will be soaked,” Bay Area Naturists mem- 
ber Rob van Glabbeek says. Reader Franz Gall, 
of Munich, Germany, reports that he “hiked and 
swam for two hours.” His reward: “It is such a 
beautiful place.” But don’t come too early in the 
year or, like another of our readers, you'll find 
the whole place underwater. The area is in the 
Ventana Wilderness, between Soledad and 
Greenfield. The best time to be clothing-option- 
al is on weekdays. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Part of Los Padres National 
Forest. 

How to find it: From Salinas, take Highway 
101 south past Soledad (if you pass Greenfield, 
you've gone too far) to Arroyo Seco Road. Fol- 
low Arroyo Seco Road west to the U.S. Forest 
Service Campground in Arroyo Seco Canyon. 
The entrance fee is $5 a car, Gall says: “A lot of 
picnic people are at the entrance of the 
canyon. But you won't see them after ten min- 
utes of walking. Go through the picnic area 
right along the river. There aren’t any signs or 
maps. You can walk for about an hour until you 
come to a point where you have to start swim- 
ming every ten minutes. The water’s crystal 
Clear. The stones aren't covered with anything 
slippery, so it's a really easy hike. But you 
should use sneakers.” 

The beach: Arroyo Seco Canyon has 100- 
foot cliffs and water as deep as 40 feet, Along 


the lower stretches you'll have your pick of 
countless pools. 

The crowd: What crowd? Arroyo Seco's 
lower (best) four miles of pools cater to only a 
few visitors during the week. On weekends 
clothed users take over. 

Problems: Users (should be in good physi- 
cal shape) must swim and hike, mornings often 
cool, lack of precise directions, no easy way out 
in emergency, entrance fee, after heavy rains 
river covers access. 


43. SYKES HOT SPRING 

Do you like to backpack, visit hot springs, and 
go naked? Sykes will give you six pools on the 
Big Sur River and two campgrounds to choose 
from if you can survive 10 miles of fairly steep 
hiking in the Ventana Wilderness area of the 
Los Padres National Forest to reach them. A re- 
cent fire came close to Sykes, but it hasn't 
stopped the line to use the two main pools. “It's 
always overused,” fall visitor Jeffrey Zimmer- 
man complains. “You can see debris, litter, and 
even excrement in the area.” At times the 
water has been measured to be 100 degrees. 
“When it got too hot, we dipped into the ice 
cold river,” writes Laurel Chesky for Cyberwest 
Magazine (www.cyberwest.com/15adwst6 
-html). But on another visit Zimmerman, a 
Petaluma lawyer, found the springs “barely 
warm.” More visitors show up in spring than in 
any other season. When the river is high, it may 
cover the shallow soaking area. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Part of Los Padres National 
Forest. 

How to find it: From Monterey head south 
on Highway 1. Park at the Big Sur Ranger Sta- 
tion, off Highway 1. Get a hiking permit and 
map, then follow Pine Ridge Trail about 10 or 
11 miles as it winds along and roughly parallels 
the Big Sur River. “As you climb in elevation, 
the switchbacks begin,” Zimmerman says. 
“Then the trail levels out, and you go downhill.” 
The trail takes you to the pools, next to a fallen 
tree. Sykes and Pine Ridge campgrounds are in 
the same area. 

The beach: There are six small springs. The 
biggest pool, along the riverbank, is directly 
under a fallen but still leaning tree. It can hold 
about four people. 

The crowd: It may be just you in summer, 
fall, or winter. In spring expect plenty of visitors. 
Everyone Chesky encountered was naked. 

Problems: Big increase in litter, fire damage 
in region. 


44, SAND DOLLAR BEACH 
Desolate and rocky, Sand Dollar does offer one 
plus for Highway 1 travelers: it can be a refuge 
from the usual winds that buffet Pfeiffer and 
other nearby beaches. And you don’t have to 
pay an entrance fee. Getting here, well, that’s 
another matter. At press time Highway 1 was 
open at Lucia from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m., subject to 
delays of up to an hour. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Los Padres National 
Forest. 

How to find it: Go south on Highway 1 

Continued on page 32 
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about 6 to 10 miles past the town of Lucia. 
Sand Dollar is between Pacific Valley and 
Gorda. Coming from the north, the beach is 
past Limekiln Beach, Redwoods Campground, 
Kirk Creek Campground, and the Pacific Valley 
Ranger Station (in that order) and just north of 
Plaskett Creek Campground. If you pass Plas- 
kett, turn around and try again. Kirk Creek 
Campground is a good turnaround point for 
those coming from the south. Park in the Sand 
Dollar State Picnic Area and Beach lot, then 
stroll north along the main beach until you see 
the little group of naturists. 

The beach: Though it’s a little warmer than 
Pfeiffer, the beach is only partially sheltered 
from the wind by the bluffs above the sand. As 
for the sand, there isn’t much of it, and the 
ground is rocky. 

The crowd: Small numbers of nudists have 
been returning to Sand Dollar each year. It isn’t 
as popular among skinny-dippers as it was in 
the ’70s and '80s. Depending on when you 
visit, you may encounter clothed families. 

Problems: Highway 1 delays (see above), 
tocks, wind, influx of clothed families, better di- 
rections needed. 


45. KIRBY COVE 

Kirby is one of five small nude beaches in 
Sausalito with closed or damaged trails. Owing 
to the layoff of maintenance personnel and lack 
of funds, they’re likely to remain shut for some 
time. But that hasn’t stopped die-hard skinny- 
dippers from using the sites. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: GGNRA land. 

How to find it: From San Francisco, after 
crossing the Golden Gate Bridge take the 
Alexander Avenue exit off Highway 101. Instead 
of driving toward Sausalito, go under the high- 
way and up into the Headlands on Conzelman 
Road. Follow Conzelman .4 mile up the hill to 
the parking lot on the left with chemical toilets. 
Walk down the winding dirt road (blocked to 
cars by a metal gate) that leads from there to 
the beach. 

The beach: More pebbly than sandy, Kirby 
is a narrow, quarter-mile-long beach that's 
More exposed and somewhat smaller than Red 
Rock (see no. 53). Swimming isn't advised. 

The crowd: Nude use formerly varied from 
50 to 90 percent on hot summer days when 
the tide was out. 

Problems: Pebbly beach, swimming haz- 
ardous, trail problems (see above), ban on nu- 
dity, hard to find (drive slowly).

46. BLACK SAND BEACH 


Nude beachers who brave the Trail Closed 
signs to this little nude cove continue to report 
good experiences. “The trail was fine until you 
get to the last fifty feet,” says Rich Pasco, of 
San Jose, who went to the beach with a friend 
on March 26. “There's no stairway. My reaction 
to that is, big fucking deal. Anyone with normal 
ability to go down a wilderness trail should be 
able to handle it.” Others, like Robert Carlsen of 
San Francisco, have found “the last hundred 
feet kind of precarious.” 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of the GGNRA. 

How to find it: Follow directions for Kirby, 
but instead of stopping at the parking lot that’s 
4 mile up the road, look for one 3.56 miles 
from the start of Conzelman. After Kirby, contin- 
ue up Conzelman to the top, where the road 
becomes one-way and goes downhill. Go slow 
here. As the road begins to flatten out, just past 
a guardrail on the left, check for a parking lot 
with a toilet. The trail starts here. Pasco says it 
Tequired “a bit of a hike” (about 20 minutes) to 
reach the beach from the lot “but [it was] well 
worthwhile.” Says Carlsen, who made the trek 
a year earlier, “It starts out fairly wide, with poi- 
son oak on both sides.” 

A park employee who likes to sunbathe in 
the nude tells of wearing “average shoes” on

the way down. “I was fine. Yes, | slid on my butt 
for about ten feet, and yes, the trail is steep. 
Just be cautious.” Don’t stray off the main 
path; two hikers were injured and had to be 
rescued while doing so in 1998. To exit, from 
the parking lot go west on Conzelman a half 
mile; turn right on Field Road and again onto 
Bunker Road. Follow it through the Barry-Baker 
tunnel under Highway 101; turn right on 
Alexander Avenue to-101. 

The beach: See above. The beach is like the 
one at Kirby Cove, except for the color and feel 
of the sand. 

The crowd: “We went to the easternmost 
area of the beach [the one closest to the Gold- 
en Gate Bridge] and were the only heterosexual 
pair there,” Pasco says. “The others were all 
gay men. We were all naked.” Close to the trail 
end, he found a few swimsuit-wearing families. 

Problems: Reports of sex on the beach 
(previous years). At all five Headlands beaches 
you may encounter trash, gawkers, and water 
that’s usually too cold and swift for swimming. 


47. CENTRAL BONITA BEACH 
Getting to Central Bonita requires a challenging 
hike, made all the more difficult by area trail 
closures (see no. 46). But if you are tired of 
crowds and want a view of the Golden Gate 
Bridge, then you may like this site. Central is 
the least-visited Bonita beach. Use with cau- 
tion, when the trail reopens. 

Rating: D. 

Legal status: Part of the GGNRA. 

How to find it: Follow the directions to 
Black Sand, but instead of stopping there, con- 


tinue until Conzelman becomes two-way again. 


Park in the lot on the left that has a chemical 
toilet. At the lot, stay left and you'll find a nar- 
row trail that leads to the beach. Getting to the 
beach, according to Scott Marovich, of East 
Palo Alto, “requires scrambling down some 
crumbling, rocky bluffs near the bottom that 
are often washed out.” You can leave the cove 
by walking around the rocks, during low tide 
only, to the next Bonita beach. “Even then you'll 
get totally soaked,” the user who suggested 
this route says. Exercise caution. 

The beach: Central Bonita has the same 
great views of the Golden Gate Bridge and San 
Francisco as Black Sand Beach does, but it’s 
smaller and often more windswept. 

The crowd: “There were maybe ten or 
twelve people,” a visitor says. About 50 percent 
go nude or topless. 

Problems: See Black Sand. Bad trail, wind; 
if you walk around the rocks (a hazardous un- 
dertaking), you'll get wet. 


48. WEST BONITA BEACH 
This is the only Bonita beach where, if it’s not 
too windy, swimming may be possible. But 
check to make sure there’s also no undertow 
before doing more than wading. For now, 
though, the trail from the parking lot to West 
Bonita Beach remains closed, making access 
to the shore dicey and dangerous. 

Rating: D. 

Legal status: Part of GGNRA. 

How to find it: Follow the directions to Cen- 
tral Bonita. Park in the lot that has the chemical 


toilet. The park service has erected a wood- 
and-cable fence across the trail near the park- 
ing lot, along with a waming sign. There are no 
other safe trails to the beach right now. When 
the area reopens, follow these directions: Take 
the path, which is a dirt fire road, eventually 
looping uphill. At the bottom of the loop, go left 
along a narrow side path that leads into the 
brush. Keep following the forks in the path that 
point you back toward the Golden Gate; you'll 
come to railroad-tie steps leading much of the 
way down to the beach. But, a visitor warns, 
“wear sturdy shoes for this part. Small children 
can usually make it if kept on a tight rein.” The 
last 20 feet of the path are crumbling and 
muddy. If you see what looks like a shortcut 
just before the end of the trail, forget it; veering 
off at that point can lead to a fatal fall to the 
rocks or water below. 

The beach: The beach is so small that it 
disappears during high tide. 

The crowd: “If there were twenty people 
here, it would be real crowded,” Marovich says. 
Expect a mixed crowd of singles and families. 
At least 50 percent are nude or topless. 

Problems: Swimming hazardous when un- 
dertow exists. 


49. SOUTH RODEO BEACH 

South Rodeo is the only nude beach in the 
Sausalito area that faces the Pacific Ocean. If 
you can put up with sudden gusts of cold wind 
and a few tourists, then you may like this little 
cove, which is just south of the public beach at 
Rodeo Beach. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of GGNRA. 

How to find it: Follow directions to Kirby 
Cove. At the first juncture after Conzelman be- 
comes two-way, ignore the Beach sign and in- 
stead bear left. When you come to the turnoff to 
the lighthouse, turn right. The next turnoff to 
your left, after the white building, will be a large 
dirt parking lot for Battery Alexander. Park here. 
On the west (ocean) side of the lot, look for a 
path to the beach that will lead you downhill to 
the left, past a No Fires sign. According to 
Marovich, the quarter-mile-long trail is “narrow 
but not difficult.” Others find the path hard be- 
cause of its mix of rocks and sand. 

The beach: South Rodeo is a west-facing 
cove that’s often cold and windy. 

The crowd: There are small numbers of 
nudists and suited users, along with a few 
tourists who wander down the path. 

Problems: Weather (see above), sandy 
path, swimming not advised. 


Highly recommended! 


50. MUIR BEACH 

Fan favorite Muir Beach, north of Mill Valley and 
south of Stinson Beach, is easy to find, offers 
loads of privacy, has great sand, and is always 
less crowded than nearby Red Rock Beach (see 
no. 53). And unlike many other nude beaches, 
including Red Rock, you don’t have to worry 
about either poison oak on the trail or a steep 
trudge back up the trail.

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Muir has other pluses: a lack of law en- 
forcement hassles, a friendly but fairly quiet 
crowd (which makes it perfect for romantic 
getaways), and water that's warmer than at 
most area beaches. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: The nude beach is on the 
public-access portion of county land leased to 
local home owners. 

How to find it: Head north from San Fran- 
cisco on Highway 1 to Muir Beach, at milepost 
5.7. Watch for the cutoff sign, then turn left 
from Highway 1 onto Pacific Way. Avoid the 
temptation to park on Pacific, even if you see 
cars parked there; they'll all get tickets. On 
weekends arrive before 11:30 a.m. to beat the 
Lot Full sign. If the lot is full, turn around and 
park on the long street off Highway 1 directly 
across the road from Pacific and about 100 
yards north. After entering the main public 
beach turn right, cross the shallow creek or la- 
goon, and walk up the beach (north) until you 
come to a rock pile. You will need good hiking 
shoes to cross the rocks themselves; other- 
wise, try to cross the sand closer to the water. 

The beach: Curved in the shape of a quar- 
ter moon, the little cove has excellent sand. 

The crowd: Expect more than 100 visitors 
on a warm day. Straights, gays, singles, cou- 
ples, families, seniors, young people, and oth- 
ers share Muir, which has a less social atmos- 
phere than nearby Red Rock. 

Problems: Gawkers, dogs, wind, restricted 
parking, trash. Benson saw handicapped per- 
sons “slip and hurt themselves” trying to cross 
the entry rocks. 


51. STEEP RAVINE BEACH 

Winter thrill seekers sometimes go nude in 
Steep Ravine’s nearly hidden hot springs, one 
of which is in the tidal zone of the beach. But 
going down the trail is dangerous (a man fell to 
his death from the eroded cliffs in 1994), find- 
ing the spring is nearly impossible, and just 
being nude here is an open invitation to being 
cited. And did we mention the cold weather, all 
the rocks on the beach, and the fact that 
there’s a non-nude, family campground nearby 
where rangers often show up? We recommend 
that you avoid this beach. 

Rating: D. 

Legal status: Part of Mount Tamalpais State 
Park. Nudity is not tolerated by state park 
rangers here. 

How to find it: Follow directions for Muir 
Beach. Continue north on Highway 1 about four 
miles, then look for the campground sign; from 
Stinson Beach go south two miles to the sign. 
Parking is prohibited on the ocean side of the 
highway, but you can park across the street. 
Take the dirt road that becomes a very long 
and slippery trail to the water. You'll need good 
trail shoes and patience, especially when walk- 
ing back up the steep, mile-long path. Watch 
for poison oak. The spring in the sea is on the 
north end of the beach. 

The beach: Steep Ravine is strewn with 
enough rocks to fill a quarry. Its main lure is its 
pristine ruggedness. 

The crowd: It’s usually just you and one or 
two other folks. 

Problems: Extremely dangerous trail, possi- 
ble law enforcement, poor parking, poison oak, 
Springs often inactive or covered by rocks or 
debris, no sand for sunbathing, proximity to 
clothed families. 


52. CROSS ROCK BEACH 
When Red Rock (see next entry) is crowded, a 
few naturists try Cross Rock's pebble-lined 
shore. The beach is so small that it remains un- 
derwater until late summer. As for the trail, 
“you shouldn’t even think about using it,” says 
Mill Valley's Hugh Fullerton, who estimates the 
path’s steepness at 45 degrees. 

Rating: D. 

Legal status: Unknown, believed to be part 
of Mount Tamalpais State Park. 

How to find it: Follow directions for Muir 
Beach. Between the Steep Ravine Campground 
Sign (about four miles north of Muir) and the 
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big, dirt Red Rock parking lot (a mile south of 
Stinson Beach), look for cars pulled over next to 
Highway 1. Park in the lot you see there, then 
walk down the path to the beach. 

The beach: The beach is pebbly, with a thin 
ribbon of sand only in late summer and fall. 

The crowd: It may or may not be deserted. 

Problems: Rocky shoreline; extremely dan- 
gerous trail; no access in winter, spring, or 
early summer; unknown legal status. 


Highly recommended! 
53. RED ROCK BEACH 


Red Rock (www.redrockbeach.com) has the 
most sand it’s had in years, which could wind 
up making this a banner season for visitors to 
America’s most popular nude beach north of 
San Francisco. To protect against poison oak 
(‘There’s plenty on the upper part of the trail,” 
Red Rock Webmaster Jonathan Lehman says), 
wear pants and long sleeves on the path. For 
the second year in a row, the beach has a new 
“switchback trail,” built to replace some 
washed-out steps erected last year. Three tips 
to keep in mind: (1) visit early in the day to find 
space in the lot, (2) keep out of the “line of fire” 
during Ultimate Frisbee games on the sand, 
and (3) watch out for Blood Rock, a one-ton 
rock 10 yards off the sand that newcomers 
sometimes bash themselves on (it’s often sub- 
merged). “It’s in the center of the beach, so 
don’t go running into the water without asking 
a regular where it is,” advises Hugh Fullerton,- 
of Mill Valley. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Part of Mount Tamalpais State 
Park. 

How to find it: From Mill Valley, follow the 
signs to Stinson Beach by heading north on 
Highway 1. At the long line of mailboxes next to 
the Muir Beach cutoff point, start checking your 
odometer. Look for a dirt lot full of cars to the 
left of the highway exactly 5.6 miles north of 
Muir Beach. The lot is at milepost 11.3, one ~ 
mile south of Stinson Beach; if you reach Stin- 
son, you've gone too far. Park in the lot on the 
west side of the highway. Limited parking is 
also available 150 yards to the south on the 
west side of Highway 1. Because the lot fills up 
fast, come early on weekends. The path to the 
beach starts near the large Dumpster near the 
main parking lot. It’s a long, steep trail, so take 
your time. 

The beach: “We have a decent amount of 
sand this year,” Fullerton says. The sides of the 
quarter-mile curve of shore are rocky. 

The crowd: Expect up to 100 people on a 
warm winter or spring weekday and up to 300 
users on a nice summer weekend. Red Rock 
has a strong social feel. Almost everyone goes 
nude. 

Problems: Mob scene on weekends, long 
walk, poison oak on trail, cold water, small 
beach, dogs, hazardous water for swimming, 
some gawking. 


54. LITTLE STINSON BEACH 
Although it’s been used for years by a few nud- 
ists who periodically defy the wishes of local 
rangers, Little Stinson is most known for its 
hazardous access. The cove is encircled and 
cut off from the beaches on either side of it by 
rocky barriers and wild, wind-whipped waves; 
going to it only invites trouble. If a ranger so 
much as sees you headed in the direction of 
the beach, he or she may ask you to leave the 
area. We urge you not to attempt to reach the 
beach, which is between Red Rock Beach and 
Stinson Beach Park. 

Rating: D. 

Legal status: Part of the GGNRA's Stinson 
Beach Park, where nudity is not allowed. 

How to find it: Park in the main Stinson 
Beach Park lot. Users walk south along the 
sand from the main beach during low tide or 
(even worse) north from Red Rock Beach, al- 
though neither route is recommended. 

The beach: Little Stinson is a rock-strewn 
line of sand between two coves directly north 
of Red Rock. 

The crowd: Visitors are limited to a few die- 
hards. 

Problems: Dangerous access, rocks, high 
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waves, law enforcement; great white sharks 
appear in the waters off Stinson-every few 
years. 


55. THE INKWELL 

The Bay Area’s only skinny-dipping hole is in 
the town of Lagunitas, next to Samuel P. Taylor 
State Park. A local favorite among teens and 
hikers, bicyclists sometimes use it as a stop-off 
point too. A bike path even ends near the 
creek-fed site, which takes its name from two 
water-filled, stone “wells” that are used by 
Suited and unsuited visitors. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Private property next to 
Samuel P. Taylor State Park. “Sometimes the 
Owners come out and shoo you away,” a 
spokesperson for the park says. “The way | un- 
derstand it, he only comes when there’s a ton 
of people and they are making a lot of noise,” 
San Geronimo’s Clay Baldwin says. 

How to find it: Option one: Take Sir Francis 
Drake Boulevard west through San Anselmo, 
Fairfax, and San Geronimo to Lagunitas. After 
passing Lagunitas you will soon (about 1.5 
miles later) come to the green Shafer Bridge. 
Park on the other (west) side of the bridge as 
soon as it is safe to do so. (Note; The curve in 
the road here is dangerous. Don’t park where 
it says not to.) Walk back to the bridge. Take 
the trail that starts 15 feet east of the bridge. 
Option two: Follow previous directions, but 
after Shafer Bridge continue west on Sir Fran- 
cis Drake until you arrive at an overpass for 
bikes. Just west of the overpass is a private 
picnic area that Samuel P. Taylor State Park 
rents out. Park there and pick up the trail and 
take it back toward Shafer Bridge until you 
reach the Inkwell. Option three: Get a map at 
Taylor Park, then take the trail to 1,500-foot- 
high Barnabee Peak and follow it down the 
mountain some 2.6 miles (it seems longer) 
until it ends at the Inkwell. Going the first way 
in, from the bridge, takes just a few minutes. 
You can even take a Golden Gate Transit bus to 
the Lagunitas Market, then walk an hour to the 
Inkwell’s path. 

The beach: The site's stone tubs really do 
resemble inkwells. From the bridge, the first 
one you come to is a six-foot-deep pool that 
measures about 15 by 20 feet. Some 10 feet 
away from it and to the left is a smaller pool 
that's maybe 20 feet deep. “The water's cold 
but not unbearable,” Baldwin says. 

The crowd: It varies from just a few users 
to 25, with 8 to 12 being typical. Baldwin 
counted 14 visitors, split evenly between the 
sexes, on a warm weekday. Percentage of nude 
use varies, 

Problems: No Parking and No Trespassing 
signs posted, cold water, rocks obscured by 
water, difficult parking; jumping off rocks into 
water not advised. 


56. BOLINAS BEACH 

On the hottest days nudies find pockets of Boli- 
nas’s long, windy shoreline to curl up in and 
read a book, meditate, or catch some rays. 
While doing so, one fun activity is to watch the 
area’s seemingly constant parade of kayakers. 
Suited visitors cominate most of the beach. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Part of the land is private 
property facing homes. Bolinas has an anti-nu- 
dity ordinance that includes fines of up to $50 

_ and/or a month in jail for first-time violations. 

How to find it: Bolinas is off Highway 1 
three miles north of Stinson Beach. Drive past 
Bolinas Lagoon, turn left onto Olema-Bolinas 
Road, follow it through town, and park either in 
town or on Ocean Parkway Avenue, which par- 
allels the beach. Then walk up the beach until 
you find a spot with enough sand and privacy. 

The beach: Somewhat sheltered from the 
wind by cliffs, Bolinas is wider than most of the 
nude beaches on our list. The best sand is near 
the cliffs. Otherwise expect a fairly rocky shore- 
line. 

The crowd: On hot summer days families, 
out-of-towners, and suited sunbathers mingle 
with local naturists, This is also a dog beach. 

Problems: Possible harassment from locals 
(who do not like out-of-towners), undertow, 
poor swimming conditions. 
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Surfside canada Devil's nica sunbather Francois kicks it in the spring sun. 


57. RCA BEACH 

Neither earthquakes nor storms have put a 
dent in RCA’s status as a quiet oasis just north 
of Bolinas for no-hassle nude sunbathing. A 5.0 
quake centered in Bolinas in 1998 sent rubble 
down the cliffs, and rains eroded the trail. A 
new path leads visitors on a safer but, at the 
bluffs, steeper route. Whether you like to wade, 
surf, jog, or even want to wear a swimsuit here 
makes no difference; people seem to tolerate 
each other very well here. Surfers prefer the 
north end. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: The Nature Conservancy 
bought this land in 1977, then transferred it to 
the Point Reyes National Seashore, which 
turned around and leased it to Commonwealth 
Health Center, a nonprofit medical clinic. Offi- 
cial Point Reyes policy is that if there are com- 
plaints, nudists will be asked to move else- 
where. In practice, however, just about every- 
one at RCA is nude. 

How to find it: The beach is four miles 
north of Bolinas. From Highway 1, go about 
eight miles west on Olema-Bolinas Road to 
Mesa Road in Bolinas. Turn right and stay on 
Mesa until you see cars parked past the MCI 
antennae. Park here and walk a quarter mile to 
the end of the pavement. Go left through the 
gap in the fence. “This trail leads to a gravel 
road,” San Francisco's Robert Carlsen says. 
“Follow it until you see a trail on your right, 
leading through a gate. Follow it along the cliff 
top until it veers right down to the beach.” Or 
continue along Mesa until you come to a grove 
of eucalyptus trees. Enter through the gate 
here, then hike a half mile through a cow pas- 
ture on a path that will also take you through 
thick brush. Watch out for manure. “Only in low 
tide, you can also walk one mile from Agate 
Beach County Park at the north end of Bolinas, 
over a rocky point to RCA,” Scott Marovich, of 
East Palo Alto, says. 

The beach: Almost but not quite everyone 
at RCA sunbathes in the buff. Though seldom | 
deserted, RCA is never crowded. 

Problems: Rapid current, cold water; swim- 
ming not recommended, access from Agate 
may be dangerous.

58. STARLIGHT MEADOW 


While some nude lakes are next to meadows, 
California even has a nude meadow without a 
body of water. Backed by stands of trees, 
Starlight is just a 20-minute walk from Dog- 
town’s popular Hagmier Pond (see next entry). 
Amazingly, few visitors to the pond know of the 
existence of the property, which sprawls over 
60 acres. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: GGNRA land run by Point 
Reyes National Seashore, which is very tolerant 
of nudity, though you'll be asked to leave if 
people complain. 

How to find it: From Stinson Beach, go 
north on Highway 1, passing Audubon Canyon 
Ranch on the right and, a half mile later, the 
Bolinas turnoff. After the four-way intersection 


look for a GGNRA sign on the right, followed by 
a eucalyptus grove. Look for a tree with a sign 
for Dogtown. Farther along Highway 1 you'll 
pass a red barn, a silver windmill, and a second 
eucalyptus grove, in that order. From here, start 
counting turns in the road. When you get to the 
12th bend, look for a little grove of 20 eucalyp- 
tus trees. Park next to the rocks on either side 
of the road. Enter through the lift-up gate in the 
fence on the east side of the highway. It’s an 
easy, gradual climb that should take 15 min- 
utes. You'll know you've arrived when you see 
a large meadow in the middle of the trees. 

The beach: Starlight is surrounded by a 
whopping 200 acres of woods. 

The crowd: Mostly gay males, but some 
heterosexual couples have started using the 
meadow. An estimated 50 people on weekends 
and as many as 10 on weekdays use the site. 

Problems: Pullover easy to miss, lack of 
water, some gawkers, sexual activity, muddy 
trail. 


59. HAGMIER POND 

Wading and sunbathing are the most popular 
activities at Marin’s most popular nude lake. 
Known by locals as the Pond, it usually be- 
comes too shallow, stagnant, and bacteria- 
strewn by midsummer to allow swimming. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Point Reyes National 
Seashore Is very tolerant of nudity, though 
you'll be asked to leave if people complain. 

How to find it: From Stinson Beach, go 
north on Highway 1, passing Audubon Canyon 
Ranch on the right and, a half mile later, the 
Bolinas turnoff. After a stand of eucalyptus 
trees, keep heading north, passing the Dog- 
town Pottery sign and some sharp turns with 
more eucalyptus. As the highway becomes 
straighter, look for another small patch of euca- 
lyptus. The parking area is on the west side, 
next to a sign marked Randall Trailhead. At the 
entrance, at milepost 20.53, walk right across 
the meadow and you'll see the pond. Look for 
sunbathing space around its little dam. 

The beach: A humanmade lake with limit- 
ed access to the water, except near the dam. 
“It gets more clogged with weeds every 
year,” says Dave Smith, of San Leandro. Un- 
beknownst to most visitors, when bathers are 
not present, cows sometimes wander down 
to the water for a drink, creating possible 
health hazards. 

The crowd: On a hot day as many as 75 
sun worshipers show up here. Almost every- 
one's unclad. 

Problems: Pulloff easy to miss (heading 
south, if you pass Dogtown, at milepost 18, 
you've gone too far), limited access, cow ma- 
nure, cold water, varying water quality, in- 
creased sexual activity, 


60. SCULPTURED BEACH 

Tiburon naturist Charles Harris Il calls the 
beach’s sunsets “awe inspiring.” Others like its 
tide pools, birds, and, if you bring binoculars, 
possible views of whales and dolphins. And 
some visitors cherish the area’s beautiful rock 
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formations. Sculptured Beach offers all these 
sights and more, including a blowhole hollowed 
out of the cliff. For weather information, call 
(415) 663-1092. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Property of Point Reyes Na- 
tional Seashore. See introduction of next entry. 

How to find it: Ask for directions at the 
ranger office in Olema, off Highway 1. There 
are three ways to get to the beach: (1) take Li- 
mantour Road to Limantour Beach and then 
hike three miles south, passing Coast Camp, to 
Sculptured Beach; (2) hike in seven miles from 
the ranger office; (3) battle the tides by walking 
along the coast from Limantour Beach. 

The beach: Laced with stunning tide pools 
and backed by breathtaking cliffs, Sculptured 
Beach is rugged and narrow. 

The crowd: It'll probably feel like just you 
and a few other people. 

Problems: Fog, wind, and the long hike. Be- 
Cause everyone’s so spread out, you may feel a 
little lonely.

61. LIMANTOUR BEACH 


Seven miles of shoreline, soft sand dunes that 
offer protection from the wind, seals, adults, 
children, dogs, and nudists are just some of the 
things you're likely to see during a visit to 
beautiful Limantour Beach. Continuing a policy 
Started last year, the Point Reyes National 
Seashore no longer allows nudity in beach 
areas near parking lots, in other spots easily 
visible to the public, or when it receives com- 
plaints about nudity. “You shouldn't just walk 
out from the parking lot and disrobe,” Chief 
Ranger Russell Case says. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Property of Point Reyes Na- 
tional Seashore. 

How to find it: From San Francisco, drive 
north on Highway 101 to Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard. Exit, then take SFD through San 
Anselmo, Fairfax, Woodacre, and Lagunitas to 
Olema. At the intersection with Highway 1, turn 
right onto 1. Just north of Olema, turn left onto 
Bear Valley Road. A mile after the turnoff for the 
Bear Valley Visitor Center, look for the Liman- 
tour Beach sign. Turn left onto Limantour Road 
and follow it about 11 miles to the parking lot 
at the end. Park and take the trail down to the 
beach. Then walk north about a half mile, to- 
ward Limantour Spit (see below), until you see 
a series of dunes some 50 to 100 yards east of 
the shore. 

The beach: Long, sprawling Limantour fea- 
tures soft sand, sand dunes, and plenty of 
wildlife. 

The crowd: On a hot weekend day a few 
hundred visitors may be spread out across the 
huge, rambling beach, but it will look deserted. 

Problems: Increased ranger warnings, 
complaints about sex, fog, cold water, wind. If 
you don’t like dogs, stay away from the area 
south of the parking lot. 


62. DRAKE’S BEACH 

At Drake’s Beach, a few naturists can be found 
when neither cold wind nor tourists are pre- 
sent, which isn’t often. The beach is within 
sight of a memorial to the famous explorer 
Francis Drake. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Point Reyes National 
Seashore. 

How to find it: Take Highway 1 north to the 
Point Reyes headquarters in Olema. Pick up a 
map and follow directions to Drake’s Bay. Fol- 
low Sir Francis Drake Boulevard to Drake's 
Beach Road; stay on that road until you reach 
the beach. (If you miss the turn for Drake's 
Beach Road and wind up at Point Reyes Light- 
house, turn around.) 

The beach: Drake's is beautiful, untamed, 
and sandy. 

The crowd: Visited mostly by non-nudists, 
Drake's also attracts a few discreet skinny- 
dippers. 
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Cozy cove: Santa Cruz's 2299 is one of the world’s smallest nude beaches. 


Problems: Cold water, wind, directions 
could be improved.

63. BASS LAKE 


Bass Lake is bass-less, but it sure gets lots of 
skinny-dippers. Marin’s best nude lake, which 
takes around 45 to 60 minutes to reach via an 
easy (except the last quarter mile) 2.8 mile 
hike, features clear water, two rope swings 
(one down a trail on the west end and a second 
down the other trail), and beautiful scenery. 
Bummers this year include a narrower than 
usual trail to the oblong-shaped lake and a 
considerably shrunken access path to the 
water's edge (“It's overgrown with blackberries 
and poison oak,” says December visitor Robert 
Carlsen). Users now must squeeze between 
some planks that have been erected to try to 
keep more plants and debris from falling onto 
the access path. Visitors enter the water from a 
four-foot wide patch of dirt atthe end ofthe 
path. Bring trail shoes, food, water, air mat- 
tress, water shoes, and, for a meadow or dirt 
area used as a beach, a sheet to protect your 
towel from prickles. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Part of Point Reyes National 
Seashore. 

How to find it: Take Highway 1 north from 
Stinson Beach. Just north of Bolinas Lagoon, 
turn left onto the often unmarked exit to Boli- 
nas. Follow the road as it curves along the la- 
goon and eventually ends at Olema-Bolinas 
Road, and continue along Olema-Bolinas Road 
to the stop sign at Mesa Road. Turn right onto 
Mesa, then stay on it for four miles, until it be- 
comes a dirt road and ends at a parking lot. A 
sign at the trailhead next to the lot will guide 
you the rest of the way down scenic Palomarin 
Trail, which begins as an old fire road and then 
narrows. At Bass Lake, there’s usually a big, 
flat grassy field where you can put a towel 
down. At last report, except for an area perhaps 
12 feet wide, it was overgrown with a tangle of 
vines. From the grassy area, take the narrow 
access path noted above to the water's edge. 

The beach: Even when it’s foggy at the 
trailhead it's often clear at the 100-yard-long, 
spring-fed lake. The area is surrounded by 
beautiful hills. 

The crowd: Nude usage varies from hardly 
any skinny-dippers to half the crowd to virtually 
everyone. Once someone starts swimming 
naked here, others usually follow. 

Problems: Narrowing trail, no beach, area 
where people sit is smaller this year, long trek, 
prickles, field sometimes muddy.

64. MOUNT VISION POND 

This season Point Reyes National Seashore 
continues to be on the verge of losing one of its 
crown jewels: an acre-size pond perched on a 
hill overlooking the Pacific Ocean. Long favored 
by hikers and skinny-dippers, the pond’s dam 
appears to be in imminent danger of breaking, 


in which case the lake would empty into a gul- 
ley. “It's close to dying,” thinks Robert Carisen, 
who's been visiting the pond from San Francis- 
co for about 25 years. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Property of Point Reyes Na- 
tional Seashore. 

How to find it: Take Highway 1 north to the 
Point Reyes headquarters in Olema. Pick up a 
map and then follow Bear Valley Road to Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard. Take Sir Francis 
Drake past Inverness and Tomales Bay State 
Park and follow the signs to North Beach. Turn 
left onto Mount Vision Overlook Road. (If you 
pass Schooner Bay or Abbott's Lagoon on Sir 
Francis Drake, you've gone too far.) Stay on 
Mount Vision, as it winds along, for about 1.4 
miles. Look for a wide shoulder with several 
parked cars on the right. Take the trail that 
Starts here. It veers to the right down a hill 300 
feet or so to the pond. If you pass some resi- 
dences on the left, you've missed the correct 
trail. At the end of the path, you can enter the 
water via a grassy spot on the dam face. Easier 
access is possible from the other side of the 
pond, but the trail to it from the dam face is 
overgrown with plants. 

The beach: Mount Vision is a 150-foot-long 
lake surrounded by plant growth. “Half of the 
lake is now marsh,” Carlsen says. 

The crowd: Sometimes the area is desert- 
ed, but usually there are fewer than 10 people, 
clothed and unclothed. 

Problems: Trail around pond choked by 
plants, use of one access point difficult, in- 
crease in reeds and mud, dam appears to be 
eroding, trail needs maintenance, cold, fog (but 
less than at Limantour), no social atmosphere; 
bring trail shoes. 


65. MIDWAY BEACH 

Usually it’s too cold to disrobe at isolated Mid- 
way, between North Beach and South Beach, in 
Point Reyes National Seashore. But on the 
hottest days of the year, a few nude sunbathers 
have been seen here. Use discretion when try- 
ing this rather lonely spot within the federal 
park. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Point Reyes National 
Seashore. 

How to find it: Take Highway 1 north to the 
Point Reyes office in Olema. Pick up a map and . 
then follow Bear Valley Road to Sir Francis 
Drake Boulevard. Take Sir Francis Drake past 
Inverness and Tomales Bay State Park. Follow 
the signs to North Beach or South Beach. You'll 
come to the trail to North Beach first. When you 
get to the beach, walk south along the sand to 
the beach between North and South Beaches. 

The beach: Ruggedly isolated, this patch of 
land is sandy but cold. 

The crowd: Only a few naturists come here. 

Problems: Cold water, wind, a bit too much 
isolation, directions could be improved. 


66.-68. ELSEWHERE 

IN MARIN 

Want to experience a “nude hideaway” where 
you may be the only visitor? Spots that are 
used occasionally by naturists on warm days 
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are near Lagunitas’s Inkwell (no. 55), Point 
Reyes's Bass Lake (no. 63), and Dogtown’s 
Starlight Meadow (no. 58). See below for direc- 
tions to Inkwell Spillways, Alamere Falls, and 
Fern Grove. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Two of the sites, Alamere Falls 
and Fern Grove, are on federal land managed 
by Point Reyes National Seashore. The status of 
Inkwell Spillways is unknown; it is said to be 
monitored and posted with No Trespassing 
Signs. 

How to find it: For Alamere, follow direc- 
tions to Bass Lake (see no. 63), then continue 
on Palomarin Trail past Pelican Pond to the wa- 
terfall. Watch for poison oak on the trail. Fern 
Grove is said to be just north of Starlight Mead- 
ow. Take Highway 1 past the pullover for 
Starlight, then look for the start of the Randall 
Trail. (If you reach Fivebrooks on Highway 1 
and still haven’t seen it, turn around; the trail is 
about 2.5 miles south.) Take the path up the hill 
until you see the meadow. 

The Inkwell Spillways are across the road 
from the Inkwell. Follow directions to the 
Inkwell. At Shafer Bridge look for two dirt roads 
on the left. Keep going, park past the bridge, 
and walk back to the dirt roads. Follow the 
easternmost one, along the creek, for about a 
half mile. When the road turns left, climbing to- 
ward the dam at Kent Lake, stay on the trail 
along the creek. “You'll come to a pool at the 
base of the spillways,” Robert Carlsen of San 
Francisco says. 

The beach: Alamere is a beautiful waterfall 
that cascades onto a beach. The Inkwell Spill- 
ways apparently are cement spiliways. Fern 
Grove is a prototype of Starlight Meadow that 
came into use in 1992. 

The crowd: Only occasional use is reported 
at these sites, the most popular of them being 
Alamere Falls. 

Problems: Lack of solid information, includ- 
ing precise directions, poison oak on the trail. 


SONOMA COUNTY 


69. WOHLER BRIDGE 

Even with Sonoma County's strict anti-nudity 
law, deputies say that unless they receive com- 
plaints, they will continue to ignore nude sun- 
bathers at this little riverside clearing next to 
the Russian River just east of Wohler Bridge, 
near Santa Rosa. “We don't actively go looking 
{for nudists},” Sonoma County Sheriff's Deputy 
Paul Gregg says. “We don’t have the time or in- 
Clination to track it [nudity] down.” 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: The beach is on Sonoma 
County Water Agency land that was purchased 
in 1996 from the family of the late actor Fred 
MacMurray. 

How to find it: Take Highway 101 north 
past Santa Rosa to River Road, then go west for 
10 minutes to Wohler Road. Turn right onto 
Wohler. Stay on it, crossing the bridge, and park 
in the first parking lot on-the right. Walk back to 
the area where Wohler Road first reaches the 
beach. Hop over the steel fence. Follow the 
paved path that goes from there past the public 
beach as far as you can. From there, a muddy 
footpath next to the river leads to the nude 
area, at a little clearing. 

The beach: A quarter-mile ribbon of flat, 
soft sand and river gravel, Wohler is fun for 
sunbathing, wading, and sometimes volleyball. 

The crowd: Nearly everyone is nude. Expect 
several dozen users. 

Problems: Area subject to raids based on 
complaints, muddy path, proximity of ca- 
noeists, garbage, long walk from parking area. 


70. SUNSET BEACH 

Long a hangout for local residents, travelers, 
and, in the bushes above the beach, a scatter- 
ing of nude sunbathers, Sunset has the best 
sand on the river and a nice, wide, deep swim- 
ming hole. 

Rating; C. 

Legal status: Public-access area of private 
property. For entorcement policy, see Wohler 
Bridge entry. 

How to find it: Go north on Highway 101, 
passing Santa Rosa, to River Road. Take River 


Road west to its intersection with Sunset Av- 
enue in the Hacienda District, which is east of 
Guerneville and 2.1 miles east of the Korbel 
Winery. Park where you see other cars pulled 
over on either side of River Road, then follow 
Sunset till you get to the third No Parking sign, 
where you'll find an easy path that leads to the 
river. At the river, turn right and walk west (to- 
ward the ocean) about 100 feet. Just out of the 
woods you'll come to a sandy hill with a few 
people; the next beach you come to will be 
Sunset. 

The beach: Sunset is a sloping, somewhat 
hilly beach with cool, deep water. 

The crowd: Sometimes it’s in the hundreds, 
more often in the dozens. We counted about 15 
visitors, including families and children, on the 
beach or in the water on a sunny weekend last 
year. Most users are suited. 

Problems: Proximity of canoeists, rocks in 
river (wear water shoes), area subject to raids, 
parking on Sunset Avenue prohibited.

71.-73. ELSEWHERE 
ON THE RUSSIAN RIVER 


Three sandy areas of the Russian River occa- 
sionally are visited by nude sunbathers. Be- 
Cause you will be cited if local residents or 
passing river users complain, use these beach- 
es with extreme caution. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Public-access areas of pri- 
vate land. For policy, see Wohler Bridge. 

How to find it: Take Highway 101 north to 
Healdsburg, north of Santa Rosa. Favorite skin- 
ny-dipping spots that have not been raided 
often include riverbanks off North Fitch Moun- 
tain Road and West Side Road, which parallels 
the Russian River between Guerneville and 
Healdsburg, and Steelhead Beach, across from 
the Rusty Nail Bar, in the Mirabel area of 
Guerneville. Reader Doug wrote us, saying, “As 
long as people are well behaved, the locals 
don’t mind” topless and nude sunbathing off a 
hard-to-find path near 2500 North Fitch Moun- 
tain. We investigated and were told by opera- 
tors of a parking lot that nudists seldom appear 
and when they do local residents are quick to 
call deputies. 

The beach: These spots are sandy stretch- 
es of riverbank, except off North Fitch, which is 
a mix of gravel and sand. 

The crowd: It will probably be just you. No- 
body was present last summer when we 
showed up at the above location. 

Problems: These areas are open to view by 
canoeists and raids by deputies, 


74,-75. CAZADERO 

A half dozen skinny-dipping holes near the 
Russian River town of Cazadero have been 
used by residents for years. More recently, out- 
siders have been visiting these sites, which has 
angered the locals. Use with caution. Owners 
may ask you to leave. 

Rating: D. 

Legal status: The area around the holes is 
private property. But what about the water? 
“Many property owners claim the water to the 
middle of the river as their property,” Sonoma 
County sheriff's deputy Paul Gregg says. 
Lawyers who have researched these claims 
say that “if you can kayak or paddle to a swim- 
ming hole, you can use it, but not the river- 
bank,” Gregg says. “But if you can’t paddle to 
it, it's private property.” When called to the 
scene, deputies try to avoid the controversy by 
steering visitors away. See Wohler Bridge entry 
for policy. 

How to find it: Hole one: Take Highway 101 
north, past Santa Rosa, to River Road. Follow 
River Road and Highway 116 west through 
Guerneville to the cutoff for Cazadero, which is 
Called Austin Creek Road. Turn left onto 
Cazadero Highway and continue to Cazadero. 
In town, take Fort Ross Road west past Neis- 
trath Road to Bohan Dillon Road. (If you get to 
Meyers Grade Road, you've gone three miles 
too far.) Turn right onto Bohan Dillon, a dirt road 
that crosses a bridge. Park in the meadow just 
before the bridge. Take the little trail that starts 
there through the trees and bushes to the river- 


bank. Hole two: Look for cars pulled over off 
Kings Ridge Road, which heads north from 
Cazadero. 

The beach: These are little semi-sandy 
swimming spots with cold, clear water. 

The crowd: On hot days check for a car or 
two next to each site. Otherwise you may get 
the place all to yourself. 

Problems: Trash, angry property own- 
ers, increased patrols, hole two needs bet- 
ter directions. 


MENDOCINO COUNTY 


76. UPPER 

RUSSIAN RIVER 

When most people think of the Russian River, 
they assume it’s in Sonoma County, which has 
Strict laws against nudity. But a few skinny-dip- 
pers visit a Russian River site that’s in more tol- 
erant Mendocino County. This quiet, riverbank 
beach is about three miles north of Cloverdale, 
just off the Cominsky Station Road exit of High- 
way 101. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown, but the county 
does not have an antinudity law. 

How to find it: Take Highway 101 north, 
passing Santa Rosa and Cloverdale. At the 
Mendocino County line check your odometer 
and continue 2.9 miles. Turn left (across traffic, 
or go farther north and turn around) onto 
Cominsky Station Road. Follow Cominsky to its 
end, then park and walk down a short trail to 
the beach. 

The beach: The sandy beach is at a bend in 
the river that’s surrounded by a warm canyon. 

The crowd: The beach gets limited use by 
nudists and non-nudists, so either or both or 
nobody at all may be present. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, needs 
better directions. 


77. GUALALA RIVER 

Imagine being nude next to.a river, near the 
ocean and a pleasant campground. When it’s 
not windy or foggy, the little beach at Gualala 
River, north of Sea Ranch, has the makings of a 
great stop for travelers on Highway 1. The 
clothing-optional enclave is south of the town 
of Gualala. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: The beach is one mile south 
of the town of Gualala and 1.5 miles north of 
Gualala Point County Park on Highway 1. Drive 
north on Highway 1 past Fort Ross, Plantation, 
and Sea Ranch. Look for cars parked on the 
side of Highway 1 just past the park boundary 
at Gualala River, the first landmark you'll see 
after the park. Access to the mouth of the river 
is by some dirt roads on the ocean side of the 
highway. 

The beach: Wide and often whipped by high 
winds, the beach is quite sandy. 

The crowd: We continue to list Gualala be- 
cause of the two dozen or so veterans who 
Consistently show up here. The crowd size de- 
pends on the weather and the time of year. 

Problems: Cool average daily temperatures, 
lack of seclusion, frequent wind, fog. 


78. UUES BEACH 

Nestled next to Big River off a rutted road in the 
warm banana belt country just inland from the 
village of Mendocino, Lilies has changed from a 
quiet, fun swimming hole to a squatter’s retreat 
to a party spot for noisy, rowdy teens and Gen 
Xers in three short years. “There are still re- 
spectable people who want to be by the river, 
but often they are unable to stay long because 
they are crowded out by younger people who 
just want to make a lot of noise,” says John 
Drake, facility director of nearby Mendocino 
Woodlands, which offers buildings and grounds 
for group meetings and retreats. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Private property owned by 
Georgia Pacific Lumber. 

How to find it: Take Highway 1 north to 
Mendocino, then turn right onto Little Lake 
Road, the first right turn past the main Mendo- 
cino turnoff sign. Drive four or five miles east

on Little Lake until you see a sign for Mendoci- 
no Woodlands. Follow the dirt road that starts 
there about three miles. Keep going until you 
reach the Woodlands retreat. Instead of turning 
left into the campground, go right about .3 
mile, until the road ends at the road that fol- 
lows Big River. Go to the left and follow that 
road a quarter mile, until it ends-in a parking 
area next to Lilies. Or to save time, from Men- 
docino, drive 3.5 miles east on Little Lake until 
you spot a dirt road with a yellow Forest Ser- 
vice gate. Follow the road until it comes to a 
second yellow gate. Just past the gate, at the 
juncture of a number of roads, turn right and 
take the dirt road to the parking area. The sec- 
ond route will save you 1.5 miles of driving, 
and the road is better than the first one. 

The beach: Bring thongs or old shoes to 
wear in the river, which is strewn with rocks. To 
reach the beach from the path, wade across 
ankle-deep water to a site that is a mix of sand 
and gravel. 

The crowd: Although 100 to 200 visitors 
may crowd onto the beach on a hot day, on an 
average weekend you're more likely to en- 
counter 50 people. Even on a weekday expect 
20 or 30 users. Up to 95 percent of the visitors 
are nude. 

Problems: Rowdies present on weekends, 
may be noisy, first road rutted and potholed but 
passable, trash near parking area, poison oak 
in area, rocky river bottom, cold water, long 
walk to beach. 


79.-82. TWO BENDS, 

THREE BENDS, FIVE BENDS, 
SIX BENDS 

To get away from the recent problems at Lilies 
(see no. 78), just walk from there up Big River. 
Small skinny-dipping holes can be found on 
four of the next six bends of the creek. “Wear 
old shoes for wading in the water,” suggests 
Bill Johnson, of San Francisco. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. Believed to be ei- 
ther Georgia Pacific Lumber land or part of 
Mendocino National Forest. 

How to find it: Follow directions to Lilies 
Beach, then walk two, three, five, or six bends 
downstream. 

The beach: Sand and vegetation vary at 
these charming swimming holes. 

The crowd: There isn’t any! 

Problems: Logging under way nearby, cold 
water, rocky river bottom, directions in need of 
improvement, unknown legal status. 


83. EEL RIVER 

The Eel River is a skinny-dipper’s paradise 
that’s dotted with a half-dozen swimming 
holes. This nude hole is near the town of Pills- 
bury, on the south fork of the river. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Mendocino National 
Forest. 

How to find it: Head north on Highway 101, 
passing Santa Rosa and Ukiah, to Route 20. 
Follow Route 20 east about five miles to the 
Potter Valley cutoff on your left, then follow it 
northeast past the town of Potter Valley, which 
is north of Upper Lake. Follow the signs to Lake 
Pillsbury. After you climb a ridge and begin to 
go back down the hill, follow the left fork in the 
road. Access to the south fork of the Eel River is 
from this road, some 10 miles south of Van Ars- 
dale Reservoir and Cape Horn Dam. The reser- 
voir and dam are south of Pillsbury. Be sure to 
consult a good map. , 

The beach: It’s small. 

The crowd: You'll find just a few bathers in 
the buff. 

Problems: Directions could be improved. 


84. DOS RIOS 
Whether you canoe, row, or hike to Dos Rios, 
you're sure to have fun once you get to its 
skinny-dippiniy holes, which are north of Willits. 
Rating: C. 
Legal status: Unknown. 
How to find it: Access to this string of 
beautiful Eel River swimming holes is believed 


to be from the towns of 
Dos Rios in the south 
and tiny Cummings in 
the northwest. The 
nearest large towns are 
Laytonville and Leggett. 
From the Bay Area, go 
north on Highway 101 
to Willits; from the Men- 
docino coast, head east 
on Highway 20 to 
Willits. Follow 101 north 
past Willits to Longvale, 
then travel northeast on 
Highway 162 to Dos 
Rios. The first of the 
skinny-dipping holes is 
several miles north of 
Dos Rios. 

The beach: Appar- 
ently this site is larger 
and sandier than the 
other skinny-dipping 
holes on our list, except 
for those along the 
Russian River and Men- 
docino’s Lilies Beach. 

The crowd: Users 
include anglers, boaters, 
and small numbers of 
skinny-dippers. 

Problems: Proximity 
to train tracks, direc- 
tions could be improved, unknown legal status. 


85. POON KINNY RIDGE 
Poon Kinny is a smaller sandbar than Dos Rios, 
but it’s just as enjoyable. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Follow directions for Dos 
Rios. The beach is on the Eel River along the 
Poon Kinny Ridge, between Dos Rios and the 
southern border of Round Valley Reservation. 

The beach: Poon Kinny is similar to Dos 
Rios. 

The crowd: Expect several skinny-dippers, 
along with a few anglers and boaters. 

Problems: Same as at Dos Rios. 


86. NORTH POON KINNY 
The small riverbank beach is next to a cool, 
deep swimming hole. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Follow directions to Dos Rios 
(see no. 84). The skinny-dipping site is along 
the Eel River, about one or two hours north of 
Poon Kinny Ridge if you're traveling by canoe. 

The beach: The water is clear, shallow, and 
warm. 

The crowd: As you head north you'll proba- 
bly encounter even fewer people than at Dos 
Rios and Poon Kinny Ridge. 

Problems: Same as at Dos Rios. 


87. ROUND VALLEY 
Round Valley Beach is hard to find but worth 
the trip. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed to be part of Round 
Valley Reservation. . 
How to find it: Follow directions for Dos 
Rios, Poon Kinny Ridge, and North Poon Kinny. 
The Round Valley swimming hole is a good 5 to 

10 miles north of North Poon Kinny. Expect a 
canoe ride of at least an hour past North Poon 

Kinny. 
The beach: Same as at North Poon Kinny. 
The crowd: Nudists, anglers, and boaters 
all come here to cool off. 
Problems: Same as at Dos Rios. 


88. SPY ROCK BEACH 

The joke among Eel River “riders” is that you 
need a great spy to find Spy Rock Beach. It's 
true. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Round Valley Reserva- 
tion. 

How to find it: The beach is on Round Val- 
ley Reservation, just south of Blue Rock Creek 
and Bell Springs Station. If you can find the 
town of Leggett, you're on the right track; the 
swimming hole is directly east of town. Follow 
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cleans his “pit” (a stone circle for 


the directions to Dos Rios (see no. 84). This 
swimming hole is virtually opposite scenic Spy 
Rock on the Eel River. Access is by canoe or 
other boat. 

The beach: Spy Rock is similar to Dos Rios. 

The crowd: Not too many people come 
here, perhaps because of the canoeing dis- 
tance from Dos Rios. 

Problems: Same as at Dos Rios.

89. RATTLESNAKE CREEK 

East of Covelo, off Highway 338, near a bridge 
over scenic Rattlesnake Creek in the heart of 
the Yolla Bolly-Middle Eel Wildemess is a re- 
freshingly cold swim hole that’s perfect for hot 
summer days. It even comes with its own 20- 
foot waterfall. But be prepared for a hike down 
a gully and then a walk along the creek. Did we 
mention the rattlesnakes? 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: From Covelo, follow Highway 
338 east as it parallels the middle fork of the 
Eel River. At the Eel River Work Station in the 
Mendocino National Forest, take M-1 north to- 
ward the Yolla Bolly-Middle Eel Wilderness. 
Keep your eyes open for a bridge that crosses 
Rattlesnake Creek. Park near the bridge. 

Now comes the hiking part (bring boots). On 
the south side of the road, near the back end of 
an undeveloped camping area, look for an un- 
marked path. It will take you past trees and 
down a gulley. Follow the gulley left to the 
water. At the creek, walk upstream until you 
come to the swim hole and falls. 

The beach: Too bad reaching this spot re- 
quires a minor, 30- to 60-minute toil through a 
rocky, brushy canyon, because the hole itself is 
a “tiny, precious gorge,” according to Pancho 
Doll, author of the invaluable 1997 book Day 
Trips with a Splash: The Swimming Holes of 
California. 

The crowd: It'll probably be just you. Visi- 
tors apparently sometimes stay overnight at 
the unsanctioned camping spot at the bridge. 

Problems: Rocks and rocky ledges rather 
than a beach, trail unmarked, unknown legal 
status, boots recommended, check for rat- 
tlesnakes on path.

90. STONY CREEK 

Two waterfalls with pools that are good for skin- 
ny-dipping and a third pool below them can be 
found off a sun-splashed trail next to Stony 
Creek, in the Mendocino National Forest. The 
water, one guidebook says, is a “magnificent” 
turquoise color. 
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Rating: C. 

Legal status: U.S. Forest Service land with- 
in the Snowy Mountain Wilderness. 

How to find it: Pick up M-10 at the Stony- 
ford Work Center and follow it 10 miles to North 
Fork Campground. From there, follow the trail 
up Stony Creek until you come to another creek 
that comes in from the west. After another 10 
minutes of walking, check for an overhang that 
juts over the creek. This is where you'll find the 
lower of the three pools. Walk 10 minutes more 
upstream, and you'll see the pools with the wa- 
terfalls. 

The beach: You'll find three nearly hidden 
pools with some sunning rocks and at least two 
waterfalls. 

The crowd: You'll probably be the only one. 

Problems: Rocks tend to be quite slippery, 
cold water, lack of many landmarks on the trail, 
hot on the trail during the summer because ex- 
posed to the sun, water may be running strong 
near waterfalls. 


HUMBOLDT COUNTY 


91. GARBERVILLE 

NUDE BEACH 

This little riverside beach is just off Highway 
101, near the first exit into town. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Believed to be public proper- 
ty; exact status unknown. 

How to find it: From Mendocino, head north 
on Highway 1 to Garberville, past Rockport and 
Leggett (where 1 merges with Highway 101), 
or take 101 north all the way to Garberville. The 
road becomes a two-lane highway surrounded 
by stately redwoods. Take the first exit into Gar- 
berville. Turn left at the To San Francisco sign at 
the first major intersection in the city. Instead of 
taking the highway on-ramp, keep going 
straight. Turn right onto the first paved road. 
Park near the big pile of gravel. An easy path, 
free of poison oak, will lead you down to the 
south fork of the river. 

The beach: It’s your basic skinny-dipping 
hole, protected from the road by a hill. Bring 
thongs or old sneakers to wear in the river. 

The crowd: Even on the hottest days, you're 
likely to find only a few nude bathers. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, cold 
water, homes nearby (but site is hidden from 
the road), river rocks.

92. BAKER’S BEACH 


Baker's Beach is a popular clothing-optional 
cove 12 miles north of Arcata. Instead of sand, 
most of the beach is composed of sesame 
seed-—size pebbles. College students, singles, 
and families all enjoy the site. Popular activities 
include hunting for beach agates, Frisbee toss- 
ing, and tide pooling. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Owned by the Baker family, 
which tolerates nude use. 

How to find it: From Arcata, drive 12 miles 
north on Highway 101 and take the Westhaven 
exit to Scenic Drive. Follow Scenic north to a 
large, vine-covered residence sign and a rusted 
Private Property marker on the right (look for 
pulled-over cars). The quarter-mile-long beach 
path begins 20 yards beyond two mailboxes 
near the signs. 

The beach: Curved like a quarter moon, the 
beach is shielded by foliage and virtually hid- 
den from view. 

The crowd: “On the most crowded days 
there might be up to forty people spread out 
over the entire beach,” local resident Carl 
Gelden-Meyers says. Attendance is evenly di- 
vided between nude and suited users. 

Problems: Flies, rocks beneath the surf, 
fairly long and eroded trail, icy water, poison 
oak on the path, occasional fog and wind, 
gawkers.

93. COLLEGE 

COVE SOUTH 

“College Cove is one of the most popular 
places to go around here,” says Jessica, a stu- 


dent at Humboldt State University. Composed 
of two side-by-side coves separated by a small 
point, these Trinidad area beaches get both 
nude and suited visitors. “There are trails 
everywhere [on the cliffs], so the area is also 
good for hiking,” Jessica adds. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: State property. 

How to find it: From Eureka, take High- 
way 101 north to the turnoff for Trinidad. Stay 
on the turnoff until you come to the intersec- 
tion whose left branch goes to Trinidad. Turn 
right, onto Stage Coach Road, and follow it a 
quarter mile to a dirt parking lot on the left. 
It’s three-quarters of a mile north of Trinidad 
State Beach. If you pass Abalone Beach or 
Sea Cliff Camp, you've gone too far. To reach 
College Cove South, the traditionally nude 
beach, follow the trail that begins at the south 
end of the dirt lot. 

The beach: Expect about a quarter mile of 
sand. 

The crowd: Most are young singles, many of 
whom are students. Approximately half the visi- 
tors (there are usually about 50) go au naturel. 

Problems: Icy water, eroding trail, gawkers, 
fog. 


94. COLLEGE COVE NORTH 
Perhaps because it has an easier path than 
College Cove South, the north cove gets more 
suited visitors. Joggers, volleyball players, 
Continued on page 40 
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clothed users, and, on hot days, nudists can all 
be found here. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: State property. 

How to find it: Follow directions to College 
Cove South (see no. 93), but take the trail that 
starts at the north end of the dirt parking area. 
The path has steps. Or, at low tide, walk from 
College Cove South along the sand around the 
big rock between the two coves. At high tide, 
access is mostly cut off from the south by a 
rocky promontory. 

The beach: A little bigger than College Cove 
South, College Cove North is equally scenic. 

The crowd: Expect perhaps 75 users, of 
whom maybe 25 percent are nude on the 
warmest days, 

Problems: Cold water, fog. 


95. VAN DUZEN RIVER 

When Arcata is shrouded in fog, some nude 
sunbathers like to drive inland to a little, sun- 
drenched beach on the Van Duzen River. Bring 
water shoes or old shoes to wear in the river. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Take Highway 101 north to 
Highway 36. From Bridgeville drive down- 
stream to Goat Rock. 

The beach: The Van Duzen nude beach is a 
thin fork of sand along the river. 

The crowd: On a weekday you might be the 
only person here, and even on weekends, 
fewer than 15 people usually show up. 

Problems: Rocks in the river, directions 
could be improved. 


96. MAD RIVER 

When fog hangs over the North Coast, skinny- 
dippers take Highway 299 east to a veritable 
string of great swimming holes. “Twenty min- 
utes from the coast and all of a sudden, it’s 
summer,” Jessica, a student at Humboldt State 
University, says. “All my friends go there.” 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Take Highway 101 north 
through Arcata, then go east on Highway 299 
(two miles past Arcata) to the little town of Blue 
Lake. After crossing the Mad River — about 
seven miles from Arcata — take Fish Hatchery 
Road to the parking lot of the hatchery. Park 
there and cross the rocks between the lot and 
the riverbank. The main nude area is just above 
the hatchery, but other skinny-dippers try 
points both upstream and downstream. For the 
best site, wade across the river east of the 
hatchery, then walk along the north bank. Look 
for other users spread out to the east. You can 
also get there via West End Road. 

The beach: You'll find the water here 
warmer than at Baker's or College Coves. 

The crowd: Mad River is Humboldt’s third- 
most-popular nude beach. One visitor counted 
about 25 sunbathers. 

Problems: Rocks, long drive from the coast.

97.-98. MAPLE CREEK 


Two swimming holes near the village of Maple 
Creek and the nearby Salyer Rest Area, both off 
Highway 299, are given high marks by skinny- 
dippers. “Many tubers and rafters are in the 
water, but there are no problems from them 
that | have heard of,” says reader Donald, who 
stopped by these sites last summer. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Follow directions for Mad 
River (see no. 96) to Blue Lake. Access to 
Maple Creek, which consists of a few buildings, 
is via a small road that starts in Blue Lake. “It’s 
a little ways inland from Blue Lake,” Douglas 
Beck says. The same drive can also be made 
from Kneeland, which can be reached from Ar- 
cata. From Highway 101, find and then go up 
Fickle Hill Road to the Maple Creek exit. Take 
the exit down to where you see cars pulled off, 
then park and walk upstream past a clothed 
beach to the nude-swimming hole. 
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does at Limantour Beach. 


“Another nude beach is just east of the 
Salyer Rest Area entrance about one hundred 
yards on the opposite side of the road,” Donald 
says. “Turn down the gravel road to the parking 
area. A rocky, somewhat steep but good trail 
will bring you down to the river.” 

The beach: Depending on the season, the 
mixed sand and rock beaches are next to either 
anice cold stream or a small river. 

The crowd: You and a few other people 
may be the only ones here. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, better di- 
rections to Maple Creek needed, Salyer access 
road is gravel, long drive from coast. 


99. BOOGIE BAR 

Humboldt State University students and other 
fog-heads on the coast love to make weekend 
getaways to Boogie Bar, a great swimming hole 
on the Trinity River just west of the town of Wil- 
low Creek, Look for the sandy beach off High- 
way 299, between Arcata and Weaverville 

Rating; C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Take Highway 101 north to 
Eureka and Arcata. Pick up Highway 299 two 
miles north of Arcata and go east. Three miles 
west of the town of Willow Creek, cross the 
Trinity River Bridge and take an immediate 
right onto South Fork Road. About three miles 
down the road you'll see a huge meadow. and a 
junkyard, which are the last two landmarks you 
will see before the path to the beach. The only 
Clue to the path is the few cars you'll see pulled 
over on the side of the road a few miles beyond 
the junkyard, . 

The beach: A cozy cove sits along the south 
fork of the Trinity River. 

The crowd: On the warmest summer days 
perhaps two dozen visitors boogie by the bar. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, directions 
could be improved. 


100. ELSEWHERE NEAR 
WILLOW CREEK 

Where Highway 299 approaches and passes 
Willow Creek, other skinny-dipping holes dot 
the road. If you’re a first-timer, drive slow and 
look for the usual landmark for a hole: cars 
pulled over. “You just kind of drive along,” for- 
mer coastal resident Kie Relyea says. “There 
are some places where you can get off the 
road. You look for a trail, and if it feels OK, you 
take it down to the water. We just keep going 
until we find a deserted spot or a place that has 
somebody you feel OK with who may also be 
naked.” 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Take Highway 101 north to 
Eureka and Arcata. Pick up Highway 299 two 
miles north of Arcata. Continue east, looking for 
access to the river before and after the town of 
Willow Creek. Keep your eyes open for paths 
leading to the water. 

The beach: Sandy patches of riverbank lie 
next to invigorating swimming holes. 

The crowd: “When you get to the beach, 
you just take off your clothes,” Relyea says. 
“The locals don’t mind.” 

Problems: Eroded trails, lack of directions,

101. TISH TANG 

A mile-long swim hole that’s great for ca- 
noeists, tube riders, skinny-dippers, and fami- 
lies is what you get when you visit Tish Tang, 
east of Willow Creek near the Hoopa. You can 
drive from a nearby campground right onto the 
gravel and sand beach. Families and suited 
swimmers dominate a fairly noisy scene on 
weekends. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Property of the Hoopa Indian 
Reservation, whose residents have objected to 
skinny-dippers in the past. 

How to find it: Follow directions to Willow 
Creek (see no. 100), then drive north on High- 
way 96 to Howard Hoopa. “Highway 96 winds 
through a fantastic river canyon,” says Jerry 
White, of San Leandro. The road follows the 
river through the Hoopa Indian Reservation. 
Look for the Tish Tang campground. From it, 
drive onto the gravel beach, being careful to 
stay on the smoothest, most well-worn stones. 
You can also canoe to Tish Tang. A number of 
excellent campgrounds can be found along 96 
near the appropriately named town of Happy 
Camp. 

The beach: Except for Prayer Rock, which is 
more than 20 feet tall, Tish Tang is basically a 
nondescript beach that’s mostly gravel with 
some sand. 

The crowd: Weekenders include noisy fam- 
ilies, teens, and partyers, sometimes with 
boom boxes. Oldsters still journey here to try 
what the Hoopa Indians believed to be healing 
waters. Weekdays are the best times to come. 
The beach may have a broken beer bottle or 
two, so be careful where you walk. 

Problems: Noise, objections to nudity, bro- 
ken glass, gravel beach, area visible to passing 
water craft, fast currents after stormy seasons 
have caused drownings. 


| TRINITY COUNTY 
102. THE BEND 


East of Salyer, along a curve on the Trinity 
River, canoeists, skinny-dippers, and others 
hang out at a deep swim hole that goes by a 
half-dozen names, including the Bend. Because 
the current can run fast, swimming isn’t rec- 
ommended during high-water years. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: U.S. Forest Service land; 
rangers usually tolerate nudists. 

How to find it: The Bend is on a switchback 
of the Trinity River a few miles east of tiny Wil- 
low Creek and some eight miles past Boogie 
Bar (see no. 99). Follow Highway 101 to Eureka 
and Arcata. Pick up Highway 299 east two 
miles north of Arcata. Continue on 299 past. 
Willow Creek to a point exactly 2.5 miles east 
of Salyer. The road dips and rises, but it levels 
out as it comes through Salyer. Just before the 
highway starts ascending again, at the 2.5- 
mile point (which is also some 50 yards east of 
the tumout between Hawkins Bar and Salyer), 


NUDE 
BEACHES 


look for a dirt road on your left (as you face 
northeast) with a sign marked Dead End Road 
6N51. Follow the eroded, chuckhole-ridden 
road about a quarter mile, until you see other 
cars pulled over. Park as far away from the 
bushes as possible (most of them are poison 
oak) and follow the steep, quarter-mile trail to 
the beach, 

The beach: This little bar of sand is blessed 
with spectacular forest surroundings, a ring of 
cliffs, and warm weather. 

The crowd: On a hot weekend day expect 
as many as 50 people. “They tend to be high 
school kids,” Janet Mcintosh says. 

Problems: Fast water, limited sand, small 
beach, noise, chuckholes, poison oak near the 
parking lot and trail.

103. HELL GATE 

Anice, wide swimming hole used by families 
and, on quieter days, by skinny-dippers is on 
the south fork of the Trinity River, near Forest 
Glen. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Part of Hell Gate Campground 
in the Shasta-Trinity National Forest. In the 
past, the U.S. Forest Service has been tolerant 
of nudists. 

How to find it: From San Francisco, take In- 
terstate 5 north to Red Bluff, then follow High- 
way 36 west for 70 miles. Or from Bridgeville, 
follow Highway 36 east across the Mad River 
and go around 10 miles to Forest Glen. One 
mile east of Forest Glen, at the Hell Gate Camp- 
ground, turn right and take the campground 
road until you reach the end, about one mile. 
Park and walk up the river 500 yards to the 
beach. 

The beach: The riverbank beach is 50 yards 
long and 20 yards wide. 

The crowd: Hell Gate attracts a mix of nude 
and suited visitors. 

Problems: Noise, river cluttered with fami- 
lies on floats, some visitors find the location a 
bit remote. 


New listing! 
104. TODD RANCH 


Looking for a little solitude along the south fork 
of the Trinity River? Far from the reach of most 
paddlers, with only hawks and river otters as 
visitors, is a 250-foot-long swim hole that’s 
perfect for skinny-dipping. Be sure to wear a 
bathing suit or old clothes you don’t mind get- 
ting wet because access is by crossing the 
river and walking an easy, half-mile trail that is 
watery in spots. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown; believed to be part 
of Six Rivers National Forest, on U.S. Forest 
Service land. 

How to find it: Take Highway 299 east, past 
Willow Creek, to South Fork Road (U.S. Forest 
Service Road 447). Continue eight miles south 
to the Todd Ranch Access. From the parking 
area, head to the river (about 600 feet), cross it, 
and walk upstream 150 feet until you come to 
a long, flat area. Continue a quarter mile south 
until the flat part ends. Instead of using the 
pools here, swim, wade, or walk another 60 
feet to the bigger hole described above. 

The beach: You'll find a 50-foot-wide swim 
hole with several sandbars for sunning. 

The crowd: What crowd? Except for one or 
two passing paddlers, you're likely to be alone 
here. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, wet ac- 
cess, must cross river. 


LAKE COUNTY 
105. LOWER CACHE CREEK 


Want to try four skinny-dipping holes in one 
day? If so, then you'll like Highway 20. Heavy 
rains sometimes wash away what little sand is 
here. Another problem: police raids. Use these 
spots with caution. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown; may be California 
Department of Fish and Game, Federal Bureau 
of Land Management, or reservation land. 


How to find it: From Williams on Interstate 
5, take Highway 20 west toward Clear Lake for 
about 30 miles. Or from Clear Lake, follow 
Highway 53 to Highway 20, turn east toward 
Williams, and go about seven miles. At the 
Cache Creek Bridge (Lake County mile marker 
37.07), where Highway 20 crosses over the 
creek on a curve, look for the nude beach. Park 
in the lot on the west side of the bridge, then 
walk downstream to the nude area. 

The beach: “It's a great nude beach,” a 
reader says. “At first | was worried that people 
on the [nearby] bridge would be looking down, 
but that didn’t happen.” 

The crowd: Mostly nude on weekdays, 
Cache Creek is used by clothed families on 
weekends. 

Problems: Lack of good weekend use, 
proximity to the highway, uncertain legal sta- 
tus, and those rangers. 


106. UPPER 

CACHE CREEK 

The good thing about Upper Cache is that it's 
more secluded than Lower Cache. The bad 
news: it has more pebbles. To find this sunny 
retreat, walk a few minutes up the creek from 
Lower Cache until you see a bevy of bare- 
bottom bathers. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Private property posted with 
Do Not Trespass signs. 

How to find it: Follow the directions to 
Lower Cache Creek (see no. 105), but walk a 
little way upstream to the clothing-optional 
area. 

The beach: Less visible from the highway 
than Lower Cache Creek, Upper Cache also has 
less sand. 

The crowd: The crowd is similar to that of 
Lower Cache Creek, but Upper Cache gets 
fewer visitors. 

Problems: Lack of good weekend use, less 
sand than at Lower Cache, Do Not Trespass 
signs. 


107.-108. UPPER AND LOWER 
LONG VALLEY 

Just past the previous two sites are two more 
nude beaches. Look for them off Highway 20, 
then please send us your comments. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: Look for these cool, refresh- 
ing skinny-dipping holes two miles west of 
Cache Creek Bridge, near mile marker 34.94 
on Highway 20. The site is just east of New 
Long Valley Road. Park and walk upstream or 
downstream. 

The beach: One beach is out of sight from 
the road, just downstream from the point 
where the highway and the creek run side by 
side. Another beach is just a few sandy banks 
upstream from that point. 

The crowd: Both spots get little traffic, 

Problems: Directions could be improved, 
unknown legal status. 


Highly recommended! 


109. CRABTREE 

HOT SPRINGS 

Crabtree’s three unique pools — a hot one for 
night (bring a flashlight), a cool one for hot 
summer days, and a warm, tub-size hole — 
are a skinny-dipper’s delight. North of Clear 
Lake and available during the summer to all 
but the lowest clearance vehicles, this little- 
known treasure is on private land rimmed by 
national forest. 

Rating: A. 

Legal status: Private property surrounded 
by Mendocino National Forest, which is admin- 
istered by the tolerant rangers of the U.S. For- 
est Service. 

How to find it: Go north on Highway 101 
toward Clear Lake. Take Highway 10 along the 
east side of the lake. At Nice, go east on 
Bartlett Springs Road. In the town of Bartlett 
Springs, turn left onto Twin Valley Road (Road 
17N04) and follow the signs to Bea for .2 
miles. The fairly easy trail ends on a ridge

above the pools. Follow any of the footpaths 
you see that wind down the rocky hillside. 
Have a low passenger sedan or want to visit 
after wet weather? See last year’s guide for 
more directions. 

The beach: The big hot pool is ringed by a 
rock barrier. To reach the small hot spring, 
which is on a ledge, you have to do a little 
climbing; if you want to refill it, simply pull out 
the pool’s plug (actually a golf ball). 

The crowd: Between 5 and 12 people are 
usually in the pools. 

Problems: Rough road, increased litter, pool 
area so small it can feel crowded, poison oak. 


AMADOR COUNTY 
110. COMANCHE RESERVOIR 


Nudists in Lodi? Most visitors at popular Co- 
manche Reservoir wear swimsuits. But when a 
few skinny-dippers show up on weekdays, 
when crowds are thinner, the suited patrons 
don’t seem to put up a fuss, reports reader 
Frank, who likes to disrobe for quick, lunch- 
hour “tan tune-ups.” The best place to try is a 
spot just off Camper Cove and Rabbit Creek, 
on the north shore. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Comanche is operated by the 
East Bay Municipal Utility District. 

How to find it: Comanche is near Lodi, off 
the Mokelumne River. At the entrance gate to 
Comanche Reservoir Park, pick up a map. 
After entering, turn right at the first fork in the 
road. If you follow the road, staying to the right 
but not making any turns, you will reach a 
peninsula between Camper Cove and Rabbit 
Creek. To reach the beach, follow the path over 
a small hill. tt will bring you onto the peninsula 
and the nude beach. 

The beach: “It's a good one,” Frank says. 
“We've never had any problems here.” 

The crowd: Most users are suited, but they 
usually tolerate nudists when they appear. 

Problems: EBMUD charges a $6-a-car en- 
trance fee; most visitors are suited. 


111. CARSON HOT SPRING 

Do you like to go rafting? The east fork of the 
Carson River is the site of three delightful hot 
springs that can be reached via rafts from 
around May through July. Carson and the next 
two springs have been used by river-dippers 
for years. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of the Toiyabe National 
Forest. 

How to find it: The first set of springs is 
eight miles downstream from the usual start- 
ing point for rafts on Carson’s east fork. For 
more details, see Marjorie Gersh-Young’s well- 
researched Hot Springs and Hot Pools of the 
Southwest. 

The beach: There are three pools just to 
the right (east) of the river, including a six- to 
eight-person lower tub lined with a trap. The 
water here is warm (92 degrees), not hot. 
Some visitors like to camp next to the springs. 

The crowd: Both clad and unclad visitors 
frequent the hot spring. 

Problems: Hard to find without a guide, no 
services available, access limited to May 
through July. 


112. RIVER RUN HOT SPRINGS 
How hot do you like your soaking pool? Skin- 
ny-dippers who raft in to River Run can pick 
from some springs on a hill that sizzle at 110 
degrees or a cooler, easier-to-tolerate pool 
Closer to the river that’s only 100 degrees. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of the Toiyabe National 
Forest. 

How to find it: Follow the directions to Car- 
son Hot Spring (see no. 111). The site is about 
a half mile downstream. 

The beach: See above. The pool next to the 
river and an eight-foot-tall bluff is shallower 
than the small springs on the hill. 
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Fan favorite: Muir Beach's warm water and excellent sand attract many area 
visitors, such as Eden (left) and Mandy. 


The crowd: Same as at Carson Hot Spring. 
Problems: Pools on hill too hot for some 
users, hard to find without a guide, no services 
available (camping OK, has outhouse), access 

limited to May through July. 


113. SHOWERBATH SPRING 
This natural “hot shower” is just a mile down- 
stream from River Run Hot Springs. 

Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of the Toiyabe National 
Forest. 

How to’find it: Same as Carson Hot Spring. 
A mile downstream from River Run Hot 
Springs, look for a little turnout on the left 
(west) side of the river. Follow the stream that 
starts there about 500 yards up the canyon. 

The beach: The stream will lead you to a 
warm, spring-fed soaking pool atop a 20-foot- 
high bank. 

The crowd: It will probably be just you. 

Problems: Same as at Carson Hot Spring. 
The pool is somewhat slippery. 


PLACER COUNTY 


Improved directions! 
114. AMERICAN RIVER 


Highway 49 is the main route to a little cloth- 
ing-optional beach on the north side of the 
American River, in Auburn. Temperatures bake 
here in the summer, making the riverbank a 
tempting spot to disrobe. 

Rating: B. 

Legal status: Unknown. 

How to find it: From Sacramento, follow 
Interstate 80 northeast to the Elm Avenue exit 
in Auburn. Head east on Elm, then turn left 
onto High Street, which is at the first signal. 
Stay on High, which becomes Route 49, for 
about two miles, until it widens. Park on either 
side of the road; the spot is a half mile before 
the bridge over the American River. From the 
parking area, take the trail down toward the 
river until it comes to a wider dirt road. Cross 
over the dirt road and continue down the little 
path that begins there. 

The beach: The site is sandy, with some 
good rocks for sunbathing. 

The crowd: It’s mainly locals here, with a 
few travelers thrown in. 

Problems: Unknown legal status, threat of 
citations for nudity other than sunbathing or in 
response to complaints. 


115. FOLSOM LAKE 

Though Folsom Lake isn’t clothing-optional, on 
the warmest days some skinny-dippers use 
the public beaches. The most popular spot for 
nude sunbathing is just upstream from the 
Beeks Bight area of the lake. 


Rating: C. 

Legal status: Part of Folsom Lake State 
Recreation Area. 

How to find it: Take Interstate 80 to Ro- 


~ seville, then exit at Douglas Boulevard. Go east 


on Douglas. Get off at the Granite Bay entrance 
to Folsom Lake and go north, past Doton’s 
Point, to the Beeks Bight parking lot. Walk 
north for 15 minutes along the shore on the 
path near the water. If suited visitors are pre- 
sent, walk farther north until you find a better 
location. 

The beach: There are a number of sandy 
coves bordered by rocks. 

The crowd: Depending on when you visit, 
the crowd can be sparse or thick. 

Problems: Entrance fee, skinny-dippers 
usually outnumbered by clothed visitors, direc- 
tions could be improved. *

sported a Bubblegum Crisis T-shirt for true nerd cred. | put gel in my newly 
multicolored hair and stuffed my wallet with business cards to hand out to any- 
one who had that ineffable, seductive combination of superbraininess and total 
alienation that always turns me into a blushing, stammering dork.

By Paul Reidinger 


hen, occasionally, I indulge 

in fantasies of living in Eu- 

rope, I find myself settling 

on images of Crete: a clear 

white sun in a cloudless 
sky, high snowy mountains, uplands 
terraced with ancient vineyards and 
punctuated by the ruins of lost civi- 
lizations, small coastal cities full of 
Greek charm and modern Western 
amenities. One of those cities is 
called Heraklion, and through it 
runs a handsome, narrow lane 
named Dedalou, lined on either side 
with a profusion of boutiques and 
restaurants that would not seem out 
of place in Paris. 

Our own Chestnut Street is unro- 
mantically wider than Dedalou, but 
otherwise the Grecian illusion cast by 
Nikos Maheras’s new restaurant, 
Mezes, is fairly complete. The restau- 
rant is high and narrow, sleekly rustic, 
bustling yet friendly — really almost 
familial — in true Greek fashion. If 
you were sitting in a smart restaurant 
on Dedalou, the world would not 
look much different to you. 

Maheras has, in launching Mezes, 
corrected a few of the major flaws of 


Greek charm: Mezes co-owners Nikos and Maro Maheros (from left) share a

the previous occupant, American 
Bistro. That enterprise offered a nice 
wine bar and a good Cal-Med 
menu, but it charged too much (at 
least for three years ago), and its 
ambience was a little chilly. Mezes, 
by contrast, is all about yellow, from 
the bright awning over the front 
door to the sunny walls inside. It’s a 
therapeutic environment, and you 
can almost feel your skin begin to 
produce vitamin D in response to 
the rich quasi-solar stimulation. 

Mezes’ sharply lower prices, vis-a- 
vis its predecessor, aren't the result 
of any obscure magic or of noble 
sacrifice by ownership. The main 
thing is that portions are quite mod- 
est. Mezes, of course, are the Greek 
equivalent of tapas, and while dishes 
taken from the seafood and meat 
sections of the menu are more sub- 
stantial than typical tapas plates, 
they’re far smaller than what we 
think of as main courses. They also 
arrive bare, without the accompani- 
ment of potatoes or rice or some 
other form of the starch American 
diners are accustomed to. 

The answer to the starch question 


Without Reservations 


lies with the starters courses. These 
belong to the realm of the familiar, 
from the yogurt-cucumber spread 
tzatziki to cod-roe paté (taramosala- 
ta) to eggplant salad (melitzanosala- - 
ta). All are served with grilled pita 
bread, and all three, along with the 
grilled pita, are part of the pikilia 
platter ($11.95) — definitely the 
thing to order if you are hungry and 
you like Greek variety: Grilling, inci- 
dentally, turns pita bread from 
something good into something ir- 
resistible. 

We were slightly disappointed 
with kefalograviera saganaki 
($7.95), the flaming cheese that 
makes such a splendid (“Opa!”) 
table-side show. Mezes flames its 
version offstage, so that the bronzed 
panels of cheese, by the time they 
undramatically reach the table, are 
already cooling. But we took a 
strong shine to the horiatiki 
($7.95), the traditional Greek salad 
of tomato and cucumber slices, 
chunks of green bell pepper and red 
onion, olives, and feta cheese in an 
oregano vinaigrette. In fact, we fin- 
ished up a visit by having one for 
dessert. (More anon about dessert 
generally.) 

The kitchen gives a strong souvla- 
ki, or skewer, treatment to a variety 
of meats, from prawns ($9.95) 
grilled with a pungent marinade of 
lemon and herbs to chicken or pork 
($8.95) grilled with the same mari- 
nade, along with chunks of pepper 
and onion. The high heat and quick- 
ness of the grilling particularly suit 
the pork, which cooks through 
while retaining its tenderness and 
juiciness. (Backyard barbecuists, 
take note: this is an ideal, just slight- 
ly unexpected item to serve outside 
this summer.) 

Marinated grilled octopus ($9.95) 
proved that there is a difference be- 
tween calamari and squid. Calamari 
are a dainty jumble, while a plate of 
squid is not for those squeamish 
about big, fat tentacles, however ex- 
quisitely tender. That group — 
squeamish seekers of tenderness — 
will enjoy the grilled lamb chops 
($14.95) with lemon-oregano mari- 
nade, even if it is the most expensive 
thing on the menu. 

Dessert offerings, while limited 
(there are three), manage to be both 
distinctive and delicious. We partic- 
ularly liked ravani ($5.95), a semoli- 
na cake infused with lemon-sugar 
syrup to ensure moistness, and rizo- 
galo ($5.95), a tapioca-like rice pud- 
ding with — a twist of exotica — 
sour cherry sauce. 

Or, if that doesn’t suit, have an- 
other crack at the Greek salad. 
Everybody will understand. +

ust got back from a three-week visit to the other coast. Of all the big cities I 

visited on my cute little book tour, the only one I could even imagine ever 

living in was Pittsburgh. Washington’s weird, New York sucks (I know 

*cause only seven out of what, several million people came to my reading 

there, and one of those seven — Cousin Jay, my new favorite person — 
came all the way from Boston). And Boston, speaking of Boston ... well, Boston I 
could imagine living in, I just wouldn’t want to. It’s mean. I kept forgetting where 
I was and saying hi to people, some of whom looked at me like I was crazy. Oth- 
ers called the police. But, truth be told, a lot of people came to my reading there, 
and they laughed a lot, so, sure, why not: Boston and Pittsburgh. 

In Pittsburgh, I’m proud to announce, two copies of my book were bought by 
none other than the head of the Pitt Poetry Series, what’s-his-name, an older, 
austere-looking dude in a suit, who I’d assumed had wandered into the back 
room of Hemingway’s Cafe by accident, or at the very least on a dare. Even then, 
I wouldn’t’ve known who he was from Adam except that immediately after he 
shook my hand and walked off with his two books someone was tugging on my 
sleeve going, “Do you know who that was? Do you know who that was?!!” 

Damn! If ?'d’ve known, I’d’ve had him sign my books for me. 

So you see, in Pittsburgh (a great place to live, clearly) they treat their poets 
like hot shit instead of just shit, like in New York. But I know what you're think- 
ing. You're thinking, Danny Boy, are you really going to evaluate the livability 
and cultural appeal of American cities based on how many people came out to a 
bookstore or café there one night a couple weeks ago to hear you read? To which 
I respond: Hey, who said anything about cultural appeal? I’ve had it up to here 
with cultural appeal. San Francisco has cultural appeal (i.e. burritos); it’s just that 
no one who’s anyone, myself included, can afford to live here anymore. And 
someone out in the Sunset traded me three cheap restaurant ideas for some ad- 
vice on cheaper places to live. So, yeah, on the basis of how my recent readings 
went ... try Pittsburgh. (That’s in Pennsylvania.) It has the Heinz Ketchup factory, 
the Pitt Poetry Series, and some old friends of mine there pay a hundred-fifty a 
month for a whole house with a garden and a view. 

On the other hand: my mom’s only an hour and a half away, which probably 
won't affect you much, but I reckon I'll stick it out here, personally, until I ab- 
solutely positively unequivocably can’t take it for one minute longer. Thanks for 
the restaurant ideas! 

Doramon is a Thai noodle joint that also specializes in sushi. Now, I don’t 
know about you, but I don’t particularly want my sushi from a Thai noodle joint. 
That’s like going out for sushi in Pittsburgh. Here we’re lucky enough to have 
sushi places, or places that specialize in sushi exclushively. You’ve got Yum-Yum 
just a few blocks up the road, for example, so forget sushi. Go with the noodles. 

They have Thai-style soups and Japanese-style soups. I can live with that kind 
of diversity. Soup is soup. (Whereas sushi is raw fish!) They also have regular 
Thai dishes, like pad Thai and rad nah and guay tiew gai koor. Crawdad, for ex- 
ample, ordered pad ka prow pak, vegetables and tofu sautéed with garlic, chili 
peppers, and basil, served with a big pile of rice for $5.25. It was good, but it 
wasn’t enough food. I’d’ve been sad if I was her. 

As it was, I was me and I was happy. I had gyoza ramen soup ($5.95), gyoza 
being chopped prawn-matter pot stickers, and soup being soup: great rich 
brown broth with floating spinach, onions, carrots, and a whole big curly 
bunch of ramen, ramen being egg noodles. The pot stickers were fried first, so 
that the parts sticking out of the soup were crispy and browned, while the un- 
derbellies were sogged in broth. It was a nice combination of attributes, and the 
overall flavor of the soup was fantastic. And it was a big bowl. 

The Thai-style soups are even cheaper, at $3.95 a bowl. They've got 25 kinds of 
soup at Doramon. My advice is to stick with that section of the menu. The only 
other thing we got, the goong hom pha appetizer, was disappointing. It’s prawns 
wrapped in rice paper and fried, which sounds pretty good and is — but you only 
get five of them for $5.95. That’s a problem. 

The atmosphere is not. I love that there is no art at all on any of the high, 
track lighting—lit peach-painted walls. I love that. That’s so ... | don’t know ... 
Pittsburgh?

ondering the conundrum of pricing admission to his Finger Palace pro- 
ductions so that (a) people would value the show and (b) even a small 
turnout would cover the costs, my friend Woody Woodman came up with 


the idea of the $1,000 ticket. That way, any evening’s presentation could pay 


for itself (and a few spoils) if only one flush and foolhardy patron partook. 
As with many of Woody’s dreams, somebody stole it. In this case, it’s half the 
restaurants in the East Bay. OK, it just seems that way in the rash of $9 appetizers 
and $19 entrées that has spread through the dining establishment like the rumor 
of the can't-miss IPO. Paying $80 for a dinner for two (including tax and tip) 
used to be the exception rather than the rule. Now the law of the arugula jungle 
says “whatever the market will bear, and then some,” and one street-facing menu 
after another boasts “oven-roasted halibut with black sesame seed crust, spinach, 


homemade ravioli, bean-curd-tangerine fricassee and chardonnay sauce” for $18, 


or “oven-roasted loin of lamb wrapped with pancetta, mar chard de vin, zante 


current cinnamon couscous, with pommes a cidre aioli and tabbouleh” for $18.50. 


In this case, the street is College Avenue between the Rockridge BART station 
and Broadway. And those menu descriptions (along with seafood ravioli, New 
York steak au poivre, entrecéte marchand de vin, lamb chops la maréchale, and 
Sunday-brunch eggs Benedict, crabmeat hash, and apple French toast) come 
from La Creme de la Creme, a cozy restaurant-in-a-house that has held its own 
for 30 years, witnessing the ascendancy of Olivetto, Garibaldi’s, Obelisque, and

the Rockridge Bistro (as well as the rise and fall of Nava) in the immediate vicinity. 

Woody's axiom of socking the few seemed to be in force on a recent exception- 
ally warm Sunday night, when Robin and I made the last-minute decision to bite 
the budgetary bullet and take advantage of La Creme de la Creme’s rightfully her- 


alded al fresco dining. Garibaldi’s, a few doors down, was bustling, and 

Obelisque, across the street, looked moderately busy. But only one couple was 

dining indoors at La Creme (where about 32 can be seated), and only two other 

‘couples were enjoying the tree-sheltered backyard patio when we were shown to 
our table (one of about a dozen). Although the patio is squeezed in between 
buildings, the setting is charming, with tall trees keeping the urban environment 
at bay, understated lighting enhancing the intimacy, and redwood stained fences 
and lattices adding a slightly rustic touch. Our server was upbeat and present 
from the start, promptly bringing us water and a basket of plain French bread. 

But disappointment began to set in when, after studying the menu for several 

minutes, Robin tried to order the aforementioned halibut, only to be told it was 

| not available. | wrapped my anticipation around the medallion of pork tender- 

| loin with rosemary dauphine potatoes, Fiji apple chutney, and braised endive 
($16.95), and Robin settled for the portobello mushroom layered with eggplant, 
tomato, tofu, endive, and goat cheese ($14). “Settled” was the operative word, as 
the elaborate construction, drizzled with pesto oil and garnished with asparagus 
and a few potato chunks, succeeded more as an example of Byzantine edible ar- 


chitecture than a source of intriguing flavor. My pork, prepared like a thin, crust- 
ed cutlet, was presented in an equally complicated composition, resting on faintly 


herbed diced potatoes, layered with spicy apple slices, and buttressed by endive 
leaves. It yielded lots of flavors but required a fair amount of deconstructing to 
sort them out. 


We had both been happier with our appetizers: a warm goat cheese salad ($8), 
with the nut-crusted chévre positioned atop cubes of roasted beets and accompa- 


nied by Belgium endive, a small dab of roasted pepper confit, and a bundle of 
knife-trimmed romaine leaves; and a very mild but generously plump crab cake 
($9), also perched on roasted beets and, like the surrounding hearts of romaine 


leaves, drizzled with pesto and a citrus vinaigrette. The dessert we split, a flourless 


chocolate gateau ($5.50) was the winner of the evening, thanks to its pure fudgy 
intensity and the sticky scoop of rich pistachio gelato alongside. 
During a subsequent weekday lunch visit, the restaurant was again ghostlike 


inside, but 14 other diners were savoring the shadow-dappled sunshine out back. 


It was an idyllic scene, except for the increasingly manic demeanor of the server, 


who managed to smile and joke (“I’m all by my lonesome today ... | don’t need to 


jog for exercise ... | bet you thought I’d never come back”) as she finally brought 
water and (slightly stale) bread (but forgot the butter) 10 minutes after I sat 
down, and took 12 minutes to bring a cup of black coffee at meal’s end. I'd had 
my heart set on the salmon ($12.95), but guess what? So I followed her recom- 
mendation of the coquilles St. Jacques en brochettes ($14.95) and enjoyed in- 
dulging in the firm butter-drenched tiger prawns (three) and jumbo scallops 
(two), but | could have done without the four or five faded and overcooked as- 
paragus spears stowed away among a half dozen fresh and crisp ones. 


Maybe I seek too much perfection. On the other hand, maybe if the prices had 


been higher, as they actually are at the neighborhood’s upscale competitors, I 
would have found it. Go ask Alice, or Woody. **

aturday’s ‘Crawfish Massacre 2: 
The Spawning’ is more proof that 
San Franciscans can’t even throw 
an afternoon barbecue without 
intense planning and a well- 
defined theme. Party organizer Eric 
Gutoski had 160 pounds of crawfish 
flown in from Baton Rouge for the sec- 
ond annual event, and when we walk 
out to the sunny back porch of Il Pirata, 
Gutoski and friends are tending to cafe- 
teria-size cauldrons of the unfortunate 
creatures and dumping the grub (corn, 
potatoes, collards, red beans and rice) 
straight onto a picnic table. Some craw- 
fish fall over the side and immediately 
to the floor — dying in vain, as it were. 

Guests unfamiliar with the complex 
anatomy of the “bugs of the sea” re- 
ceive instructions from pros on how to 
eat them — dear god, brain sucking? — 
and the beer flows like the Mississippi 
River. Some grab plates full of the crit- 
ters; others opt to place themselves be- 
tween table and trash can and go to 
town. I refrain, remarking that not 
only are crawfish swamp-bottom feed- 
ers but they also look like miniature 
versions of those aliens in Starship 
Troopers. A scream of feedback, and 
Gutoski reveals a bullhorn: “Let the 
crawfish gaming begin!” 

What? Apparently, those at the 
“Crawfish Massacre II: The Spawning” 
(which one guest insists on referring to 
as “The Enshuckening,” and himself as 
“The Enshuckinator”) are expected to 
play with their food before it’s cooked: 
A small homemade fighting ring in the 
corner with 13 arched, numbered door- 
ways becomes the center of attention as 
Gutoski collects dollar bills and hawks, 
via bullhorn, for more. Bet on a num- 
ber, and if one of the crawfish currently 
trapped under a bowl in the center gets 
to your doorway first, you win. The 
odds are five to one. The poster above 
the crawfish coliseum reads, “The crus- 
tacean that would be captive. The cap- 
tive that would be contestant. The con- 
testant that would be victor. The victor 
that would be DINNER.” 

The bowl is lifted, and a good two 
dozen stunned crawdads rear back 
dazedly. Some limp around on broken 
legs; some shoot off backward and 
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crash into their competitors; others 
who seemingly know their eventual fate 
just sit there. The crowd cheers like 
gangsters at a dogfight. I don’t know 
whether to laugh or cry. 

After most of the tiny gladiators 
have fought and been cooked, one 
cruel soul places a remaining live craw- 
dad on the massive pile of its boiled 
crustacean brethren, and I swear, if I’ve 
never seen a look of sheer terror cross 
a shellfish’s face before, I have now. 
Another upstart hands my companion 
a grip of about 20 crawdads and dares 
her to eat them in under two minutes. 
She deftly negotiates the pile one- 
handed, at the end simply shoving 
them in her mouth one by one, 
chomping down a couple times, and 
moving on to the next. After six hours 
of gluttony and crustacean gaming, 
Gutoski hands each of his guests a 
bulging grocery bag of crawfish, which 
some in our party choose to distribute 
to unwitting tourists along the Embar- 
cadero, feed to some birds, or test for 
flushability in the bathrooms of the 


Fort Mason Center, where the Battle- 
Bots competition is under way. 

We enter the event the back way and 
through the “pit,” a room almost as 
large as the competing area where robot 
builders and pit crews spread out their 
tools and tend to their machines in be- 
tween bouts. Camera crews and kids 
bustle around and between scientists 
and tinkerers determinedly hunched 
over their creations, and the organic, 
thick smell of oil and metal is strong 
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Shall we play a game? A bulletproof BattleBot rolls up to the killing fields.

and comforting. BattleBots, a trade- 
marked competition initially started in 
Long Beach last year and modeled after 
similar competitions in Europe, pits 
homemade robots against one another 
in four weight divisions. Sadly, at none 
of the events are bets taken, nor are the 
robots boiled and eaten afterward. 
Founded by robot fanatics Trey Roski 
(son of L.A. real estate and sports mag- 
nate Edward Roski Jr.) and his cousin 
Greg Munson, BattleBots has been 
packaged, marketed, and sold to Come- 
dy Central, as immediately becomes ap- 
parent when we walk into the brightly 
lit arena. A 48-by-48-foot, American 
Gladiators-style, bulletproof glassed-in 
cage wheezes and spews and slams omi- 
nously: it’s lined with spikes, pneumatic 
sledgehammers in the corners, and cir- 


cular saw blades and hydraulic plat- 
forms that raise and lower at random 
on the floor. Weird fake-cyber—Mad 
Max rodeo clowns dressed in camo 
gear, partial armor, hair paint, and silly 
sunglasses dance around and ham it up 
with one another in between bouts, 
crowbars in hand. A camera boom 
swishes threateningly close above our 
heads. Innocuously tough generic 
music blares. Announcers and referees 
and camera crews banter with the in- 


ventors at random, but none of it is am- 
plified for the paying audience, only for 
television viewers. Event employees 
hand out signs for the pretty girls in the 
crowd to hold up (“Comedy Central 
kicks ‘Bot!”). It’s all very contrived — 
“Robot Wars was dorkier, and more fal- 
lible, and real,” a friend says — and ina 
town that’s home to both the Seemen 
and Survival Research Laboratories, 
BattleBots feels way more like a mall 
than the thrift store it might oughta. 
Nevertheless, at the end of the day, see- 
ing robots beat the shit out of one an- 
other can’t be anything but a good time. 

The lightweights come out first, and 
the announcer guy introduces them like 
an MC ata boxing match would, 
screaming out the robots’ weights and 
some smack-talking rhymes, putting 
more syllables in the machines’ names 
than a drunk Southern belle would. A 
good number of the contraptions look 
like low-lying metal boxes with wheels, 
though some incorporate more rene- 
gade designs (gerbil with switchblade, 
walking spider, spiked deathship with 
flags, ladybug, pyramid, shrubbery with 
retractable flower, etc.). The robots’ 
weaponry ranges from forklift-style 
flippers to rotating saw blades, drill bits, 
helicopter-wing batterers, and pecking 
metal spikes. The whistle is blown, and 
the robots square off in pairs. Once the 
loser becomes incapacitated, the crowd 
hoots accordingly (“Two men enter! 
One man leaves!” we joke), and they 
break for a commercial or something. 
These are the preliminaries — the big 
guns come out tomorrow — so we opt 
to bail and go hang out in a friend’s hot 
tub. (Life imitates food.) 

Sunday’s competition gets even more 
WWF than the day before: in the final 
rounds the first lightweight loser is so 
badly annihilated that its designers 
must collect it from the floor with a 
plastic bag. The crowd cheers a bit too 
joyously — and melodramatically: one 
shifty-eyed dude in front of us, who 
came alone, is silent until the cameras 
are on him, at which point he jumps up 
and down, screams hysterically, and 
throws money at the crowd in the 
bleachers behind him. Another shirt- 
less, standing, sunglassed-at-night lu- 
natic keeps scratching himself and 
showing crack. “CrewBots” throw 
BattleBots T-shirts into the mob. 

The robots themselves, battle- 
scarred from Saturday’s prelims, 
square off for world championships in 
each division. Then, Armageddon: all 
machines left standing compete in 
their weight category's Robot Rumble. 
The automatons are paraded around 
the ring by their owners and then 
locked in to fend for themselves in 
what can only be described as a booby- 
trapped robot demolition derby. 
Sparks, wheels, and bits of metal and 
glass fly; tires go flat; robots die; and 
during the hard-core super- 
heavyweight division’s battle royal, 
some of the pecking machines even 
threaten to take out the bulletproof 
barrier on the upswing. One hasn’t 
lived until one has seen 18 300- or 
400-pound machines all try to kill one 
another at once. Metal, noise, and de- 
struction ... We barely civilized millen- 
nium kids may be inching back toward 
Greco-Roman bloodlust, but at least, 
so far, we only take it out on shellfish 
and machinery. *

Revenge is sweet 


The S.F. Int’l Lesbian and Gay Film Festival bashes back. By Dennis Harvey 


aturday Night Live made one of 

its fairly rare forays into sapphic 

subject matter a few weeks back 

when several beered-up frat boys 

made a magical wish to see two 
real-live lesbos “in action” for their 
voyeuristic tool-polishing pleasure. In- 
stead of the anticipated dreamchix 
bumping implants like they do on the 
Spice Channel, what materialized was 
an instant “hard-off”: two middle-aged 
women with graying mullets displaying 
ordinary LTR affection. The horror, the 
horror. Squirming, begging that their 
wish be ungranted, the boys went from 
stud posturing to wuss-out in five sec- 
onds flat. 

It’s a conundrum whose time is run- 
ning out: Even as increasingly main- 
stream media forums such as The Man 
Show and WCW Monday Nitro milk the 
babe-on-babe concept, every day that 
wet dream gets another wake-up call. 

Someday, sometime soon, the last 
woo-hoo and yeah-mama will be 
heard. Like Negro lawn jockeys or Con- 
federate flags, pretendbians as objects of 
straight desire will become too shame- 
ful for public display, too much an ad- 
mission that I’m with Stupid. It'll be so 
sweet. Imagine the junior high school 
parking lot conversation: Duh, bro, you 
wanna watch two girls but think homos 
are weird? As they say on South Park, 
that is so gay. y 

One way stereotypes and misappro- 
priations die is by being anointed as 
kitsch. With that in mind, the 24th San 
Francisco International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival is licking the hand 
that bit us: this year’s schedule boasts a 
seven-film (plus one lecture—clip show) 
celebration of “Killer Lesbians.” Just 
think: eight years ago we protested 


Basic Instinct; now it’s playing the Cas- 
tro, and we'll be loving (as well as hiss- 
ing) every minute. Bitter irony or sub- 
version? Both, natch — if you can make 
one generalization about the lesbian/ 
gay/bi/transgender community, it’s that 
our means of protest have always been 
more layered (not to mention more 
fun) than other folks. 

There’s plenty of nonperverse plea- 
sure to be had throughout the next 11 
days, from opening-night feature Punks 
— one West Hollywood dramedy that 
pointedly doesn’t think “positive gay 
images” only come in white — through 
encounters with rural American Indian 
romance (Big Eden, Johnnie Greyeyes), 
bicurious Canadian sawmill strikers 
(Full Blast), gay youth fleeing the hin- 
terlands for that fabled gay mecca, Bei- 
jing (Men and Women), Quebecois girl- 
friends (Julie and Me), Samoan trans- 
genders (Paradise Bent), a sapphically 
insatiable Mariel Hemingway (Sex 
Monster), and true-life queers with kids 
(Our House, That’s a Family) — plus, 
gold-plated divas Margaret Cho (I’m 
the One That I Want), Nina Hagen 
(Punk + Glory), and Siegfried and Roy 
(saying size does matter via 3-D Imax 
featurette The Magic Box). There are 
plenty of tasty-looking local features 
(Desi’s Looking for a New Girl, Eban and 
Charley, Gypsy Boys, How to Fuck in 
High Heels), a whole ‘nother roster of 
gay-themed Spanish titles, and mini- 
retrospectives honoring veteran S.F. ex- 
perimentalist Barbara Hammer and ris- 
ing French polysexual-surrealist 
Francois Ozon. 

So many themes, so little time. But 
if one running thread can be traced in 
this year’s program, it’s payback: 
queers going medieval on ya, no 


longer content with being acknowl- 
edged, “tolerated,” or even proffered a 
better-late-than-never Place at the 
Table. Homophobia has traditionally 
been Subject A (or at least a subtext) 
for gay cinema since its beginnings. 
What's notable about some of the cur- 
rent fest’s most interesting titles is that 
they sport a new attitude, one that re- 
jects victimhood, pleading, and make- 
nice. They bash back. 


Who decided the Charles Bronson 
School of Justice was for breeders 
only? S.E. Gay Fest 2000’s hottest ticket 
may well be Queer as Folk 2, a 90- 
minute finis to the infamously U.S. 
broadcast-—resistant U.K. miniseries 
that goes out flaming — albeit like a 
car afire (literally) rather than a red 
feather boa. Its Manchester bad boys 
don’t do that much drugging, tricking, 


and club hopping this time out; they’re 
too busy making sure every perceived 
homophobic push gets returned with a 
full-body shove. One might suspect 
creator Russell T. Davies is overreact- 
ing a wee bit to QAF’s loved-and- 
loathed reception at home. (Gee, did 
he think the Tories would just chuckle 
along to a show that opened with a 30- 
year-old disco slut’s slapstick deflower- 
ing of a 15-year-old?) Reckless glee be- 
comes celebratory sociopathy in this 
wrap-up, as incorrigible cutie Stuart 
says Gay Is Good with a vengeance: 
weddings are disrupted, parents and 
grandkids lip-lashed, luxury vehicles 
torched, rednecks enlightened at gun- 
point. I’m not sure this is progress, 
even as fantasy. Like famous fellow 
crank Larry Kramer’s novel Faggots 25 
years ago, QAF2 may look like radical 
critique, but it smells like the grinding 
of one successful yet inconsolably bit- 
ter man’s personal axe. Memo to 
Davies: So get a therapist. 

Working out those anger issues more 
intelligently is Urbania, a Sundance 
buzz-magnet that at first teases us by 
framing The Case of the Bashed Gay- 
Basher as another “urban legend,” one 
of those cautionary tall tales repeated 
ad infinitum at parties, credible only 
after DUI-level inebriation has been 
reached. Then it slowly zeroes in on a 
story too discomfiting, too emotionally 
specific to be dismissed as folklore. Just 
what is Charley (Dan Futterman) up to 
this uneasy summer night, insinuating 
himself into strangers’ company, then 
baiting each one? Is he psychotic, 
masochistic, a trickster, just tricking? As 
the possibility of violence turns into a 
solemn vow, Urbania provides no easy 
release; it knows that demanding “an 
eye for an eye” never really soothes the 
deepest pains. 

On a less earnest note, the “Killer 
Lesbians” sidebar — and esteemed col- 
league B. Ruby Rich’s That’s Dyke- 
sploitation!—styled overview June 16 — 
provides a nostalgic yet cutting-edge 
chance to grab the trad male gaze by 
the horns and make it say uncle. Or 
thank you, slave mistress, as the case 
may be. In recent years Hollywood has 
made some amazing if ever-so-cautious 
strides forward. Still, decades of nega- 
tive mainstream imagery leave an im- 
print that won't be erased overnight. 

But like fine cheese, “killer dyke” 
films improve with age. (They also 
grow easier to stomach, Pepto Bis- 
mol’d by our current wealth of gay- 
positive media images.) Umpteen “les- 
bian vampire” flicks from Dracula’s 
Daughter to The Hunger, and all 
sleazier points between, now look 
Playboy Gothic in the nicest way — as 
kitschily Eurotrash as a Serge Gains- 
bourg soundtrack. Agony-of-the- 
outcast dramas like The Children’s 
Hour or Sister George still quease, be- 
cause their silliness condescends to 
real-world pain. But quintessential 
one-hand director Russ Meyer’s drive- 
in campsterpiece Faster, Pussycat! Kill! 
Kill!, released unnoticed in 1965, puts 
the felines on top. Malevolent, horny, 
far more interested in each other than 
in wringing various weak men dry, 


these cartoon hellcats are a hetero fan- 
tasy in happy extremis: Meyer so 
adores “strong women” that they beat 
even their own objectification into 
worship. Thirty years later, the Wa- 
chowski brothers’ Bound would per- 
form a similar switcheroo, letting sexy, 
amoral bad girls Gina Gershon and 
Jennifer Tilly be our partners rather 
than suspects in “unnatural” crime. 

More problematic are those films 

whose titillative content stays locked in 
a hostile voyeur’s gaze. Sharon Stone's 
Catherine Tramell in Basic Instinct is 
the ultimate reactionary other — 
predatory, beautiful, aggressive (like a 
man!), remorseless, “twisted,” hell-bent 
on getting granitelike Michael 
Douglas’s balls in a vise for sheer sport. 
The bitch! y 

Eight years that feel like a million 
later, Instinct may well have become the 
ripest fromage, its “classy” packaging 
now a perfect plush-velour surface for 
Stone, Jeanne Tripplehorn, and Co. to 
do their undulating Venus-flytrap acro- 
batics on. Stone’s performance always 
seemed more in-joke than the film (or 
its righteous detractors) knew what to 
do with. Now we know what to do with 
both: seize, laugh, and say, “Mine.” 

Basic Instinct proved both commer- 
cial zenith and death knell for the 
witches-with-switchblades subgenre. 
For once, shame outbid profit; future 
“erotic thrillers” would refocus their 
bad taste‘in safer, less picket-worthy 
directions. (If Hollywood toed a new 
line, Hong Kong felt no such com- 
punction: check out the fest’s revival of 
Naked Killer, a same-year Instinct 
knockoff that’s fast, cheap, and way 
out of control.) 

Ah, they don’t make ’em like they 
used to. Oops, they do: incongruous as 
a lambada contest at Wigstock, the 
glossy new Canadian howler Mercy 
(“based on the shocking best-seller!”) 
offers Ellen Barkin as Michael Douglas 
in heels, a homicide dick (ahem) infil- 
trating an upscale ring of Dior-clad wil- 
lowy housewives who play tie-up games 
whenever hubby’s away. “Aren’t you just 
a little bit ... curious?” smirks lipstick- 
lespot Peta Wilson (TV's La Femme 
Nikita), backing Barkin up against a 
deluxe kitchen counter. Meanwhile, Ju- 
lian Sands’s creepy shrink sleeps with 
his female patients and dons Ed Wood— 
style drag. Why ask why? These people 
are freaks! 

If you can get past its gory gross- 
ness (did I forget to mention there’s a 
serial killer on the loose?), Mercy is 
psycho-babbling insta-camp as giddy 
as it is objectionable. What were they 
thinking? In 1992 Basic Instinct reaped 
about $400 million worldwide, but it 
helped destroy that world, too. In A.D. 
2000 the equally posh-looking, trash- 
talking Mercy will be lucky if a few frat 
boys notice it moldering on the shelf 
at Blockbuster. Of course, Mercy will 
also tempt lots of real, live, cosmeti- 
cally unaltered lesbians — who, con- 
trary to popular belief, now appreci- 
ate/appropriate a good “lesbian joke” 
as much as anyone. Revenge, like 
most fantasies, can stretch to fit all 
sizes and preferences. %

Francois Ozon brings colder-than-death love back 
to life. By Johnny Ray Huston 


ough this fest has no shortage of 
inclusive and exclusive labels, let’s, 
for the sake of arch, oppositional 
convenience, coin another: homo- 
Euro. This ID tag calls to mind 
some notorious male masters: Almod6- 
var, Fassbinder, and (less notorious but 
just as worthy) André Téchiné, to name 
just three. But homo-Euro cinema seems 
to be at a crisis point; to put it less dra- 
matically, its refined gay sensibility is de- 
caying — degaying. Almodé6var’s recent 
All about My Mother is squeezably soft. 
CinemaScope painter Téchiné, still 
awaiting U.S. release of his last film, is 
going digital with his next. And Fass- 
binder’s colder-than-death body of work 
can only be revived — or so it seems. 

In recent years, France’s Fran¢ois 
Ozon has been a frustrating homo-Euro 
heir apparent. His early short works dis- 
play a keen, if shallow, eye for beauty: a 
typical example, 1996’s “A Summer's 
Dress” (“Ozon Shorts”), offers 15 min- 
utes of frothy diva worship — a bleach- 
blond muscle queen miming to Sheila’s 
“Bang Bang” — and youthful try-sexual- 
ity. The fickle feat of a bad boy, Ozon’s 
first feature, Sitcom (1998), outdoes 
American Beauty in terms of glib subur- 
ban subversion. In satirizing TV situa- 
tion comedies, Ozon picks an all too easy 


target and wholly misfires; next to its 
most obvious influences — Almodévar, 
Bufiuel, and John Waters — Sitcom’s di- 
minished shock value is naively cynical. 
However, with his two newest films, 
both showing at this year’s fest, 32-year- 
old Ozon looks ready to ascend the 
homo-Euro throne. The lesser of the pair, 
1999’s Criminal Lovers, is a nasty triumph 
of style over content. Drunk on Rimbaud, 
spoiled milk-white Alice (Natacha Reg- 
hier) concocts a rape story to convince 
impotent boyfriend Luc (Jeremie Renier) 
to help her murder Arabic classmate Said 
(Salim Kechiouche). But after burying the 
body in the woods, the honeymooning 
gun-crazy killers find themselves nature- 
bound: trapped like rabbits by a cabin- 
dwelling ogre (Miki Manojlovic) who 
likes his girls “dry” and his boys “plump” 
—a polite way of saying he likes his girls 
locked without food in a cellar and his 
boys tied to a bedpost, face down, ass up. 
Ozon’s screenplay is as mythomaniacal 
as Alice. His reckless sensationalism 
mixes true-crime story and grim fairy 
tale, noir pulp and poetic horror: Psycho’s 
spooky taxidermy, Tout va bien’s garish 
supermarkets, and Night of the Hunter’s 
fate-motored boat rides (and cutesy for- 
est critters) are all part of the dreamscape. 
Though almost unrecognizable from his 


of style over content. 


debut in the Dardennes’ La Promesse, Re- 
nier is still sullen and subject to punish- 
ment. In contrast, costar Regnier’s smile 
usually gives way to a smirk or a snarl, a 
personal conflicted tic — first showcased 
in Dreamlife of Angels — that she exag- 
gerates to psychopathic affect. 

The power struggles — between 
young and old, male and female, inno- 
cence and experience — of Ozon’s first 
two full-length films are realized with 
sublime economy in his third, perhaps 
because his audacity is leashed by anoth- 
er, superior writer: Rainer Werner Fass- 
binder. Adapted from a play by a teenage 
Fassbinder, Water Drops has a veteran 
whore’s wisdom. The plot is divided into 
four acts. In the first, aging Leopold 
(Bernard Giraudeau) lures teen Franz 
(Malik Zidi) into his mirrored bedroom. 
In the second, the pair become a bicker- 
ing couple. In the third, Franz’s girl- 
friend Anna (Chloe/Jodie hybrid Ludi-

vine Sagnier) tries to rescue a housewife- 
ish Franz from domestic enslavement. In 
the fourth, Leopold’s ex, Vera (Anna 
Thompson), arrives, tailed by tragedy. 
Confined to an apartment, Water 
Drops has reached sublime status by act 2, 
where Ozon and editor Lawrence 
Bawedin give Leopold and Franz’s pissy 
snits a distinct, deceptively light rhythm. 
Just as Fassbinder focuses on the stories 
that lovers tell each other and themselves, 
Ozon — juxtaposing Franz’s red hair and 
Leopold’s white shag carpeting — focuses 
on the way they present themselves and 
their surroundings. Franz’s briefs shift 
through a series of pastels, Vera's cigarettes 
are almost always all ash. The fourplay is 
relentlessly caged by mirrors, doors, and 
windows: Fassbinder’s cruelly compas- 
sionate detachment is always apparent. 
But the musicality of Water Drops is (with 
alittle help from Verdi and Francoise 
Hardy) the heir apparent’s own. “ 


(S)pain relief 


Spanish gay/lesbian films offer a break 
from the happy ending. By B. Ruby Rich 


onceived by guest curator Al- 
berto Calero Lugo as an 
homage to Pedro Almodévar’s 
Oscar triumph, the festival’s 
sidebar “Gay Images in Spanish 
Film” is notable for its un- 
Almodévar- like tone. No camp in 
sight. Instead the films are distinctly 
mainstream products. Though they’re 
comfortable confronting messy emo- 
tions and less-than-picture-perfect 
gayness, they present something quite 
different from Almodévar’s queer aes- 
thetic, These directors seem to be 
imagining a world (and a market) 
where straight and queer viewers hap- 
pily turn out together for films that 
mix up their characters’ sexuality. 
Marta and Surroundings, for in- 
stance, is a roundelay that has a lot in 
common with a U.S. film such as 
Relax... Ii’s Just Sex, except that the 
ratio of straight to gay is inverted in 
favor of the former. The heterosexual 
characters dominate, but interestingly 
enough it’s a gay character who ends 
up providing a touch of romance in a 
world of deception and philandering. 


Deception is the theme of Verbal 
Attacks, a wordy little exercise that 
probably works better without subti- 
tles. It lines up a series of confronta- 
tional dialogues like billiard shots 
ending in a punch line. Some are very 
queer, some not at all. The last and 
queerest is the finale that lands a re- 
turning tourist in the bathtub with 
the Cuban prostitute for whom she’s 
been pining for two years. Or has she? 

For boys in search of visual plea- 
sures, Second Skin delivers, showing 
off the beautiful, frequently naked 
bodies of two of Spain’s biggest mar- 
quee names, sex symbols Javier Bara- 
dem and Jordi Molla, who toss and 
tumble in utterly convincing heat as 
Diego, the gay doctor, and Alberto, 
the tormented married man. 

At least we won't have to put up 
with night after night of happy end- 
ings. One of the best-realized and 
most fascinating in the lineup is The 
Sea. It screams Spanish culture, with 
its wrenching fusion of the trauma 
caused by the Spanish Civil War and 
the trauma caused by homosexual im-

pulses in a Catholic body. Three child- 
hood friends meet again in a tubercu- 
losis sanitarium, where one of the 
young men is gravely ill, the other is 
just arriving, and the girl, now a nun, 
is nursing the patients. Some reunion. 
For a lighter, happier story, there’s 
the new generation, at least as pic- 
tured in Krdmpack, Cesc Gay’s bid 
for the Beautiful Thing mantle. The 
boyish leads are enticing, and the 
summertime coming-of-age story 
feels fresh and unforced. The story, 
set in a seaside resort in the present, 
updates the foibles of adolescent sex- 
uality with a wry but compassionate 
eye. The girls aren’t stupid, the boys 
aren't so clever, and the older-man 


was never so sympathetic. Reported- 
ly, the jack-off scenes shocked the 
critics at the Cannes screening last 
month — but that’s an easy task, 
given the rabid heterosexuality that 
prevails on the Croisette. 

Male passion and pain dominate 
the offerings, including, at best guess, 
those not available for preview. But 
what of girlish desire, so woefully 
served by most of these films? Ah, for 
that, there’s a short in the “Doors Cut 
Down” program. “Bargain Lingerie” is 
an ode to girls with a taste for big 
breasts. Maybe it doesn’t deliver on its 
sexual promise, but the heroine's 
misty adulation of triple-E pulchri- 
tude couldn't ask for a better setup.

What seems like digressive, mug- 
punctuated stand-up banter is really an 
emotionally honest, well-structured tale of 
cultural tragedy and cheer-inducing tri- 
umph.

Nuyorican Dream Amid too many excel- 
lent documentaries at Sundance this Janu- 
ary, Laurie Collyer’s remarkable feature 
didn’t get much attention. Invited by her 
friend Robert Torres to track his Puerto 
Rican family’s high drama over several 
years’ course, she emerges with a portrait 
that’s as engaging as it is often harrowing. 
Robert is the eldest of five Brooklyn chil- 
dren, born to a long-suffering émigré moth- 
er. He’s the one who “got out,” graduating 
high school and college, moving to Manhat- 
tan, finding stable friends (if no life partner 
yet) in the gay scene, doing meaningful if 
exhausting work as a progressive school 
administrator. But for his siblings, every step 
forward brings five steps back. Brother 
Danny, just paroled from Riker’s Island, 
proves haplessly unable to resist the 
street's lure of drugs and theft; two sisters 
have their own revolving-door relationships 
with crack and heroin. Meanwhile, their in- 
fant offspring are abandoned one by one to 
Grandma's care. All the Torreses are charis- 
matic, even as they open their wounds for 
us to see, which makes their saga all the 
more inspiring and devastating a critique of 
the “American dream” so few can realize.

101 Rent Boys \f a more humanizing 
portrait of prostitution has ever been made, 
it’s definitely never been made this enter- 
taining. The team that set the ugly story of 
Michael Alig’s blood feast to happy techno 
beats in Party Monster (1998) and offered a 
Sundance audience a sympathetic retelling 
of the story of Job from within the mega- 
Christian mascary Eyes of Tammy Faye this 
year (it also plays this festival) lends the 
same combination of sympathetic 
voyeurism and danceability to this taut trip 
through the lives of street hustlers and 
high-end “escorts.” Visiting the expected 
topics in quick intertitled chapters — inti- 
macy, drugs, and the weirdest tricks of all 
time — the Barbato-Bailey continuum still 
manages to tease out just how examined, if

Paragraph 175 One expects highly pol- 
ished, intelligently felt treatments of serious 
themes from veteran local documentarians 
Rob Epstein and Jeffrey Friedman (The Cel- 
luloid Closet, Where Are We? Common 
Threads). Still, this agonized yet lyrical fea- 
ture surpasses even their lofty prior stan- 
dards. Tracking down nearly all (1 among 
12 refused to participate) survivors of gay 
persecution under the Third Reich, the film- 
makers intercut their testimonies — 
wrenching, sometimes funny, highly dra- 
matic, surprisingly diverse — with archival 
footage tracing Germany's progress from 
the wide-open Weimar era to Nazi “degen- 
erate” roundups and concentration camps. 
Narrated by Rupert Everett, the film man- 
ages to balance oft-grueling personal sto- 
fies with a soothing (if melancholy) poeti- 
cism; it refuses to let historic horror and 
tragedy erase the social-sexual freedoms 
tasted just beforehand.

Punks The characters in this frothy, cul- 
turally groundbreaking tale of urban con- 
temporary boys are no Sex Pistols fans.

With smooth-soul film 
and record producer Babyface behind him, 
director Patrik-lan Polk tells the tale of four 
young, middle-class gay African American 
and Latino guys waiting to exhale in West 
Hollywood.

Other films include 
James Diamond’s “The Man from Venus,” a

John Singleton gives you the Shaft. By Chuck Stephens 


o close to the bone he was that 

Isaac Hayes draped himself in 

chains to grind out the organ 

chunks of fog-thick funk that 

heralded his arrival. So fine and 
firm he was that 42nd Street parted 
like a sea of grindhouse scum to give 
him berth; so fit of flesh that white 
worlds and white devils drew their 
shades and tucked their tails. Flesh 
upon flesh, he was; tender as leather, 
skin within skin. 

Shaft. John Shaft. The original John 
Shaft, that is: Richard Roundtree’s 
Shaft. Can you dig it? Then dig this: in 
director John Singleton’s big-budget 
excavation of Gordon Parks Sr.’s mo- 
mentous Shaft — the 1971 ultra-noir 
that started it all — times have defi- 
nitely changed. 

Who’s the black private dick that’s a 
sex machine with all the chicks? Who 
indeed? The very billboards that thrust 
him upon us, this Shaft 2000, this 
NewShaft — Samuel L. Jackson, loom- 
ing forward with glower and glue-on 
goatee, his head a glistening orb — de- 
mand our inquiry. “Any Questions?” 
this ad campaign bellows. Just one: if 
he’s truly “Still the Man,” then how 
come NewShaft doesn’t get laid? 

That’s right, in Singleton’s Shaft, the 
cat who won’t cop out ... does cop out. 
With a withering vengeance he cops 
out. With a shriveling, dithering, do- 
nothing disregard for his fans and ad- 
mirers, women and men. 

“He was the first equal opportunity 
lover,” John Singleton once told inter- 
viewers for Miramax/Hyperion Books’ 
gloriously illustrated 1998 study of 
“the Black Film Explosion,” What It Is 
... What It Was! “White filmmakers 
tend to make Black characters, at least 
Black men, look so weak. It’s like they 
take their balls and crush them. Shaft 
inspired me to have really strong, 
Black male characters in my work.” 

Tell it like it is, John. Or better 
still, as the song commands, “Shut 
yo’ mouth.” You ain’t talkin’ about 
NewShaft. 

It’s true, though, that Roundtree’s 
original Shaft was an equal opportuni- 
ty lover, bedding women black and 
white, and even suggesting something 
might lie beyond ... or behind. Watch 
the original today and you just might 
find a deeply arresting humanity in the 
scene where Shaft takes over for a gay 
white bartender in a Greenwich Village 
dive. The bartender tips Shaft to the 
interest of an amply proportioned fe- 
male patron, and Shaft shows his ap- 
preciation by letting the bartender cop 
a feel of his ass. None of that prepos- 
terous homophobic paranoia here; 
none of that garbage like Denzel 
Washington’s oft-repeated admoni- 
tion to Will Smith, just before Six 
Degrees of Separation, that if Smith 
allowed a white man to kiss him on- 


screen, his career would end right 
there. Roundtree’s Shaft just gracious- 
ly accepts the butt-tweak, gives the 
bartender a grin, and gets back to has- 
sling The Man. 

Can you even begin to imagine 
Samuel L. Jackson letting a white guy 
grab his ass — let alone giving him a 
consenting grin? 

As NewShaft, Jackson’s character 
purports to be the nephew to 
Roundtree’s “Uncle John,” who’s now 
a well-to-do security analyst. New- 
Shaft, much to Uncle John’s dismay, is 
a cop, a fed-up cop who fellow officers 
decry as unable to “pick a color, black 
or blue” — African American, or Offi- 
cer of the Law. Let a white cop —a 
“cracker,” as NewShaft calls him — 
refer to a black suspect as “cornbread” 
and fur begins to fly. Let a white guy 
murder a black guy, which is this 
Shaft’s plot hinge, and NewShaft’s all 
about committing felony aggravated 
assault against the guy, in public, with 
dozens of witnesses looking on and 
nary a lawsuit in sight. 

That white guy, the murderer, is 
Christian Bale, still slathered in Ameri- 
can Psycho skin gels and hair foams. 
He is, we’re meant to believe, a billion- 
aire’s scion who flies on private jets but 
can’t, when he really needs it, scrape 
together a quick 40 grand. He prefers 
to party at a Manhattan nightspot 
where black-faced lawn jockeys are 
lined up proudly behind the bar. One 
night a black guy enters the club, in the 
company of three white folks, and 
right away Bale is busting his chops: 
“They don’t serve no forties in here, 
brother. No chronic, either.” Black guy 
cuts a napkin into a KKK hood and 
drapes it over Bale’s head. Bale follows 
the guy outside and brains him with a 
metal pole. ae 

NewShaft pulls the case and, as he 
sure isn’t pulling any tail — despite the 
wet black flesh of the film’s credit se- 
quence teaser — he’s on the scene 
within minutes of the crime. 

About that credit sequence: it’s a 
stunner, and an insult. Beneath a 
bomb-dropping new rendition of 
Isaac Hayes’s Oscar-winning theme, a 
black couple grapple and groan, 
raunch-house blue and neon red, here 
a nipple, there a ripple, and all of it 
tight in MPAA honcho and family- 
values champ Jack Valenti’s face. It’s 
slick, it’s sizzling, and it portends a 
fortified feast of black passion not 
seen since that profoundly overex- 
tended sex scene back in Superfly’s 
bathtub. Thing is, though, it’s not 
Jackson and one of his squeezes in 
Shafts opening montage; it’s just a 
coupling couple of no fixed identity, 
for whom the film has no further use. 
When Roundtree’s Shaft had a love 
jones, he got himself a fix and made 
sofa cushions shiny with the onscreen 
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pneumaticism of his big, blistering 
score. When cops asked him where 
he’d been, he'd tell them, straight-up: 
“T just got laid.” 

When Roundtree makes an appear- 
ance in Shaft 2000 — relaxing up in 
Harlem alongside Parks in a newly re- 
furbished Lenox Lounge — he still 
manages to leave with an entourage: 
two women, black and white. New- 
Shaft, who goes home alone, gets a 
hugely expensive Armani wardrobe of 
specially designed leather drape- 
coats and a $500 Nokia portable; 
he also gets time to bitch about a 
white police chief's expensive 
new lakeside home, somewhere 
in a gated community far, far 
away: Samuel L. Jackson’s got a 
light saber and an MTV Movie 
Awards-trumpeted fight scene in 
the next installment of Star Wars; 
NewShaft’s got a few boring 
moves that John Singleton 
copped from the wrong episodes 
of Starsky and Hutch. 

“This isn’t a political movie,” 
Boyz in the Hood and Poetic Jus- 
tice director Singleton, who never 
before failed to mistake simple- 
minded politics for a blunt in- 
strument, tells the press. “It’s a 
Saturday night action movie.” 

A Saturday night special is 
more like it — loaded and unre- 
liable and ready to go off in 
somebody’s face. Jackson and 
Singleton have complained that 
the screenplay they were handed, 
which was written by Richard 
Price (who wrote the novel be- 
hind, and the screenplay for, 
Spike Lee’s Clockers), was inau- 
thentic, too white. (“I told John 
straight-up that I refuse to say 
that white man’s lines,” Jackson 
recently told a reporter from the 
Calgary Sun.) Singleton claims he 
struggled to make the screenplay 
better; now it’s full of characters 
who say things like “Word up” 
and “Back in the day” and call 
each other “Dog.” Blacker is what 
it must be now, black enough 
that Jackson feels comfortable re- 
cycling white man Quentin 
Tarantino’s line about how 
something or other “is some re- 
pugnant shit.” 

Sure enough is: Shaft 2000 is a 
shameless, reckless celebration of vigi- 
lantism. NewShaft quits the police 
force, sends his badge spinning like a 
ninja star into a wall beside a judge’s 
head —a fairly serious federal offense, 
yet again neither arrest nor litigation 
ensues — and exits the film in unau- 
thorized pursuit of a wife beater. 
Along the way, NewShaft inspires oth- 
ers to take the law into their own 
hands too — something the film’s 
consequence-less climax wholly en- 


dorses — yet the cops on the force still 
love him, even if he is the surliest Dirty 
Harry in town. 

This shit is upside-down, and 
nothing that Singleton — who likes 
to tell reporters that big-budget ac- 
tion movies today are “all white- 
bread” — or his team has to say 
manages to lighten the load. “You 
have to remember,” Shaft 2000's cos- 
tume designer, Ruth Carter, tells this 
month’s Premiere magazine, “before

Shaft, it was all Superfly and blax- 
ploitation.” Yeah, we remember, just 
like we remember the year of the 
original Shaft, 1971, following the 
year of Superfly, 1972. 

We also remember that Gordon 
Parks Sr. was a composer and respect- 
ed photojournalist for Life before he 
started making movies and that the 
Shaft he and Roundtree developed _ 
from white novelist-scenarist Ernest 
Tidyman’s character was a powerful 
and sexy, if sexist, African American 
role model. John Singleton graduated 


from USC’s film school and, by his 
own admission, was sitting in a Co- 
lumbia Studios writer’s bungalow five 
months later, a swiftly salaried man. 
Roundtree fought hard to maintain his 
iconographic status, even to the point 
where it sometimes precluded a more 
diversified career; today he continues 
to command respect, speaking out 
from his Web site — theoriginalshaft 
.com — about his experience battling 
breast cancer. Samuel L. Jackson’s 


made something like 70 movies, but 
he’s back to his roots in what he used 
to call “Kill Whitey” theater with this 
disaster. Maybe that’s just what you 
get when a guy like John Singleton 
starts worrying about keeping your 
balls inflated: a gust of hot air. 

Truth is, you'd be better off letting 
somebody — anybody — grab your 


ass.

Emma Donoghue’s Kissing the Witch moves from book to stage.

t least since Bruno Bettelheim, 
it’s been difficult to view fairy 
tales as anything other than 
parables of consciousness and 
identity. Everyone from Angela 
Carter to Stephen Sondheim has taken 
a revisionist crack at the classic tales, 
and they’ve become a particular fa- 
vorite of feminist writers seeking to re- 
claim or question paradigms of female 
behavior. Emma Donoghue’s 1997 
novel Kissing the Witch was a notable 
foray into the genre, and Donoghue 
has adapted five stories from her book 
into a stage version, now making its 
premiere at the Magic Theatre. 

Three women (Emily Ackerman, 
Cambron Williamson, and Margaret 
Schenck) and a man (Mark Phillips) 
collectively tell us stories of girls be- 
coming women. Although the skele- 
tons of everything from “Beauty and 
the Beast” to “The Goose Girl” are 
clearly visible, these tales are much less 
interested in women’s relationships 
with charming princes than in those 
they have with one another. The re- 
viled, mysterious witch becomes a fig- 
ure of female wisdom and strength, a 
teacher, a challenger, and a lover. While 
the women’s interactions are often far 
from benevolent, the men’s contribu- 
tions are downright grim, ranging 
from oppressive opportunism to bru- 
tal lechery. 

But Donoghue’s real targets, often 
pursued with great imagination and 
humor, are the social mechanisms by 
which women are denied power. By 
making sharp alterations to the stories 
we know, particularly when it comes to 
“happily ever after,’ Donoghue explic- 
itly addresses struggles of class and 
gender within a universal narrative 
framework. Bettelheim claimed the 
psychological value of fairy tales had 
been diminished over time by the 
overlay of facile morals, but while Kiss- 
ing the Witch has its prescriptive mo- 
ments, Donoghue never loses sight of 
the stories’ poetic sorcery. The crys- 
talline language of her novel translates 
beautifully to the stage, crafting a 
music of transformation that tran- 
scends easy encomiums. 

Donoghue hasn’t quite solved the 
problem of how to fully dramatize 
these tales; the stories still tend toward 
the presentational and peter out as 
they feed into each other. But she gets 
a great deal of help from the superb 
cast and from Kent Nicholson's expert 
direction, which conjures clear-eyed 
enchantment with J.B. Wilson's be- 
witching multilevel set and David 
Molina’s richly atmospheric music 
and sound design. While their inten- 
tions are clearly worlds apart, it’s in- 
triguing that Kissing the Witch opened 
here the same night as Disney’s Beauty 
and the Beast. Both are a testament to 
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the resilience of these stories, but 
Donoghue reminds us that a fairy 
tale’s worth lies in its unsettling ques- 
tions, not in its supposedly simple an- 
swers. If you're looking for real magic, 
try Kissing the Witch.

Funny ‘Circle’ 

It’s been two years since British come- 
dian Eddie Izzard triumphed here at 
the Cable Car Theatre, where his Dress 
to Kill, now an HBO staple, was taped. 
Eddie was back last week for an all too 
brief four-night run, now in posher 
digs, at the Curran Theatre. The title, 
Circle, alludes to a cyclical concept that 
surfaced only fitfully in Izzard’s ever 
evolving act, but who needs structure 
when you can spend a hilarious two 
hours with one of the funniest men on 
the planet? 

On opening night Izzard started 
slowly, taking the measure of his 
enormous, shrieking audience. But 
he also seemed comfortable launch- 
ing into wild improvisational bits 
displaying his unique surrealistic 
brilliance, notably in scenes with a 
helium-inflated cow becoming a lat- 
ter-day Hindenberg and an armed 
chimpanzee facing off against Charl- 
ton Heston. As in Dress to Kill, reli- 


By mid show Izzard was cooking, 
fending off a tedious heckler with style 
and issuing a call for a “pissed” 
Olympics featuring mandatorily stoned 
competitors. Izzard’s much-touted 
transvestism has never raised so much 
as a plucked eyebrow in San Francisco, 
and other than some lipstick, eyeliner, 
and a few casual jokes, the blokely 
turned-out Izzard seldom raised the 
subject. While I didn’t quite reach the 
same state of blissful hilarity as during 
his previous appearance here, I can 
imagine few people besides Izzard who 
could draw protracted laughter from 
Venn diagrams. But more than that, Iz- 
zard draws a circle of rich mutual affec- 
tion around himself and an audience, 
one that could easily have stoked four 
months here, not just four nights. **

na fantastic article in last week’s 
[een Eric Boehlert attacks critics’ 

vacuous embrace of misogynist mon- 
ster Eminem. It’s strange to think — 
now that journalists like those Boehlert 
writes of are tripping over one another 
in the race to see who can be the most 
fashionably unshockable — how out- 
raged the guardians of culture were just 
a few years ago by Sinéad O’Connor. 

O’Connor, of course, never gleefully 
boasted about rape and murder. Her 
targets were more sacred than 
women’s lives: she earned the world’s 
outrage by dissing the pope, the na- 
tional anthem, and the Grammy 
Awards. After she refused to have the 
“Star Spangled Banner” played at one 
of her shows, Frank Sinatra said he'd 
“kick her ass if she were a guy.” When 
she tore up John Paul II’s picture on 
Saturday Night Live, the same publica- 
tions that are now running glowing re- 
views of The Marshall Mathers LP went 
all Bill Bennett on her. 

The vitriol directed at O'Connor 
was always bizarrely out of proportion 
to her alleged offenses. After all, the 
year she was execrated for ripping up 
the papist glossy was the same year the 
media collectively yawned over 
Madonna’s Sex book. See, it wasn’t 
O’Connor’s blasphemy that truly 
prickled her detractors; it was her 
earnestness, the audacity of her desire 
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to make a difference. Transgression, as 
artists like Madonna, Marilyn Man- 
son, and Eminem have shown us, is 
fine with the media as long as it’s pack- 
aged with a coy insider’s wink. 

What’s not OK is fumbling, un- 
trendy passion — especially from a 
woman. That’s why musicians from 
Yoko Ono to O’Connor to Courtney 
Love to Fiona Apple get slammed 
every time they try to bust through the 
media’s veneer of bland tolerance and 
expose themselves as people instead of 
celebrities. Remember Apple’s awk- 
ward but honest MTV Video Awards 
speech, the one where she said, “This 
world is bullshit, and you shouldn’t 
model your life about what you think 
we think is cool and what we're wear- 
ing and what we’re saying and every- 
thing”? How is it that that’s received 
more opprobrium than the femicide 
fantasies of Eminem and his ilk? Sim- 
ple: Apple’s act just wasn’t cool. 

Lack of coolness has been O’Con- 
nor’s cardinal sin ever since her novel- 
ty as a shorn succubus wore off, and 
thus she’s been consistently underrat- 
ed. Following her numerous publicity 
crises, 1994’s Universal Mother was 
largely (and unfairly) dismissed. After 
that, she seemed to disappear in a 
whirl of rumors about nervous break- 
downs and suicide attempts. 

That’s why Faith and Courage is 
such an apt title for O’Connor’s 
breathtaking new record. It must have

taken supernatural amounts of both 
for O’Connor to persevere this far, to 
not let public scorn chasten her cre- 
ative impulse. 

While O’Connor’s debut, The Lion 
and the Cobra, was the Amazonian ~ 
shriek of a girl confronting trial by fire, 
Faith and Courage is all burnished em- 
pathy and hard-won peace, and her 
most stylistically innovative, rhythmi- 
cally rich record ever. While O'Connor 
can still wring a listener’s heart (espe- 
cially on the luminescent “The Healing 
Room” and the soul ballad “Jealous”), 
what’s most delightful about Faith and 
Courage is how, for the first time, 
O'Connor truly seems to enjoy herself. 
The exhilarating “Dancing Lessons,” 
which metamorphoses from a reggae 
groove into a sweet-tart power pop 
chorus, is about O’Connor’s early am- 
bitions, and it’s full of the tingling, 
giddy hopes of a girl on her way up. 
Her voice caresses the words “Get sexy 
underneath them lights/Like | wanna 
fuck every man in sight.” It’s not the 
horniness itself that’s so refreshing, but 
the sense that O’Connor is finally revel- 
ing in her achievements. In fact, listen- 
ing to the delirious refrain, “I’m gonna 
bea singer in a rock and roll band/ I’m 
gonna change everything I can,” one is 
tempted to grin over just how much 
impact O’Connor has had. I say tempt- 
ed, because you only have to think of 
Eminem to realize that for women in 
pop, much is the same as it ever was. ** 


Imagine that 


n my way to work I tend toward 
| mediated — having some 

tune playing on my Walkman ora 
book in my hand. Like many people, I 
get bored with my surroundings in the 
morning and want to get my mind off 
the fact that I’m facing another day on 
the job. So I try to immerse myself in 
something, in order to escape, to bring 
myself a taste of utopia. 

Lately, I’ve explored some rugged 
paradise during my walk ’n’ BART 
commute. In my hand I’ve had 
Graham Lock’s recent and startling 
book Blutopia: Visions of the Future 
and Revisions of the Past in the Work of 
Sun Ra, Duke Ellington, and Anthony 
Braxton. Music by the aforementioned 
composers seeped through my head- 
phones while I sucked in Lock’s takes 
on these artists. 

Lock — who titled his book after an 
early Ellington tune — posits the three 
jazz masters as creators of “imagined 
spaces,” mindscapes for African Amer- 
icans that are ideologically woven with 
notions of both historical injustice and 
the sense of “black mythology, black 
history and black metaphysics.” 

He scrutinizes Ra, Blutopia’s astro- 
naut, as few have. He links the Chicago 
bandleader’s self-reinvention as space- 
age maestro with African America’s 
radical post-Emancipation identity 
change. Further, he finds aspects of 


own 


Ra’s transformative (and Egyptologi- 
cal) Astro Black Mythology in Baptist 
conversion practices of ex-slaves, Na- 
tion of Islam texts, and the works of 
writers Richard Wright and (freakily 
enough) Ray Bradbury. With Ra’s 
“Planet Earth” rumbling in my ears, I 
read about Ra’s tripping up early-cen- 
tury racist dehumanization by claim- 
ing himself part of “the Angel race.” 

Lock posits Ellington as Blutopia’s 
historian, whose eyes were fixed on 
both paradox and glory. He recounts 
Duke’s career moves from his partici- 
pation in “jungle music” revues during 
the Cotton Club days on into the cre- 
ation of his ambitious 1943 work 
Black, Brown and Beige. | recommend 
running the gutsy and broad 1958 
recording of BBéB and the inspired 
vocal suite My People through your 
synapses while reading about Elling- 
ton’s desire to (in his words) present 
“an authentic record of my race writ- 
ten by a member of it.” 

The abstract Braxton — Blutopia’s 
alchemist — rounds out the book. 
After dedicating an entire chapter to 
Critics’ refusal to accept Braxton’s 
unique sonic environments beyond 
the strictures of “jazz” and “serious 
music,” Lock opens out the compos- 
er’s “sound-maps of the meta-real” as 
works that extract elements from 
(among other things) jazz and West- 
ern musical tradition, geography, 
geometry, Egyptian hieroglyphics, and

Braxton’s marvelous sense of humor. 
After years of fearing Braxton’s com- 
plex oeuvre, I was able to experience a 
piece like the wandering, 50-minute 
Composition 165 while reading about 
Braxton’s notion to evolve the tradi- 
tion of black creative music into what 
Lock calls “a dance between the mo- 
ment and the stars. 

When he traces the “imagined 
spaces” back to transcendent aspects of 
the spirituals tradition, Lock implies 
that Blutopia has continued to mani- 
fest itself in such examples as George 
Clinton’s Mothership scenarios, Afrika 
Bambaataa’s cybotronic Zulu Nation, 
and the Broun Fellinis’ ever evolving 
tepublic of Boohaabia. 

Looking forward, it struck me that 
Blutopia’s newest light might be elec- 
tronic music maven Carl Craig. His 
Innerzone Orchestra’s multifaceted 
1999 album, Progranimed, brought 
Lock’s theories into perspective as it 
breezed past techno’s dance floor or- 
thodoxy into an “other” space. Craig’s 
lineup for last month’s free Detroit 
Electronic Music Festival — which in- 
cluded the Roots, DJ Spooky, and 
Richie Hawtin — drew a million folks. 

I was one of many folks that wanted 
to but couldn’t make it there. But that 
was all right. Lock’s brilliant Blutopian 
chronicles and the accompanying 
soundtrack have cranked out a festival 
in my dome these past two weeks, and 
I'm more than thankful. +

“This hip hop shit / It’s getting stupid 
again / These niggers gun-toting, 
fightin’ / Getting ruthless again,” DJ 
Quik raps on “U Ain’t Fresh,” from 
this, his fifth LP, and though he won't 
come right out and say it, we all know 
he’s taking a subtle swipe at Dr. Dre 
and his I’m-still-a-hard-nigga attitude. 
Cuz while Dre’s been hollerin’ at us to 
not forget about him (and filing silly 
lawsuits and unleashing a psychotic, 
gun-toting white boy onto the world), 
fellow West Coast gangstaffiliate (and 
former Compton Piru Blood) Quik’s 
kept his nose relatively clean, shunning 
the thug life and, for the most part, 
preaching positivity. In doing so, he’s 
managed to become one helluva musi- 
cian (he produced, wrote, and played 
the instruments on most of the tracks 
here). With Balance and Options, he’s 
put out one of the most introspective, 
transformative, and moving albums to 
emerge from the west side in years. 
“Well, that’s my life, y’all. The mes- 
sage is in the music. I hope you get it,” 
Quik says in the record’s closing 
“Outro.” It’s a statement that makes 
perfect sense after listening to the nu- 
ance, dexterity, and grace that perme- 
ates his flow on the souped-up P- 
Funk-style, party-over-here grooves. “I 
Don’t Wanna Party wit U” finds the 
MC on the top of his game — he’s a 
man at peace with his past, telling us, 


Sonny Rollins 


The Freelance Years: The 
Complete Riverside and 
Contemporary Recordings 
(Riverside/Fantasy) 


There’s no doubt that Sonny Rollins is 
the great postbop tenor sax player. His 
powerful presence and musical intelli- 
gence has dominated the field for al- 
most half a century, although his 
recordings, from the ’60s and beyond, 
are uneven and frustrating. Fantasy 
has issued its second Rollins box; the 
first, Sonny Rollins on Prestige, covers 
his apprentice period from 1953 to 
1956. The Freelance Years brings to- 
gether his work from 1956 to 1958, 
showing Rollins coming into full com- 
mand of his distinctive voice. 

This material is unrivaled, starting 
with the Brilliant Corners sessions 
with Thelonious Monk (playing celesta 
on “Panonica”). There is incomparably 
satisfying work, with Ray Brown and 


“You don’t have to feel the same 

pain / That put a nigga like me on the 
main frame,” while dissing the gang 
life with sardonic humor: “You need 
to put some lotion on / Cuz the skin is 
peeling off those bullet wounds on 
your back.” 

And excuse the local bias, but the 
best tracks up on here are definitely 
those on which Oaktown’s in the 
house: Digital Underground’s Shock 
G and Money B bring their trade- 
mark exuberance to the blissful 
bounce of “Do Whutchu Want,” 
while Raphael Saadiq croons the 
hook on the redemptive “Well” (on 
which, by the way, the South Central 
Philharmonic Orchestra throws 
down). We get it Quik, and we’re 
with it.

Belle and Sebastian 


Fold Your Hands Child, You Walk 
like a Peasant (Matador/Jeepster) 
Belle and Sebastian’s 1996 If You're 
Feeling Sinister was a quiet folk-pop 
masterpiece, the guileless sort people 
just assumed had gone extinct. Sincere, 
perverse, feverishly lucid, and painfully 
beautiful — it was an awakening, a 
Brigadoon peaking through the indie 
rock vapors. While 1998’s Boy with the 
Arab Strap didn’t match its predecessor 
for vision or vigor, its ghostly sweet, 
impressionistic quality worked on the 
emotions like cinéma vérité. 

On this new disc, lead singer Stuart 
Murdock reaches for a standard of 
tunefulness he’s hinted at before, 
weaving intricate, mathematical 
melodies into the fabric of his ultra- 
narrative songs. Ridiculously fetching 
jewels like “The Model,” “Woman’s 
Realm,” and “There’s Too Much 
Love” could have appeared on Carole 
King’s Tapestry or Bowie’s Honky 
Dory. On “Chalet Line” he pulls off the 


most convincing sexual reversal in het- . 


ero-male history with the lines “He 
raped me in the chalet line / It was a 
party it was going fine / With the boys 


Shelly Manne on such unexpect- 
ed tunes as “I'm an Old Cow- 
hand” and “Wagon Wheels,” and 
with pianist Sonny Clark, Paul 
Chambers, and Roy Haynes on 
“Toot, Toot, Tootsie,” “Just in 
Time,” and “The Last Time | Saw 
Paris.” He’s on Abbey Lincoln's 
first date in 1957, with drummer 
Max Roach, and, more impor- 
tantly, on the 1958 Freedom 
Suite, a trio performance with 
bassist Oscar Pettiford and — 
Roach. The last session features pie 
anist Hampton Hawes, guitarist Bar- 
ney Kessel, bassist Leroy Vinnegar, 
and Manne on drums. Again, the tunes 
chosen bounce off a familiar Gehenna 
of cornball classics like “Rock-a-bye 
Your Baby with a Dixie Melody,” “You,” 
“lve Found a New Baby,” and “In the 
Chapel in the Moonlight.” Add to all 
this an excellent and attentive booklet 
by Zan Stewart and you've got an es- 
sential collection. (David Meltzer) 
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from the amusement park / A few 
were idiots it was a really good laugh.” 
The eight-piece ensemble play 
brighter and tidier than ever, and 
Murdock takes full advantage of their 
talents by slyly pawning off songwrit- 
ing duties. Guitarist Stevie Jackson 
chips in with the folk-rollicking “The 
Wrong Girl”; cellist Isobel Campbell 
adds the winsome and watery “Beyond 
the Sunrise”; and violinist Sarah Mar- 
tin offers her sleek, glistening “Waiting 
for the Moon to Rise.” More buoyant, 
though not quite as seaworthy as its 
predecessors, Fold Your Hands proves 
there’s still remarkable stuff in those 
Scottish reservoirs. (Adam Savetsky) 


The Golden Ann Trio 


Why the Sea Is Salt (Loveletter 
Recordings/Shamrock) 

For anyone who associates Austin with 
blues at Antone’s, Jimmie Dale 
Gilmore at the Continental Club, and 
ribs at the Salt Lick, the music of the 
Golden Arm Trio just doesn’t fit the 
reassuringly rootsy stereotypes. On 
some tracks of Why the Sea Is Salt, this 
enigmatic band’s second CD, the 
Tosca String Quartet drones darkly 
through beautiful and melancholy 
themes. On others, ensembles of saxo- 
phone, violin, vibes, acoustic bass, 
drums, and organ, or sax, clarinets, 
piano, bass, drums, and triangle gener- 
ate sci-fi echoes of Joe Meek and dash 
through jaunty melodies worthy of 
Raymond Scott. Some are pared down 
to duos between mastermind compos- 
er-keyboardist-drummer Graham 
Reynolds and violinist Bruce Colson 
or saxophonist Thad Scott, or 
Reynolds fiddling with a misbehaving 
organ or multitracking himself on 
piano, drums, and percussion. 

The Golden Arm Trio is mercurial, 
cinematic, and, indeed, not a trio at all 
but a musical chameleon reacting to 
the whims of Reynolds, whose occa- 
sionally Zappa-esque musical vision 
refuses confinement in any single in- 
strumental alignment. That, and the 
under-two-minutes brevity of many of 
these 19 pieces, could have made Why 
the Sea Is Salt a fragmented and disori- 
enting listening experience. Sometimes 
it is the latter, but what good is music 
that doesn’t take you to strange places? 
Certain motifs — from the GAT score 
for The Battleship Potemkin or its Re- 
flex collaboration with the Ariel Dance 
Theater — do recur, but the album’s 
surprising coherence comes more 
from an unspecific but luminescent 
musical intelligence that smoothes the 
jump cuts from a tumbling piano- 
and-percussion improvisation to a 
brooding chamber string work to a 
jaunty tuba-sax-drums quartet. If 
there’s a Texan quality, it’s just the size 
of Reynolds’s imagination. The Golden 
Arm Trio plays Wed/14, 6 p.1., Amoe- 
ba Music, 1855 Haight, S.F. Free.

: | on’t set yourself to fall in love,” the voice sung, “with those things 
you do.” The lilting, melancholy words beckoned me to rise from 
the chair that was propped against a wall and wander toward the DJ 
booth — not to dance but to stare, transfixed.

bolically passing the Native Tongue torch to the Detroit trio. To be sure, 
Slum Village’s beats — and Jay Dee’s imprimatur — are, on the surface, as 
wonderful as anything Tribe concocted, a watery stream-of-consciousness. 

While Slum Village sound heavenly, their lyrics are anything but. The 
album is unreleased (at least in America; imports from the United Kingdom 
have already appeared here), but a good example of their rap style is another 
song. produced by Jay Dee, on Commons recent, excellent Like Water for 
Chocolate. As snares snap and a dubbed-out keyboard tunes away blissfully, 
Common and Slum Village spit “game” raps chock-full of expletives. “Play at 
your own risk, act like you know bitch, I’m on some grown shit ... | got a 
bonus for you bitches that wanna bone us,” Jay Dee lolls. 

Their boorishness continues throughout Fantastic Vol. 2. On “Raise It Up” 
T3 mocks, “I’m that type of nigga talking trash up in your face, OK it was me, 
| hit your girl up in your place, placed the bitch on the mat and sprayed cum 
all on her face.” 

Slum Village’s confluence of elegance and ugliness has generated more 
than a few arguments within the cloistered, insular world of hip-hop fandom. 
During one such debate my man Tom explained that their lyrical approach is 
jazzlike in its improvisational qualities: the group bounce along the beat with 
spontaneous freestyles. And it’s true that when they chant, “I don’t know why 
the fuck I’m fucking with you,” on “I Don’t Know,” their chorus rocks in 
time to the assemblage of James Brown samples. 

Like Brown, Tom argued, Slum Village exhibit a distinctly “urban” con- 
sciousness, wherein love isn’t a spiritual transformation but a means to an 
end, a consummation. “Ladies lovin’ my music just like some sex shit, niggas 
tryin’ to grip on my mic like it’s a dick.” Where Brown talked about deliver- 
ing the “Big Payback” to any girl who dared cross him, Slum Village tell you 
to “check your lady, she’s a groupie ho, opening her coochie hole.” Here 
women are bandied about as property, into which money, time, and emo- 
tions are invested for maximum profit. 

It’s ironic, then, that for all their knucklehead-isms, Slum Village are being 
embraced by the same artists — D’Angelo, Q-Tip, and the Roots have all 
worked with them — who are famous for eschewing such stereotypes. But 
Slum Village reflect a kind of reality those aforementioned artists are familiar 
with, from working countless hours at a minimum-wage job to losing a girl- 
friend because you can’t afford to take her out. If they fail to articulate that 
reality through their lyrics, then Jay Dee’s scintillating music does it for them. 
But the music also promises a brighter tomorrow through its soulful grooves 
and echoing choruses, gently admonishing you for falling in love with “those 
things you do.” 

Ten years ago the Native Tongues, through Tribe, De La Soul, and the Jun- 
gle Brothers’ releases, were attempting to create a positive, socially aware hip- 
hop movement out of a street-conscious art form, reaffirming rap’s redemp- 
tive qualities. Slum Village, in their own way, are doing the same thing, even 
if they have chosen to revel in rather than resolve their contradictions. +

Talent scout It’s risky business 
committing an evening to sitting 
through a show by a relatively un- 
known playwright; you might just dis- 
cover a cutting-edge new talent, but 
you might end up having to endure 
something so bad it hurts. That’s why 
events like PlayGround’s Emerging 
Playwrights Festival are so valuable — 
they do the sifting and sorting through 
all the young voices out there for us;

No norm inviolate 


In Edinburgh Castle’s cozy upstairs den a 
few weeks ago, the deadpan humor of 
Kate Regan, InViolet’s singer-violinist, 
matched the band’s Primus-like musical 
irreverence — a sort of wry whimsy. “We 
have CDs, but we're just going to give you 
attitude.” Mailing list? “There’s no pen. 
Blood is fine.” The three-piece band start- 
ed off instrumentally, light snare and cym- 
bal work skittering off Regan’s drunken- 
violin glissandi. It was hot, and before the 
second song Regan took off her jacket. “I 
was going to suffer because someone said 
my outfit looked good” — the painfully dry 
delivery of Steven Wright — “but there’s 
only so much | can do for fashion.” 

InViolet violated every instrumental 
how-to manual from Mel Bay to Suzuki. 
Regan’s fiddle technique owed a debt to 
the Kama Sutra — face-up flat on her 
lap, using a slide as if a violin were a lap 
steel; slung across her chest, finger- 
plucking it like a ukulele; cradling it in 
the crook of her elbow like a baby; or 
playing tong, bent notes using a wa-wa 
pedal like she was playing lead guitar. 
Meanwhile Tim Shireman used his bass 
like a solo instrument, a rhythm guitar, or 
even bagpipes, droning to the itchy, 
Celtic-sounding “Backwards” in mo- 
ments worthy of a Last of the Mohicans 
theme-song award. 

InViolet were joined for their last three 
numbers by sequencer jock Shelby 
Grimes, or as Regan put it, “man and Zip 
drive.” By “Lyme Song” (yes, about a tick 
bite), in which the key they began in 
seemed to drip away as if the song had 
been composed by Dali, Grimes’s tasteful 
percussiveness came to dominate the 
open spaces. For “Wanna Come Back” 
Regan put down the violin, Shireman did 
acoustic guitar impressions on the bass’s 
upper end, and Regan’s aspirate, child- 
like vocals and hey-heys turned the song 
into something of a lullaby. 

The last song, “Bottom Lip,” wound a 
cacophony of Grimes’s commotion into 
Regan’s fingertip attacks on her violin 
strings until, as she pumped the wa-wa 
with platform work shoe, she delivered a 
finale in Van Halen-esque trills. That 
sealed InViolet’s statement, the ultimate

Bonfire Madigan 
Burning down the house 


Madigan Shive is the Bruce Springsteen 
of chamber punk; she’s the focal point, 
the man, the boss. As she bows the cello 
between her legs, sparks emanate from 
the top of her head. Her body snaps hard 
to the right and back to the microphone 
as words pour out of her like white 
water. The 24-year-old veteran of the 
Northwest punk scene moved to town 
last year as leader of Bonfire Madigan, 
the unlikeliest of power trios: cello, con- 
trabass, drum kit. Shive has been curat- 
ing a bimonthly event of “new” music at 
Cafe du Nord. On a recent evening Bon- 
fire Madigan played a special record- 
release set amid the adoration of the al- 
ready converted. The band cut a stun- 
ning swath: Shive shimmered in Cleopa- 
tra gold, and bassist Sheri Ozeki stood 
regal in a flowing red-and-white robe. 
Only drummer Tomas Palermo blended 
inconspicuously into the blue stage 
lights. Focusing on material from their 
brand-new CD, Saddle the Bridge, they 
performed a classical-pop hybrid that 
was scratchy, disturbing, and beautiful. 
“Mad Skywriting” had a funky walk- 
up bass and a chromatic cello progres- 
sion. Even as Shive drove the song to its 
fervent climax (“Existence should have 
been enough / To be loved”), her musical 
precision was flawless. Guest violinist 
‘Christine Lehmann completed the gor- 
geous dark chordings behind the mythic- 
folk ballad “Running,” as Shive convert- 
ed anger to.mercy: “It’s her lies / That's 
how we know she’s all right.” At other 
times she ran Copland-esque passages 
into classical Chinese into Patti Smith. 
Most sad and lovely, she held her cello to 
her lap as if to avoid being swept away 
by tragic love on the refrain of “Scraps”: 
“Build your house from scraps / Make a 
home out of laughs.” Bonfire Madigan 
play with Tarentel Mon/19, 9 p.m., Cafe 
du Nord, 2170 Market, S.F. $5.

Local designer 
attacked 


n May 6 at around 1 a.m., focal club-clothing designer and small-business owner 
[Js Linton entered Cala Foods on the corner of California and Hyde to pur- 

chase a sandwich. After selecting the perfect nosh, Linton opened the package and 
took a bite — much to the dismay of the security guard, who began to harass Linton. 
After paying for the sandwich and receiving a receipt, Linton was hustled outside to the 
front of the store by clerks and the security guard and was then handcuffed and beaten 
So severely that, according to Linton, “the doctor said he could see my skull.” 

While Linton admits that he was perhaps a bit “lippy” with the security guard, he 
Says he in no way anticipated the violent altercation that followed. According to Linton, 
between five and eight Cala employees participated in the beating. After tying his hands 
behind his back with a plastic cord, the crew punched him repeatedly in the face and 
then threw him inside the store’s entrance, where he landed forehead-first on the copy 
machine, thereby slicing open his head and the bridge of his nose. 

At 1:07 the Cala employees called the police. When Officer Phil Welsh of the Central 
Station arrived, Linton was face down on the ground, bleeding profusely. According to 
Linton, Welsh placed his foot on Linton’s back and pulled his still-handcuffed arms be- 
hind his back, thereby inflicting great pain on him. Welsh denies doing this and justifies 
his actions by saying that Linton was “drunk.” 

Welsh called the paramedics, who then placed Linton inside the ambulance, com- 
pletely against his will. Linton explains that he did not want to enter the ambulance be- 
cause he could not afford the high cost, but that the paramedics forced him onto the 
cot and said, “You're the one with the handcuffs on.” 

Sgt. John Madden then arrived on the scene to compile a police report; he did not 
question Linton. Madden spoke only to two Cala employees, both of whom claimed that 
Linton had provoked the attack, that he had hit the security guard above his right eye, 
and that the two then, according to the police report, “struggled back inside the store 
and both of them fell against the copy machine inside the store.” Both Madden and 
Welsh admit that they did not observe any injury on the security guard's body or face. 

Interestingly enough, one month later store manager Mark Severi admitted to me that 
he knew nothing of the incident. Dan Nelson, the store’s district manager, on the other 
hand, told me that he had no comment but that I’d “better not write anything bad.” 

Linton received 28 stitches on his face: 3 on the bridge of his nose and 25 on his 
forehead. Linton has incurred an enormous medical bill and missed several weeks of 
work, none of which he feels he should be held responsible for. Linton has no witnesses.

Lost in (the) Groove 
Are we feelin’ the anticipated mainstream aftermath from Groove? Have Starbucks, Old 
Navy, and the two faces of Microsoft begun to sponsor clean-and-sober raves yet? Nah, 
but at least the upcoming compilations will help spread the electronic love around to 
folks who might not otherwise shake their booties. Check your favorite independent 
record stores June 20 for the Groove compilation, which is mixed by WishFM and in- 
cludes some sexy tracks by local homeboys Garth and E.T.|, and Boozy and Swan 
(Robby Hardkiss and Laron). The John Digweed Groove mix CD is due later this summer. 

Surprisingly, however, local techno and ambient luminary Jonah Sharp, a.k.a. 
Spacetime Continuum, is not included in any of the film’s soundtrack compilations. 
Sharp's two tracks, “DJ Friendly” and “Long Leaves” (both of the Reagenz project, a 
1994 collaboration between Sharp’s Reflective label and Source Records), are featured 
prominently in the film. Have the film’s producers forgotten the importance of being 
Sharp? Well, here’s a brief reminder: 

Since arriving from London in 1992, Sharp has helped shape the local ambient and 
left-field techno scene through his serious, high-profile involvement in music produc- 


’ tion, DJ virtuosity, and live performance. One of the few local techno artists to have 


been signed to a major label (Astralwerks), Sharp is making international waves with 
last year's release of Double Fine Zone, a jazz-techno-ambient fusion album he pro- 
duced as Spacetime Continuum. Trained in bebop percussion, Sharp was a major play- 
er in the late-’80s London jazz circuit. A former session drummer for the Acid Jazz 
label, Sharp switched his virtuosic rhythm skills to the machine after a life-altering trip 
at a rave in 1988. Since then Sharp has produced more than 13 electronic-based al- 
bums, some of which include collaborations with pioneering techno-heads such as Carl 
Craig, Bill Laswell, Autechre, Tetsu Inoue, Mixmaster Morris, Pete Namlook, David Mu- 
fang, and even psychedelic guru Terrence McKenna 

Organizers of the recent Detroit Electronic Music Festival (www.demf.org) most 
certainly recognize Sharp's worth: Sharp was one of less than 10 non-Detroit artists 
asked to perform in the festival, which drew more than one million people over a three- 
day period. Sharp was in excellent company with players such as Stacey Pullen, Derrick 
May, Carl Craig, Recloose, Kenny Larkin, Wild Planet, the Roots, and so on. Check out an 
Internet broadcast of the event at www.groovetech.com/demf/.

J Krush’s music — a unique mélange of downtempo, acid jazz, and 

hip-hop — fell out of commercial favor several years ago, but the 

Japanese producer could care less about trends. His growing inter- 
national fan base, which seems to greet each of his releases with the 
same messianic fervor, doesn’t either.

The play records several roundelays of 
partners as jealousy, desire, frustration, and 
revenge drive the four in and out of each 
other’s hearts and beds. Marber has a won- 
derfully keen ear for the evasiveness that 
lurks beneath contemporary “openness,” 
and the first act builds a provocative and 
often funny head of steam. But in the second 
act the play and its characters become in- 
creasingly synthetic and repetitive, saved 
largely by Maggie Gyllenhaal’s rich perfor- 
mance. Ultimately all the characters wind up 
becoming emblematic of an arid contempo- 
rary intimacy that leaves everyone un- 
known, unknowing, and unknowable.

But 
above all else, it’s the superb performance by 
Mhari Sandoval that energizes the play: she’s 
not a bitch, she’s a rebel — spitting fire 
(she’s dragged kicking and screaming, liter- 
ally, to meet her suitor) before shifting gears 


seamlessly and believably when love sudden- 
ly strikes. Director Lillian Garrett-Groag 
plays it for laughs, but adds a deeply human 
quality to Katherina that manages (as much 
as is possible, at any rate) to cut the sexist 
edge of the shrew’s final surrender. Both 
Sandovals are only around for this produc- 
tion. It would be a shame to miss them.

Germaine Krull 
Through July 30, SFIMOMA 


hough her name isn’t as well known as those of other pioneering fe- 

male photographers such as Dorothea Lange and Berenice Abbott, 

there’s no doubt that Germaine Krull deserves a place in the pantheon 
of great modernist photographers. In fact, the German-born Krull probably 
influenced both Lange and Abbott, since she photographed buildings and 
faces with a sense of drama and visual flair that would inspire many other 
artists. A fiercely independent woman whose career spanned nine decades 
and four continents, Krull was innovative and irrepressible. San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art's retrospective of her work carefully lays out all the 
stages of a career that encompassed a full spectrum of moods and sub- 
jects, from a 1920s suite of racy Weimar nudes to the calmly beautiful im- 
ages she made of Tibetan monks and temples in the 1960s. In between 
there are some superbly intense portraits of Sergei Eisenstein, Jean 
Cocteau, and Walter Benjamin (all friends of Krull), some close studies of in- 
digenous tribespeople she made as a war photographer in French equatori- 
al Africa, and a selection from her groundbreaking 1927 book Métal. That 
book was one of the first major publications by a female photographer, and 
it evokes the work of Italian futurist painters in the way that it pares new in- 


dustrial machinery down to glori- 
ous, elemental abstractions. What 
unites all of these disparate 
groups of photographs is the for- 
midable dynamism of Krull’s per- 
sonality, her endless curiosity, and 
her strong sense of composition. 
While her visual celebrations of 
metal (including some 1920s 
shots of a brand-new Eiffel Tower) 
are probably her most memorable 
pieces, the combined impact of 
these collected works should de- 
servedly raise Krull's profile. Fri.—

spective. In a room full of the Sacramento-based artist's 
luscious, expertly painted images of cakes, with paint applied like butter cream frosting, | was in the midst of the visual 
equivalent of a sugar high. “I can deal with it,” | said, smiling in a way that's usually reserved for nonart contexts. 
Thiebaud manages to transcend a lot of taste boundaries for a couple convincing reasons: he’s a painter pure and sim- 
ple, and his images of everyday America — deli counters, amusement parks, human figures, and northern California 
landscapes and cityscapes — are honest, direct, and full of integrity, eye-popping color, and fitting art history refer- 
ences. It's difficult not to respond to them. The show, curated by the Fine Arts Museums’ Steven Nash, reveals that the 
nearly-80-year-old artist has painted more than just cake isolated on a cool white background — images that are pop 
in appearance but too sincere to fall firmly in that camp. There are a number of striking figurative works, including a fab 
1965 painting of a woman in go-go attire and a slightly spooky image of a woman in a bathtub that’s something of a 
minimalist version of David's 1793 Death of Marat. While the main tone of this family-appropriate exhibition is sunny, 
there’s a bit of existential ennui for the gloomier members of your clan (see the ominous 1967 Black Ice Cream Cone or 
the sleek Dark City, from 1999). Perhaps the most surprising works here are the landscapes and cityscapes, which mix 
abstraction and realism in depictions of bucolic Yosemite sites and dynamically geometric takes on San Francisco's 
steeply graded topography that will alter your perceptions of the place on your way home. His most recent series con- 
sists of unexpectedly vibrant depictions of the Sacramento Delta, which express a deep appreciation for the subject and 
the seemingly effortless facility of a master painter.

Intricate, economical, Croupier is a 
“thriller” no less engrossing for being almost 
entirely a head game — waiting to see 
whether control freak Jack comes up flush or 
gets handed a joker becomes deliciously 
tense. Croupier is a great exercise in minimal- 
ist suspense, its greatest mystery being our 
own point of view: ice-cold coiled spring Jack 
makes a fascinatingly inscrutable “I.” (1:31) 
Opera Plaza, UA Berkeley. (Harvey) 
Dinosaur Disney digitizes this coming-of-age 
tale about Aladar, the Iguanodon fitting in 
with reptilian relatives despite his upbringing 
by lemurs. Sound like prehistoric Tarzan? 
Well, it’s more like Antz in terms of the “com- 
passion versus tyranny” theme. Noble Aladar 
(D.B. Sweeny) rubs scales the wrong way with 
Kron, the leader of a perishing dinosaur clan, 
when he protests the sacrifice of the weaker 
and elder generation for the preservation of 
the dino-community. Appreciation is due for 
the aesthetics of Ralph Zondag and Eric 
Leighton, who use computer graphics and

It’s Woo’s world. 
We just live in it

ohn Woo directing a PG-13 movie is like Russ Meyer making a PG-13 

rnovie. It is, as a pre-Napster Metallica would have put it (using the an- 

cient tongue), “The Thing That Should Not Be.” And yet it has come to 
pass. Along with Tom Cruise landing ludicrous Hulk Hogan leg drops on the 
opposition, Mission: Impossible 2 contains hilarious scenes of bad guys a/most 
taking bullets in slow motion. And this from the former king of the no-mercy body 
count. It's enough to make you want to toss your Sour Patch Kids at the screen 
and head straight for the Rafael Film Center, where a surplus of old-schoo! Woo 
war trophies are on display. In previous weeks, A Better Tomorrow, A Better To- 
morrow II, and Once a Thief (the gentle romantic comedy that answers the burn- 
ing question, What would happen if you put a six-pack in the microwave and a 
basketball in front of the door?) have screened. Now it’s time for the two Woo 
films that truly belong in the action movie Louvre: The Killer and Hard-Boiled. 

The Killer (see Rep Clock for times) is not unlike James Brown live at the Apollo 
or Michelangelo at the Sistine Chapel: it’s a document of a master at the very 
peak of his craft. Woo may have ripped off a few set pieces from Sonny Chiba’s 
old flick Go/go 13, but this is a Hong Kong movie masterpiece we're talking about, 
matching emotionally rich characters and performances (from Chow Yun-fat and 
Danny “Inframan” Lee) with insane action-poetry. Nineteen ninety-two's Hard- 
Boiled (or if you prefer the original Chinese title, Hot Handed God of Cops) is Woo's 
gunpowder-soaked good-bye to Hong Kong. Chow eats Filet-0-Fish, sings Lionel! 
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Richie’s “Hello,” and wields a baby in one hand and a shotgun in the other. Noth- 
ing PG-13 about the final third of this one. And since I’m on your case, Mr. Woo, 
when are you going to come back to the Bay Area to film King’s Ransom like you 
said you were gonna? And will my cousin Marvin be able to see it?

Marcus's biological son, kitten-with-a-whip 
Commodus (Joaquin Phoenix). Really dis- 
pleased, the latter kills Dad and announces 
himself emperor. Maximus, meanwhile, is toted 
off as a slave by Proximo (the date Oliver Reed), 
owner and trainer-in-chief of a Moroccan 
Gladiators “R” Us. Sooner or later it'll be pay- 
back time. But to survive that long, Max must 
outlive various WWF-type Bludgeonators, 
spike wheeled—chariot drivers, tigers, and trap- 
doors on the blood-sporting arena circuit. His 
martial skills duly lead to Rome, where Com- 
modus is irked no end to be upstaged once 
again. Gladiator has the physical heft and scale 
of a true epic it’s seldom laughable, which is 
saying a lot, and reasonably entertaining. But 
unlike that of Hollywood's prestige sword-and- 
sandal epics of yore, its solemnity isn’t earned 
by a complicated, intrigue-laden scenario. De- 
spite solid supporting players (Derek Jacobi, 
Amistad’s Djimon Hounsou), there are really 
only three characters worth scratch in the 
undercomplicated, team-penned script, and 
nothing much happens — Colosseum carnage 
aside — until Max finally gets his shot at this- 
spear-wound’s-for-my-wife-muthafucka! re- 
venge. (2:30) Alexandria, Century Plaza, Emery 
Bay, Grand Lake, Jack London, Metreon, Metro, 
1000 Van Ness, Orinda, Shattuck. (Harvey) 
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Gone in 60 Seconds Consider car porn. 
You've seen it in TV ads: sleek, shiny vehicles 
speeding to a techno beat, with glamorous 
lighting gleaming off spotless chrome. 
Sexxxy! Armageddon and Con Air producer 
Jerry Bruckheimer (when the bombastic 
Bruckheimer’s on board, it doesn’t matter 
who directs) turns his, shall we say, explosive 
sights on high-stakes car thieves, casting 
Nicolas Cage as the head of a ragtag crew 
forced to boost 50 cars in a single night. Plots 
don’t matter in movies like this. Boom! 
Something blows up. Zoom! Car chase. 
Pause for a loving shot of a Rolls Royce, a 
Cadillac, a 1967 Shelby Mustang GT 500. In- 
sert one-liners (“I didn’t do it for the money 
.. | did it for the cars!”) and one-note sup- 
porting characters (a guy named “Sphinx” 
who never speaks, a foreign-accented villain, 
a cranky cop with a grudge) as necessary. 
Meaningful and/or original? No. Car porn 
and Angelina Jolie in one movie? Sit down 
and pass the freakin’ popcorn. (1:59) Century 
Plaza, Emery Bay, Empire, Galaxy, Jack Lon- 
don, Kabuki, Metreon, UA Berkeley. (Eddy) 
Grass This flashy documentary by coffee- 
table-kitsch connoisseur Ron Mann (Comic 
Book Cénfidential, Twist) ridicules decades 
of U.S, anti-marijuana hysteria in a 
chronological pastiche of Reefer Madness— 
type “evil weed” exploitation pics, scare- 
’em-straight classroom instructionals, in- 
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flammatory news-media “exposés,” and po- 
litical grandstanding. All this retro Mary- 
Jane’ll-kill-ya stuff is indeed fun to watch. 
But the relentless, glib snarkiness is limit- 
ing, too. Abetted by comics artist Paul 
Mavrides’s cutesy graphics, Grass will do 
anything for a laugh: fake “period” audio 
blurbs, misleadingly juxtapose images and 
info of diffrent eras, show squaresville 
politicians in stammering public-address 
outtakes (as if only Bad People fluff speech 
lines). The resulting High Times/That’s En- 
tertainment! package preaches to the con- 
verted, missing or racing past important 
points to score yet more cheap smirks. Nar- 
rator Woody Harrelson also participated in 
1995’s The Hemp Revolution, a documen- 
tary that packed a lot more pro-activist in- 
formation into its entertaining advocacy; 
by contrast Grass’s slick boutique camp is 
as brattily one-note “political” as your aver- 
age bumper sticker. (1:20) Castro, Lumiere, 
Rafael, UC Theatre. (Harvey) 
Groove “Friday 6:04 p.m.,” reads one of the 
digital intertitles early on in Groove, signaling 
the bloated pop time capsule to follow, a 
movie that’s entertaining kitsch without being 
effective drama — more of a Thank God It’s 
Friday 2000 than a Saturday Night Fever 2000. 
Though directed by Greg Harrison, Groove 
isn’t a singular vision so much as a commit- 
tee-style advertisement for silicon-implanted 
S.F electroniculture. Matthew Irving’s night- 
time cinematography is prone to neon L.A. 
hues, so maybe it’s fitting that NYPD Blue reg- 
ulars get more screen time than a dance floor 
filled with what look like cute American Rag 
employees. But Groove is ultimately an S.F. in- 
fomercial, filled with sexualized massage, sage 
burning, and conversations about yoga and 
CD-ROM manuals as well as a nod to the 
Endup. The script’s sound-bite messages — 
polysexuality, yay; GHB and nitrous, nay — 
add up to a daffy techno-fitted neohippieism. 
Completely ignoring the city’s current eco- 
nomic ruthlessness, Groove hopes to give the 
rest of America what DJ Polywog calls “the 
sweet cotton candy kiss of transcendental 
bliss.” Come to San Francisco — the smiling 
faces may be digital now, but they’re still pret- 
ty vacant. (1:26) Act I and IJ, Embarcadero, 
Piedmont. (Huston) 
Hamlet Set largely among the chromed 
cloisters of midtown Manhattan, Michael 
Almereyda’s Hamlet is bright with gadgets 
and period funk. Young Hamlet himself has 
been tweaked a bit too, his inner roilings now 
adorned with the countercult frisson of the 
moment — that certain something known as 
“independent spirit.” He is, that is to say, a no- 
budget filmmaker, seen here forever doodling 
with his pixel-cam, pondering his confessions 
in playback, or wondering how the young 
James Dean might have handled things. There 
is, despite how diffuse this all might seem, a 
great deal of control in Almereyda’s clever 
manhandling of the material — and not the 
least of it in the way he ultimately manages to 
direct his way around Hawke's woolly mum- 
bles and into the arms of more capable actors. 
Bill Murray's obsequious Polonius is one of 
the film’s choicest rewards, at once nimble 
and dithering, with his time-honed advice to 
son Laertes (the ever ready Liev Schreiber) — 
“to thine own self be true” — spilling out as if 
Murray were angling to trump Eugene Levy's 
nervous patriarch from American Pie. (1: 52) 
Embarcadero, Oaks, Orinda. (Stephens) 
‘High Fidelity (2:00) Four Star, 1000 Van 
Ness, Shattuck. 
‘Into the Deep (:35) Metreon Imax. 
Kikujiro “Beat” Takeshi Kitano’s latest film, 
Kikujiro, an archly sentimental road flick, de- 
tails the journey undertaken by a dissolute 
tyke named Masao who lives with Grand- 
mother and determines to find his long- 
absent mother. At the insistence of one of his 
grandmother’s friends, Masao is assigned a 
chaperone: a bumbling yakuza has-been 
who's played, in the loudest of Hawaiian 
shirts, by Kitano himself. The lout, pre- 
dictably enough, proceeds to steal the kid’s 
money, take every possible wrong turn in 
rural Japan, and — eventually — win the 
kid’s heart. It’s a family film, a gentle comedy 
with an occasionally creepy edge — a bit like 
Bambi, actually, or Bambi Meets Godzilla. Crit- 
ics claim this movie is too far from the soul- 
punching genre poetry of Kitano’s well- 
received blood songs Hana-bi and Sonatine, 
It’s also a bit tedious, meandering when it’s not 
maundering, 30 minutes too long. But it’s far 
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from uninteresting, particylarly for real fans of 
this most consistent of world-class filmmak- 
ers: the situation provides a stage for all man- 
ner of time-honored Japanese deadpan come- 
dy and further develops the director’s (Kuro- 
sawa-inspired) use of his own whimsical 
paintings to backdrop and accent dramatic 
events. (1:56) Albany, Clay. (Stephens) 

©The Little Thief Early on in The Little Thief, 
a leather-jacketed S. poses in a café, seemingly 
unaware that he’s mimicking a James Dean 
image on a wall behind him. He’s just been 
fired from his job in a factory-like bakery, and 
he’s about to begin a familiar journey through 
rites of masculinity. As S. learns to box, cine- 
matographers Pierre Milon and Catherine 
Pujol shadow him at less than arm’s length, 
exposing his vulnerability; as he falls in with a 
group of thieves, the film’s relentless close-ups 
expose his clumsiness and initial lack of com- 
prehension. Steadfastly avoiding a prerecord- 
ed soundtrack (the closing credits sequence of 
Dreamlife is the sole exception), director Erick 
Zonca is nothing if not rigorous. But the non- 
musical “realism” of his films is still more art- 
ful than gritty — an artfulness that is closer to 
Bresson than to the Dogma school. No matter 
how stylized their cinematography (and 
Milon and Pujol rival Dreamlife’s Agnes Go- 
dard), Zonca’s films aim to critically assess the 
market value of things. But if S. is, as Zonca 
suggests, like a loaf of shrink-wrapped French 
bread, he’s ready for art-house consumption.

M:I-2 In M:I-2 the Fritz Lang shadows of mit- 
telEurope have been swapped for the sunnier 
climes of Sydney, Australia, and the cold war's 
been sold off to make room for a hot tub. 
There's shrimp on this barby, to be sure — 
what with Cruise’s Ethan Hunt now steamed 
up by the attentions of Thandie Newton’s 
waiflette/cat burglar Nyah Hall — and direc- 
tor John Woo’s been hired on, mainly to in- 
dulge the proceedings by dumping an entire 
OPEC nation’s worth of fossil fuel directly on 
the flames. Pity is, the spark never manages to 
catch. Based on the thinnest of love triangles 
supplied by screenwriter Robert Towne —

=’Dance on Camera Festival 2000’ A dance 
film can mean anything from an under-10- 
minute short to a Carlos Saura—variety fea- 
ture film. Way beyond simple concert docu- 
mentation, the dance film is an art form in 
itself, often with the capacity to draw the 
best out of a choreographer’s vision and 
movement. The Dance Film Association in 
New York founded the Dance on Camera 
Festival almost 30 years ago, making it the 
oldest annual dance film and video festival 
around. The opening evening program in- 
cludes Grant Greschuk’s Jeni Legon: Living in 
a Great Big Way, a tribute to the legendary 
tap dancer from the 1930s and 1940s; A Sun 
Dance and Mother and Child, both with 
choreography by Maureen Fleming; and 
Spargimento, directed by Kiko Stella, with 
choreography by Laura Balis and Cinzia 
Romiti.

*Kiss Me Deadly Midway through this 
1955 film noir comes a scene in which de- 
tective Mike Hammer, finding an interro- 
gatee a tad bit less than helpful, slams the 
fingers of said interrogatee in a file cabi- 
net drawer. The viewer is then treated to 
an uncomfortably extreme close-up of 
Hammer smirking in perverse satisfaction 
as the man squeals in agony. It’s one of 
many scenes in director Robert Aldrich’s 
meditation on violence that linger with a 
filmgoer in ways that more graphic may- 
hem cannot. While driving down a 
deserted road, tough guy Hammer picks 
up a scantily clad hitchhiker who has just 
escaped from a mental asylum.

Crushed velvet 


n high school | knew a guy who taped stuffed-animal fur to his chest and 

threw on a flashy, floor-length velvet coat, studded boots, and a purple 

crushed-velour hat with the requisite feather sticking out of it. It was Hal- 
loween. He looked hilarious. We all laughed. It’s the stereotypical image of the 
pimp — the Liberace of the underworld who is smooth, gold-toothed, almost al- 
ways black, and, excepting a few True Romance-like moments, usually por- 
trayed as a benignly malicious caricature. With American Pimp, the first docu- 
mentary from Albert and Allen Hughes, the Hollywood Mack prototype is stripped 
bare, for better or for worse, and the man behind the mask is given a voice. 
There’s Fillmore Slim, the legendary pimp who’s ruled the game in the streets of 
San Francisco and L.A. for more than 60 years; Rosebud, who gave it all up for a
